THINKING ALOUD

usually don’t think of myself as even 

vaguely Victorian. After all, the /ast 

thing I want is a dark, stuffy, formal 

interior. But I’m discovering a side of 
me that’s very much in tune with that 
fascinating era. And that’s a love of creat- 
ing fanciful places for outdoor living, from 
grand porches to romantic bowers and 
vine-covered gazebos. 

I hadn’t quite realized the extent of the 
Victorians’ enthusiasm for romantic out- 
door places until recently when I talked 
with writer Allison Leopold, whose book 
Victorian Splendor is excerpted in this is- 
sue. “The porch held a very special sym- 
bolism for the Victorians. Both nature and 
home were very important in a world that 
was becoming increasingly industrial,” she 
told me. “The porch blended both in what 
was essentially a summer parlor.” 

With that nature-loving philosophy be- 
hind Victorian architecture, it’s no wonder 


that the Queen Anne and Carpenter Goth- 
ic’ houses offer up the most magnificent 
porches. I think th

rocking chair-filled porch is 880 feet long. 

Although the notion of the sweeping 
porch is Victorian, the porch has been 
translated into many other styles of archi- 
tecture. It has decorated the Main Streets 
of America and has offered an illuminating 
box seat on street theater. My own fondest 
memories of growing up in the Midwest 
are built around porches. 

Today we're realizing that like the Palla- 
dian window, which makes many an ordi- 
nary house majestic, a distinctive porch 
can enhance whatever architectural style 
you favor. As architects once again pay 
attention to outdoor living spaces, they’re 
recognizing the enormous appeal of the 
porch, perhaps with a balcony off a bed- 
room to extend the view and living space. 
In remodeling, we’re realizing that the 
porch, in terms of dollars spent and plea- 
sure yielded, is one of the most rewarding 
investments. It’s an extra summer room 
that can easily be made fanciful with the 
wonderful gingerbread trim and railings 
now available. 


For a friend of mine, it was the charm of 


a porch—or more precisely two porches— 
that finally sold her on her new house. 
Though her decorating scheme for the rest 
of the house is still in flux, her plan for her 
porches is complete. She’s moving out her 
collection of pastel-painted Lloyd Loom 
chairs and covering their cushions in the 
linen print from Out of Africa (see HB 
Today, May °86). 

Which leads me to another aspect: 
What’s at home on a porch? My answer is 
be innovative. There’s nothing serious 
about decorating a porch. You can let your 
fancy play. It’s a place to enjoy a special 
ease and be in touch with nature. My own 
indulgences are an old-fashioned glider 
that seats two in comfort and, of course, an 
ample table so I can serve as many meals 
outside as possible. 

As a hostess, I’ve learned a secret: I need 
only cook the simplest of foods if I serve 
them outside. The setting will guarantee a 


memorable meal. And guests will come 
away feeling spoiled if I bring out a lace 
tablecloth, comfortable chairs, beautiful 
china and, in short, my favorite things. 

Not surprisingly, some of the best and 
most practical furniture comes from the 
Victorians, who valued wicker because of 
its organic and decorative qualities. Nine- 
teenth-century garden furniture is back in 
the limelight, too, from cast-iron love seats 
to white wire plant stands in lacy shapes. 

Just as porches blur the distinction be- 
tween indoor and outdoor rooms, so 
should their decoration. A rule-breaking 
case in point is the tour de force porch on 
our cover decorated by Josef Pricci. The 
fantasy begins with a tented ceiling, soft- 
ened with balloon shades and warmed with 
stenciled sisal rugs. Mr. Pricci transformed 
the veranda of this run-down Victorian 
house with an unbridled imagination, 
much the way an artist would when ap- 
proaching a fresh canvas. 

This kind of all-out decorating is some- 
thing we usually think only belongs in- 
doors. But how luxuriously pampered we 
feel in an outdoor room lavishly decorat- 
ed—and open to a long, cool view of the 
garden and green lawns. It sets the stage 
for delicious afternoons where time slows 
to a languid crawl, rather like summers 
must have been in the Victorian era. Mr. 
Pricci kept it all practical by shielding his 
porch with awnings and roll-up plastic 
shades. An extravagance? Yes. But how 
much more we appreciate the amenities of 
civilization when we bring them outside. 

The lesson that I’m learning—the Vic- 
torians knew it well—is that as much as we 
love nature, we adore it even more when it 
offers us all the comforts of home.

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“KITCHENWARE IS THE ANTIQUES LOVER’S NEWEST PASSION,” 
NOT ONLY TO OWN AND DISPLAY BUT ALSO TO USE

o quote the English satirist 
George Meredith, ‘Kissing 
don’t last; cookery do!’’ It 
seems cookery is more lasting 

than even he might have anticipated. 

Kitchenware is the antiques lover’s 

newest passion. In what is a virtually 

limitless field-for-finds, American, 

English and continental kitchen ac- 

cessories and cooking tools are the 

choice of today’s shrewd collectors. 

Why? There are several reasons. 
Antiques dealer Pat Guthman, whose 
Southport, Conn., shop specializes in 
18th- and 19th-century ironware, 
says, “It’s an interest that reflects a 
softening of the high-tech look.” 
Buffy Birrittella, vice president of 
Polo/Ralph Lauren, agrees. ““When 
we were doing Ralph’s kitchen in his 
Colorado log cabin, we scoured the 
shops and flea markets to find things 
that would keep us all from being 
mechanized into boredom,”’ she says. 

Joanna Seitz, former co-owner of 
the charming Church Street Trading 
Company in New -Milford, Conn., 
says her interest in antique kitchenware 
started small but gradually worked its way 
to bigger things. “I think something as 
simple as molded baking pans can really 
open up this world to you.” 

It appears then that a kind of balance is 
being struck. Science, having invaded the 
American kitchen in the 1950s, mecha- 
nized and streamlined everything in sight. 
(Why are so many kitchens still painted 
laboratory white?) “My specialty,’”’ says 
Pat Guthman, “is open-fire cooking uten- 
sils of the 19th century. Today the black 
wrought-iron pieces make a wonderful con- 
tribution to modern kitchens. You’d be sur- 
prised how many people are interested in 
learning how to cook in an open hearth.” 

As French country antiques dealer 
Howard Kaplan insists, “An omelet in a 
French omelet pan is a better omelet. 
That’s the real reason why the rustic, rural 
appeal is so strong. Have you eaten a meal 
in a kitchen and been reminded of the old-

fashioned kind of attention that went into 
preparing a meal? I’ll bet it tasted great. 
There’s a powerful psychological influence 
at work here. For instance, Italian food 
seems more authentic when prepared with 
Italian kitchenware.” 

Baskets and molds vie for top position 
among kitchen collectibles, baskets just 
edging into first place. ‘For texture, pati- 
na, usefulness, for the sheer beauty of dis- 
play, whether woven or made of wood, 
nothing beats a basket,’ says Mr. Kaplan. 
“And, unlike a lot of objects that take up 
counterspace, you can put a basket any- 
where—on the wall, on the floor, hung 
from the ceiling, in or on another basket. 
Molds—copper, tin, ceramic—run a very 
close second. Baskets and molds are the 
most popular because they combine func- 
tion and display in a way an antique nut- 
meg grater or an antique coffee mill might 
not.”” Mr. Kaplan urges his clients to use 
the objects they buy. His current love is 


royal copper and he is busy tracking 
down whole sets from royal palaces 
with distinctive crests and marks. 

When traveling in other countries, 
you'll find most kitchen antiques rep- 
resentative of the peasant population. 
It is they, rather than the middle class 
or the aristocracy, whose handwork 
you are preserving. Those countries 
that were bypassed by the Industrial 
Revolution are the ones where rustic 
traditions prevailed. England, for ex- 
ample, features copper-plated every- 
thing; France, 19th-century red 
faience pottery whose decoration re- 
sembles fingerpainting. Crockery, es- 
pecially bakeware, is the hallmark of 
Germany. Spain and Italy are rich 
sources of earthenware. And copper is 
king throughout Europe; each coun- 
try has its own style. 

According to Mr. Kaplan, the abso- 
lute best hunting should be in those 
towns and provinces surrounding cap- 
ital cities because such places func- 
tioned as ‘“‘support systems” for urban 
dwellers. Things to look for: water- 
gathering vessels, oil jars (the bigger 
the better because they make great lamps), 
enamelware, sets of canisters labeled and 
numbered, salt shakers, casters, pepper 
mills, spice and tea caddies, coffee grind- 
ers, stone and wood mortar-and-pestle sets, 
wood and china rolling pins, wire egg and 
vegetable baskets, trivets, bottle carriers, 
clocks, handmade graters, saucepans, slot- 
ted spoons, butter molds, bundt molds, as- 
pic molds, terrines and casserole dishes. 

The issue of whether or not to use an- 
tique utensils sometimes troubles buyers. 
Consider the utilitarian purpose they once 
served—and their potential in your kitch- 
en. As examples: Chopping blocks double 
for serving hors d’oeuvres; a wire egg bas- 
ket can hold breakfast muffins hot out of 
the oven; trenchers make unique serving 
plates. There are no limits to today’s appli- 
cations for yesterday’s treasures. The qual- 
ities of visual appeal, everyday function 
and accessibility make this area of an- 
tiquing particularly appetizing. @

FOLK ART IMAGES OF ‘‘AMERICA”’ BEGAN AS AN INDIAN 


QUEEN AND MATURED INTO A TORCH-BEARING GODDESS 





hough the Statue of Liberty is attracting ali the fireworks this 

month, she’s actually only one of a series of patriotic females who 

have been the subject of collectibles from weather vanes to springerle 

cookie molds and woven coverlets. These American images are now 

the proud theme of an exhibit, ‘Liberties with Liberty.” Presented by the 

Museum of American Folk Art in New York City and sponsored by The 

Xerox Foundation, the exhibit is currently on view in Dallas and will travel 
to Chicago and Los Angeles through 1987. 

Our earliest patriotic female icon was an Indian Queen, scantily clad in 

feathers or tobacco leaves. Depicted by European artists, she was

LIBERTY HAS DECORATED EVERYTHING FROM COVERLETS TO COOKIE MOLDS 


America, complementing the other female 
figures representing the continents of Afri- 
ca, Asia and Europe. This American often 
brandished a club or bow and arrows and 
was accompanied by parrots or pumas in 
lush tropical foliage. Sometimes she rode 
an armadillo or an alligator. 

As the 13 English colonies matured and 
their desire for independence from Britain 
grew, the Indian Queen also changed. Be- 
tween 1765 and 1783, she became younger, 
less savage and more rebellious. She was 
still pictured with tropical animals and 
plants, but also with cargo ships, bales of 
cotton and tobacco. As a symbol of the 
colonies, she trampled lions, crowns, 
chains and the key to the Bastille—tradi- 
tional images of the tyrannical monarchies 
of England and France. 

As the Revolution neared, the Indian 
Princess was pictured with the ever-vigi- 
lant rattlesnake, pine tree, eagle, liberty 
cap and pole as she portrayed a nation 
struggling to be free. More frequently, she 
was accompanied by the Goddess of Liber- 
ty, reaching for her liberty cap. 

With the neoclassical revival, 
spurred by archaeological dis- 
coveries at Pompeii, young 
America became infatuated 
with the democratic ideals, leg- 
ends, gods and goddesses of the 
ancient world. By the late 
1790s, it had become unclear 
whether the feathered Indian 
Princess was changing into a 
Greek goddess or a Greek god- 
dess was placing feathers in her 
hair. Architecture, fashion, fur- 
niture and the decorative and 
folk arts all incorporated this 
image of a tall, full-breasted, 
classically clothed and coiffed 
- Plumed Goddess. As she grad- 
ually metamorphosed into the

ed as yet another heroic lady, Columbia, 
emerged. Named after Christopher Colum- 
bus and usually dressed in white with a 
blue, starred sash, Columbia sometimes 
wore a wreath, helmet or liberty cap. Asso- 
ciated with previous female symbols, she 
also stood for freedom of the seas and 


a rr a 


sailors’ rights and was often merged with 
Liberty from 1815 to 1860. 

Ultimately it was Liberty who became 
the primary symbol of America. She stood 
for the country’s most passionately held 
ideal. American artists made the classical 
Liberty their own, wrapping her in stars 
and stripes, covering her with the shield 
and guarding her with the bald eagle. 

Her most famous interpretor was Fréd- 
éric Auguste Bartholdi, whose Statue of 
Liberty we pay tribute to this month. His 
work continues the European 19th-century 
tradition of heroic female statues, and ac- 
tually has his mother’s face plus a monu- 
mentality inspired by the Colossus of 
Rhodes. The statue owes her torch and her 
robes to a revamping of stock images first 
published in 1593 in Cesare Ripa’s Iconolo- 
gia. “Faith” is depicted as a helmeted fe- 
male, classically dressed in white, cradling 
an open book of the New Testament and 
the tablets of the Old Testament, while 
holding a flaming, heart-shaped candle. 
The candle symbolizes her power to en- 
lighten. ““Truth’’ was the source 
of Liberty’s radiant crown. An- 
other influence on our statue is 
the third-century-B.C. Roman 
image of Liberty at her temple 
on the Aventine Hill. 

Clearly the image that stole 
America’s heart, Liberty has 
been democratically displayed. 
She has been shaped into 
weather vanes aloft church 
steeples to remind Americans 
of spiritual values, and has 
adorned tavern signs promoting 
spirits of a more temporal na- 
ture. Carved Indian Princesses 
advertised tobacco along dusty 
main streets. Housewives 
draped their windows with toile 
printed with the Plumed God- 
dess. Americans felt completely 
free in interpreting Liberty us- 
ing found and recycled materi- 
als, bright colors and inventive 
composition. Their chauvinism has given 
us a proud legacy of liberty images, from 
sea to shining sea. —NANCY JO FOX

few autumns ago, when the ma- 
ple leaves were as yellow as 
churned butter and as deep red 
as a country barn, we bought a 
sizable insurance policy. We bought a sec- 
ond house. A house that sits on Main 
Street in a small Vermont village, a house 
that has watched a rural world walk by for 
the last 170 years. 

People obviously buy a second house for 
different reasons—some go for a cottage by 
the sea, others a cabin in the hills, a condo 
in Florida.

Still it is a big step, certainly a new 
responsibility, and, at times, rather fright- 
ening. I began to wonder how I was going 
to juggle Thornhill Farm and Main Street.

But the partnership has worked. And for 
over a year Diana and Todd kept our 
house warm for us, living there while they 
looked for a place of their own. 

Now they have found it, a wonderful 
white farmhouse with a sweeping view of 
their beloved Vermont mountains, and in 
the spring, lilacs everywhere. 

Their house is just about 10 car-minutes 
away from our Main Street. And when we 
returned there last July I knew we had 
made the right decision. We visited with 
our children with ease, we helped them 
paint their new house, and on the Fourth 
of July we all sat on our front lawn on 
Main Street and watched the parade go by. 

It was Americana, which I love, at its 
best, filled with simple, old-fashioned 
charm. Boy Scouts and bicycles, flags and 
flutes, fire engines and fireworks. We were 
in the mainstream on Main Street as we 
have never been at Thornhill. And that’s 
the excitement, a new world, new ingredi- 
ents, but only from time to time. 

Now I must learn, domestically speak- 
ing, how to divide my affection, put each 
house in its proper place. And try to re- 
member not to worry about the Thornhill 
raspberries when I’m with the strawberries 
in Vermont!

N PARIS: BARGAIN-HUNTING 


AND BROWSING THE ENTICING FLEA MARKETS 


By CLAIRE WHITCOMB ———— 
ichel Morin was just setting 
out a pair of wooden shoes 
and a worn Provencal bench 

_in his booth at St.-Ouen, the 
granddaddy of Paris’s marchés aux 
puces (literally, flea markets). It was 
early on a quiet, gray Monday. Had it 
been the weekend when the marche’s 
crowds resemble the Meétro’s, I might 
not have noticed the baskets M. Morin 
had piled in a corner. More specifically, 

I might not have spied their tags: The 

baskets were all labeled and ready to be 

sent to a New York shop down the 
street from my apartment. 

More than a small-world story, this 
encounter was just one sign that Paris’s 
marches aux puces are the not-so-secret 
source for America’s best antique 
shops, not to mention Pierre Deux and 
Barneys Chelsea Passage. “Ah, the flea 
markets are not what they used to be,” 
Francophiles will tell you. And they’re 
right. Gone are the days when you can 
pick up a pile of big, lacy square shams 
for a song. But you can still happen on 
vintage linens, Deco furniture, ivory- 
handled knives and majolica for a Jot

less than you’ll pay in downtown Paris, 
let alone the States. 

The pursuit of such finds is by nature an 
adventure. Four of the five flea markets I 
visited were flung to the far corners of 
Paris. Almost without fail, you take the 
Metro to the last stop and emerge in a 
world away from the chic of Blvd. St. 
Germain. If you’re thinking of lunch, 
count on a crogue monsieur at a café. 
You've left gourmet fare a half-dozen Mét- 
ro stops behind. However, at St.-Ouen, 


disappointment is seldom possible 


A complex of eight distinct markets 
with about y tands, St.-OQuen covers 
acres.

phérique Nord, and turn left on Rue des 
Rosiers. Don’t be surprised by the stands 
purveying new, K-Mart-esque clothing 
(one notable exception being Arche shoes), 
Michael Jackson tapes and kitchen gad- 
gets; these only rim St.-Ouen. Persevere 
until you reach Marché Vernaison at 99 
Rue des Rosiers. 

Everyone has a favorite among the mar- 
kets at St.-Ouen, and Vernaison is mine, 
perhaps because I discovered it when it 
was just waking up on a quiet Monday, 
perhaps because its winding allées seem 
like those of a small village. Though the 
rows of little shops go off at somewhat 
appalling angles, all the allées and stands 
are numbered, so you have a chance of 
finding your way to the same dealer twice. 
But rather than leave all to fate (or per- 


haps to the gypsy fortune-teller who 
parks herself near the entrance), follow 
signs to the toilets and telephones on 
Allée 8. The reason is that the guard 
there sells an invaluable map ($1.80) 
that plots all the allées of all the mar- 
kets at St.-Ouen. A map is also sold at 
Stand 145, Allée 3, at nearby Marché 
Paul Bert. 

Marché Vernaison is a delightful 
mix, as you’ll notice right as you enter 
on Allée 1. Chandeliers are at Stand 3; 
treasures to hold in your hand—an ivo- 
ry box, a silver bell inscribed with 
“bebe’’—at Stand 4. Stand 6 sells cup- 
fuls of beads and buttons, $3 to $10 /e 
gobelet. Two good spots for linens are 
Maison Maurice at Allée 8, Stand 186, 
and Janine Giovannoni at the corner of 
Allées 3 and 7, Stand 141. There classi- 
cal music plays and a dog sleeps beside 
baskets of beautiful trims you can rum- 
mage through. 

For country furniture from Brittany 
and Normandy, don’t miss Alain Ca- 
tan’s at Allée 9, Stand 223. Oh, for his 
Bretagne carved closet bed! For major 
purchases (that was $4,200), he and 
many other dealers will arrange ship- 
ping. A standout source for wares from 
the south of France is Michel Morin at 
Allée 6, Stand 112. That he is also a deco- 
rator was apparent from his stylish dis- 
plays—with everything from Savoie 
pottery to floral-painted clocks. Why were 
there no prices, I asked. “Mais la prix 
change!” was his response. It depends on 
whether someone buys one or six of some- 
thing. It°'depends, too, on a talent for bar- 
gaining. At the marches aux puces, prices 
are never firm, as you'll often find out 
when you've shown interest in an object 
and then have begun to walk away. 

On Monday, when I was at uncrowded 
Vernaison, there was a lot of polishing of 
furniture; nearby at Marché Biron, 85 Rue 
des Rosiers, there was vacuuming and 
cleaning of the glass doors of the dealers’ 
(Continued on page 102)

hile the Victorian era is long past, its heritage of style is being

Called Victorian Revival, the style is 
attracting a new and fervent following. More and more people are scaveng- 
ing derelict barns for fanciful Victorian fretwork, stained-glass windows, 
stately marble mantels and embossed brass doorknobs. Wall treatments, 
once rejected as fussy or oppressive, now pulsate with fantastic pattern and 
color. Even the floor plans of old Victorian homes are sought after for their 
individuality, prized for their lingering rustle-of-taffeta charm. In this 
bedroom (opposite) the impressionistic patterning on the walls, the lace 
throws and the colorful needlepoint pillows all contribute vintage charm. It 
is not the investment in furniture or art that makes the bedroom special, 
but the attention to small personal touches like a hand-crocheted bedcover, 
a vibrant needlepoint pillow or a vase of flowers. >

ven the bathroom is receptive to 
the Victorian revival. Like the 
kitchen, its treatment is a subject 
more for creative interpretation 
than for documentary restoration, as it has 
to combine romantic Victorian touches 
with today’s comforts and conveniences. 
At the same time the range of new ways to 
evoke a 19th-century aura has increased. 
Victorian-style reproduction bathroom ac- 
cessories alone—old-fashioned tank toilets, 
freestanding porcelain tubs, hardware, 
lighting—are more available than ever, 





and real antiques are being rescued, as well. 

In this elegant San Francisco bath, the 
original marble sink and tile work join a 
freestanding oak-trimmed tub and old- 
fashioned heater. The faux-bamboo table is 
actually walnut, as is the late-Victorian 
mirror, rescued from an old dresser and 
adorned with brass hooks from a hall tree. 
Other antique accessories—including a 
whatnot shelf on ropes filled with family 
pictures, a country Victorian braided rug 
and a milk-white pitcher and wash bowl— 
elevate the bath to living room comfort.

oday’s Victorian revivalists are 
creating new designs while rein- 
terpreting the old with imagina- 
tion and verve. The interior that 
is perhaps most subject to interpretation 
is the kitchen. Despite its utilitarian char- 
acter, the historic Victorian kitchen had 
a simple, understated, functional beauty. 
One of its more elegant characteristics, 
glass-front cabinets, are enjoying a re- 
naissance today—see the state-of-the-art 
kitchen shown on pages 70 to 73. 

A Victorian woman once complained 
to her ladies magazine that the shelves of 
in ordinary cupboard were so deep that 
sometimes her “baking powder hid be- 
hind the package of soda and the vanilla 
bottle couldn't be found at all.’ The 19th 

solution was the introduction 


open shelving. Not coin- 


cidental, then, is the fact that the packag- 
ing of the time was decorative—the 
boxes, tins and canisters of the ’80s, ’90s 
and early 20th century were jewels of the 
fledgling advertising industry. Even to- 
day, they are well worth displaying and 
enjoying, as in this old-fashioned Califor- 
nia kitchen (opposite). 

Another room open to interpretation is 
the sitting room (pages 34 and 35). Tradi- 
tionally, the Victorian sitting room was a 
cozy spot where comfort was more im- 
portant than style or appearance. Life in 
the sitting room focused on family, chil- 
dren, close friends and hobbies. Large 
and fashionable Victorian homes had 
more than one sitting room and one of 
those spaces might have been done up in 
any of the historical or exotic motifs that 
were popular at the time. 














THE PORCH IN FULL DRESS 


A luxurious summer living room 
with decorator touches usually reserved for indoors 


he old family photographs tell the story: In summer, at the 
late Cordelia Robertson’s Long Island house, everything 
happened on the porch, from children’s parties to black-tie 
dinners. ‘She really thought of it as her summer living 
room,” says designer Josef Pricci, himself an aficionado of porch 
living. Thus when her house became the site of the 1985 South- 
ampton Designer Show House, he 
quickly chose the porch to decorate. 
“A wonderful feeling of comfort 
and luxury” was what he wanted to 
bring to a space normally neglected 
because of its exposure to the ele- 
ments. By sheltering the porch with 
roll-up panels of clear plastic (they’re 
even installed behind the balloon 
shades), he was abie to indulge in a 
host of special fabric effects. A tented 
ceiling adds a skyful of blue and white 
pattern and softens the starkness of 
the architecture. Balloon shades, 





In keeping with his instinct that “painted wood can be a little bit 
cold,” Mr. Pricci added softness everywhere. Sisal rugs, stenciled 
with flowers and a trellis pattern, top blue painted floors. Lacy 
Victorian wicker chairs create a delicate contrast to the white walls 
of the house. Curves prevail from the ruffles of the balloon shades 
to the scalloped edge of the table skirt, box pleated to give its swag 
pattern greater dimension. Even the 
wood coffee table (next page) has tas- 
sel-shaped legs to evoke the breeze- 
swept fluidity of fabric. 

Mr. Pricci’s exuberant use of fabric 
and pattern might overwhelm an in- 
door living room. But with a porch, 
framed by views of cutting gardens 
and manicured lawns, nature helps 
keep the mood fresh. So too does Mr. 
Pricci’s blue and white scheme. Bor- 
rowed from the sky and the clouds, 
it’s used on everything from the blue 
exterior awnings to the white wire 


which can be lowered to the floor to 
block glare, team up with tieback 
curtains to hide porch columns and 
create a room that’s intimate yet 
one with the outdoors.

By building the addition out into the backyard, 
the architects further expanded the house’s living space 
and defined two outdoor rooms. 








Mrs. Lohman next 
asked Cass & Pinnell 
for advice on siting 
the swimming pool. A 
year or so later an 
abundance of friends 
and children—result- 
ing from the merging 
of her family with 
that of her second 
husband, Mark Loh- 
man, necessitated 
more living space. 
The architect’s solu- 
tion: a large, almost 
free standing addi- 
tion. It at once unifies 
and divides the gar- 
dens. Ten-foot-tall tri- 
ple-hung windows 
enable the new room 
to function as an open pavilion. 

“Confronted by the need to 
make a complicated house more 
complicated,’’ Mr. Pinnell says, 
““we decided to create something 
that looked as if it were there 
before.”’ This was achieved by the 
addition’s careful placement in 
the gardens and by taking ele- 
ments from the existing house— 
the fireplace chimney, mullioned 
windows and pitched roof—and 
accentuating them. Thus, the 
new room becomes the dominant 
element and lends order to the 
rambling structure of the house. 
“The use of a regular underlying 
grid in the design of the addi- 
tion,” Mr. Pinnell explains, “‘is 
like the regular bass beat in mu- 
sic against which the melody can 
be played.”

ertain sheet patterns are simply too decorative to 

be sequestered in the bedroom—for example, this 

exuberant rhododendron print, “Villa,” by Utica 

for Stevens. Evocative of English chintzes, its 
dusty mauves and subtle roses establish a theme that 
colors the rest of the decorating, which includes lavish 
displays of fabric. Luxurious as it looks, the fabric is 
actually one of the more economical features. ‘‘Dollar- 
wise, you simply can’t beat sheets for width and yard- 
age,” says Stanley Hura, who designed this and the 
following rooms with Beau Maas. 

Practical, too, are the swagged curtains. Piped in pink 
sheeting and finished with bows, they offer a dressmaker 
look, sans dressmaker. Utica teamed up with Croscill and 
had ‘‘Villa’” made into standard-size window treatments 
and sofa pillows trimmed in pink. 

Upholstering rather than slipcovering the sofas was a 
bold move on Mr. Hura’s part. “But why not?” he asks. 
“Sheets will stand up to all kinds of wear.” And by 
outline-quilting the flowers, he gave the fabric even more 
heft as well as drama. In keeping with the English garden 
style of the room, he added detachable sofa skirts, gently 
gathered and welted with the same lush blooms. >

A curved, curtained alcove 
and do-it-yourself vanity are a

he curtains were up and it was nearly showtime 
for this dressing room when the designers real- 
ized something was missing. “I rushed out in 
search of raspberry trim for the windows,” says 
Stanley Hura. ‘‘The color is 25 percent hotter than any- 
thing else in the room, but we needed that bold framing.” 

The trim outlines a curtained alcove shaped out of the 
simplest materials. The soft drapes are “Candice” sheets 
from Cannon Mills Royal Family collection. They’re 
stapled to a plywood crescent that curves out horizontal- 
ly into the room. It’s 24 inches from the window at its 
deepest, three inches at its narrowest and is supported 
with L brackets. The dressing table has been fashioned in 
a similar manner; its top, a 22-inch-deep crescent of 
plywood, is covered with mirror. 

Dressmaker details on the curtains and dressing table 
skirt—gathering and self-welting—reappear on the 
chaise, upholstered in ‘“‘Candice.”’ ‘““You might think one 
print would be overwhelming, but when so much of the 
fabric is gathered, it just reads as wonderfully soft color,” 
says Mr. Hura. Originally he and Beau Maas had even 
thought of upholstering the walls in the same print for a 
cozy, secluded feeling. But after painting the floor a high- 
gloss white, they preferred to extend that clean quality to 
the walls. 

The floor is topped with a needlepoint rug that, as Mr. 
Hura says, “doesn’t match exactly” but picks up the 
mood of the floral print. Its black outlining is echoed in 
black accents that add a bold stroke to the pastel scheme. 

In keeping with the arch outlined by the raspberry 
trim, curves dominate the room—in the Art Nouveau tri- 
partite mirror, the black Regency bench and the silver- 
ribboned dressing table mirror that, incidentally, is 
mounted several inches from the window so lace curtains 
can close behind it.

ONE-OF-A-KIND KITCHENS 


Spices stored right under the cooktop make improvising easy 


n an age when we’re bombard- 
ed with expert advice on every- 
thing from investments to 
children, it’s hard to remember 
that the person who knows most 
about some things is you. Planning a 
kitchen is an example, as the remo- 
delings on these eight pages show. 
“TI can educate my clients about 
drawers that pull all the way out, or 
about European hinges,” says cabi- 
netmaker Peter De Caprio, who de- 
signed the cabinets in this Weston, 
Conn., house he shares with Noel 
Pasqua. “But the cooks themselves 
must figure out if they want to keep 
their best dishes close at hand or ina 
closet down the hall. It’s silly to 
spend money on cabinets for things 
you only use three or four times a 
year.’ Mr. De Caprio 
strongly advises allowing 
time to let these decisions 
evolve. In fact, his and Ms. 
Pasqua’s cabinets are still 
evolving: He installed some 
empty “‘boxes” (as he calls 
the outside cabinetwork) 
and plans to fit the insides 
when he knows exactly what 
he wants. When he finds a 
better way to arrange some- 
thing, he even changes exist- 
ing cabinets. For example, 
those under the cooktop 
originally had doors and 
pullout shelves, but Mr. De 
Caprio, who is the house- 
hold chef, found them awk- 
ward. He installed drawers 
(top) for small utensils and 
spices (on top, because he 
uses them frequently). 
Obviously not every 
household has an on-staff 
cabinetmaker, but Mr. De 
Caprio suggests an inexpen- 
sive way to have tailor-made 
cabinets: “‘Buy stock units 
and hire a cabinetmaker to 
outfit the insides for your 
precise needs. And don’t let 
anyone talk you into buying 
lots and 


lots of cabinets.

They’re not efficient unless you 
know exactly what’s going in them.” 

Some people would consider the 
De Caprio-Pasqua kitchen to be 
small with minimal cabinets, but it 
is so efficiently and flexibly arranged 
that the couple served 14 last Christ- 
mas and recently had a party for 60. 
“We put a piece of plate glass over 
the cooktop for the glasses and the 
Champagne in crystal ice buckets. 
The whole place sparkled.” 

In fact, the room sparkles all the 
time, with sunlight coming through 
windows and a deck door on the 
south side (see preceding page) and 
through the Palladian-inspired triple 
window (opposite) whose round top 
echoes the top of the cooking pavil- 
ion. ““We knew we wanted to sepa- 
rate the work space—and 
define it—in a spectacular 
way,” says architect Gaetan 
Lachance about the design 
of the canopy. “But it wasn’t 
until one of our hours-long 
brainstorming sessions when 
we decided to raise the ceil- 
ing that this design with 
round top evolved.” 

Mr. Lachance and Ms. 
Pasqua had worked together 
on several projects, and the 
architect’s approach is per- 
fectly suited to the kind of 
evolution she and Mr. De 
Caprio favor. So much 
brainstorming went on, in 
fact, that the four-member 
team (including carpenter 
Jerry Nocerino) finds it hard 
to remember whom to credit 
with which idea. Everyone, 
however, gives Ms. Pasqua 
credit for the color scheme. 
“She spent hours with the 
floor finishers,” says Mr. De 
Caprio, “using six or eight 
different stains to get that 
pickled finish. Then we had 
the dining chairs and the 
high chairs at the counter 
refinished to match.” >

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ONE-OF-A-KIND KITCHENS 


Today’s cooks want kitchens that combine utility with luxurious details 


hen Marlene Levinson, a 

San Francisco cooking 

teacher and restaurant con- 

sultant, renovated her kitch- 
en, she kept an evolving floor plan for 
three years before she commissioned her 
contractor, Bob Gunnell. She watched 
her family’s traffic patterns, charted how 
she moved between work areas, kept a 
record of the appliances and utensils she 
used frequently and noted her likes and 
dislikes. In addition, she knew the kitch- 
en would have to hold up to 25 members 
of a cooking class. The result: a room 
exactly tailored to her needs. “It became 
a very honest, utilitarian kitchen,” Mrs. 
Levinson explains. ‘‘There’s nothing gim- 
micky about it.” 

Before the Levinsons changed it, the 
kitchen was two separate areas, 
one a small pantry. The wall 
dividing these spaces gave Mrs. 
Levinson the idea for the kitch- 
en’s split layout. Now half of 
the room is used for cooking 
and for cleaning pots and pans; 
the other is for storing and 
washing dishes, serving food 
and casual dining. The peninsu- 
la that replaces the wall adds 
counter space, storage and seat- 
ing. Two KitchenAid@®) dish- 
washers—one for cooking 
equipment, the other for dish- 
es—makes cleanup fast and 
easy. “The kitchen is efficient 
because two people can work at 
the same time without getting 
in each other’s way,” says the 
owner. 

A major consideration was 
that pots and pans be within 
“grabbing distance’’ of the 
range. The solution: hanging 
them from bars attached to the 
hood of the stove. Tired of 
hunting for lids, Mrs. Levinson 


stores them in a compartmen- 

talized drawer just under the | 
charbroiler.

sils used every day are stored in crocks 
above the stove. 

Additional storage space abounds. In- 
stead of cabinets under the counter, 15- 
inch-deep drawers keep measuring cups 
and whatnots neat and orderly. Special- 
ized compartments include a spice draw- 
er and a deeper one that holds foil and 
plastic-wrap dispensers. 

So china and serving pieces can be 
found easily, they are stored in glass- 
front cabinets. Bejeweled with brass 
knobs, they give the kitchen old-fash- 
ioned warmth. The commercial refrigera- 
tor also sports glass doors that reveal its 
contents. 

Near .the refrigerator is a chopping 
block where flowers and fresh greens can 
be cleaned and trimmed. A butcher-block 
cart near the stove is another 
handy surface, complete with 
storage for knives and food pro- 
cessor equipment. 

To make sure this kitchen 
doesn’t feel cold or mechanis- 
tic, honey-drenched colors and 
natural materials were used to 
soften its functional edge. Tex- 
tured and sponged walls result 
in varying shades of buff that 
aren’t glaring. For the counters, 
Mrs. Levinson chose a rich pol- 
ished granite whose price was 
comparable to other elegant 
surfaces. A white limestone 
floor is more durable than vinyl 
or wood yet “‘feels like velvet.” 
To pick up the colors in the 
floor, the cabinets are made of a 
thin-grain red oak that’s been 
bleached and stained. A combi- 
nation of sunshine, recessed

Experts’ views on their design preferences 


f course, a well-designed kitchen 

never guarantees great cooking, 

but the more comfortable you are 

in your kitchen, the more likely 
you are to test its potential—as well as 
yours. To find out what makes a well- 
designed kitchen, we asked the people who 
should know—pros who make food their 
living. Alice Waters’s favorite kitchen is 
Brighton, England’s Royal Pavilion (oppo- 
site). It is very spacious—not necessarily a 
practical size for today’s home kitchen. “A 
small space makes the most efficient set- 
up,” says Marion Cunningham, author of 
The Fannie Farmer Baking Book. It means 
less time spent moving between work ar- 
eas. On the other hand, Judith Olney, au- 
thor of Judith Olney on Bread, likes a large 
kitchen she can decorate with antiques and 
paintings (opposite). 

In the 1950s Cornell University discov- 
ered the ‘‘work triangle’’—the path formed 
by the sink, range and refrigerator—the 
sum of whose sides should measure 12 to 
22 feet. Some now question this theory. 
According to Joyce Goldstein, chef and 
owner of San Francisco’s Square One res- 
taurant and a former kitchen consultant, 
“the traditional work triangle is meaning- 
less because you’re only dealing with the 
refrigerator in the beginning and in the 
end. The range, sink and ‘prep’ counter are 
the true triangle today.” 

Choosing the right appliance is just as 
important as its placement. If you’re con- 
sidering commercial equipment, be sure 
you'll really benefit from it. Although 
practically every chef will swear by a com- 
mercial range’s power and cooking capaci- 


ty, “it’s only effective if you cook a lot,” 
explains Mark Miller, chef and owner of 
Santa Fe’s Coyote Cafe. Adds Sheila Lu- 
kins from The Silver Palate: ‘If I’m cook- 
ing large amounts, it helps to have the 
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room.” Before making the investment, 
check to see you have the gas supply to 
feed the range. Whichever one you choose, 
‘be sure the burners are placed far enough 
apart to accommodate your pots,” reminds 
Annemarie Huste, New York City author 
and cooking school owner. 

In the same way, an oven should be big 
enough for your entertaining needs. Maida 
Heatter, who wrote Maida Heatter’s Book 
of Great American Desserts, likes eye-level 
ovens with clear glass doors so she can 
observe the baking process. Refrigeration 
advice comes from HB contributing food 
editor Martha Stewart, who recommends 
buying a bigger refrigerator than you think 
you need “because you can always use the 
space.”’ Craig Claiborne uses two refrigera- 
tors: a large one, and a small one next to 
the range for milk, eggs and other staples. 
If you have big pots and pans, an oversized 
sink is handy—at least 12 inches deep and 
18 to 24 inches square, recommends Mark 
Miller. Marian Burros, food columnist for 
The New. York Times, installed a high 
spout instead. If two people work in the 
kitchen, two sinks in different places are 
useful; one can be transformed into a wet 
bar or a sink for hand wash. 

The remaining wall space in a kitchen is 
devoted to storage. The amount and type 
you need depends on how much equipment 
you have, how you work in your kitchen 
and whether you want -your utensils to 
have a decorative function. Open storage is 
good for things you use every day. Jean 
Anderson, author of The New Doubleday 
Cookbook, likes “to be able to stand in one 
place to reach everything.” She hangs mea- 
suring cups, thermometers, funnels and 
other items on S-hooks from a chicken- 
wire mesh. Anne Willan of La Varenne 
Cooking School in Paris likes “things out 
and about because they add ambience and 


you can see what you’re looking for.” 
Hanging pot racks might even improve 
your cooking because “‘you can choose the 
right pot for the right job,” says Richard 
Grausman, author and cooking instructor. 

Cupboards are another option, although 
they often encourage clutter because the 
doors keep things out of sight. One way to 
avoid this problem is to store pots and 
pans under the counter in drawers; Craig 
Claiborne’s are angled slightly downward 
so they close automatically. Shelving can 
also be specialized. Chef of the nationally 
syndicated TV show Hour Magazine, Lau- 
rie Burrows Grad can slide out an entire 
shelf to see what’s on it. Marian Burros 
recommends adjustable shelving in case 
you rearrange china, glass and the like. An 
upright cabinet with vertical shelving can 
hold cookie sheets and trays. 

abinets can also be built to accom- 

modate a flour bin, slots in the 

countertop for knife storage and 

dispensers for industrial-size foil, 
plastic wrap or wax paper. 

When cabinets turn a corner dead, wast- 
ed space often results. One solution is to 
insert lazy-Susan-like semicircular shelves 
that swing out from the corner. When this 
corner is located against an outside wall, 
Anne Willan suggests putting a hatch on 
the top of the counter with a garbage bin 
underneath that can be taken out and emp- 
tied through the outside wall. In Jean An- 
derson’s kitchen the cupboards above a 
peninsula have rounded ends. A standard 
heat lamp was installed in the hollow space; 
it warms plates or food on the counter. 

The focus of author Paula Wolfert’s 
kitchen on Martha’s Vineyard is the center 
island (opposite) designed by her husband. 
A huge two-inch-thick maple surface cre- 
ates extra work and eating space; the metal-

She shines in the kitchen, too, turning out 
some of the most deliciously original dish- 
es imaginable. “The secret to successful 
dinner parties is organization,” says Ms. 
Liascos, who hosts a dinner party for eight 
about once a week (‘I find there is more 
interaction between eight guests than six”). 
Preferring to do all her own shopping and 
cooking, this hostess opts to hire an extra 
pair of hands only for larger (18 to 26 
guests) sit-down dinners. 

To orchestrate a summer party that goes 
beyond grilled steak and sliced tomatoes, 
Ms. Liascos recommends doing as much 
advance preparation as possible. “When 
you play the dual role of both cook and 
hostess, organization is a must so you can 
enjoy the party and your guests.” 

Besides frequent parties, Ms. Liascos al- 
ways prepares a “proper” dinner for her 
husband, Basil, who adores good food and 
wine. “We love to eat, but we’re also very 
health- and weight- conscious,” she insists. 
Indeed, dinner frequently consists simply 
of perfectly grilled or broiled fish plus lots 
of fresh vegetables.

hen time permits, Jan Liascos 
markets every day, a habit she 
developed several years ago 
when she and her husband 
lived in Paris. “Using the freshest fish, 
fruits and vegetables is so important to the 
flavors in the resulting dish,” she says. 
And while in the City of Lights, Ms. Lias- 
cos catered weekly lunches at L’Académie 
du Vin and studied cooking at Le Cordon 
Bleu and La Varenne, two of the most 
prestigious cooking schools in Paris. 

During their European sojourn, the 
Liascoses traveled extensively throughout 
France and Italy with food as the main 
focus. ‘““We planned ahead and made reser- 
vations at restaurants we were interested 
in. When we reached our destination, we 
ate fabulous meals, then did our sight-see- 
ing from there.” 

Their travels were a culinary inspiration 
for Ms. Liascos’s personal repertoire, and 
while her cooking style is primarily based 
on French cuisine, she also draws from 
classic Italian dishes—the tonnato sauce 
for the swordfish (bottom left) for example, 
is a variation on vitello tonnato. The three 
menus here are perfect for those summer 
occasions that call for a celebratory air. 
Everything can be made partially, and in 
some cases, entirely in advance, so the 
kitchen (and the cook) stay cool. Whether 
you prefer a buffet lunch on the terrace or 
a more formal, sit-down candlelit dinner 
on the porch, these dishes are sure to make 
for the most relaxed summer parties

We used to think our two loves were mutu- 
ally exclusive, but after several taste tests, 
we've found three types of wine to drink with 
homemade—or good store-bought—ice 
cream. (The flavors that go best with wine 
are vanilla, strawberry, lemon and peach.) 

Sweet Asti Spumantes from Italy are fra- 
grant sparkling wines with simple fruity 
flavors that contrast with the creaminess of 
ice cream. We like the frothy Burati ($7). 
Muscat de Beaumes-de-Venise, from the 
Rhone region of France, is a rich, complex 
sweet wine with the subtle flavors and 
scents of cooked apricots. Our favorite: the 
1983 Paul Jaboulet ($12). Late Harvest 
Gewtirztraminers have sweet, spicy flavors 
and aromas. The 1984 Charles Lefranc 
from California, a soft, lightly spicy exam- 
ple (about $8), even went with toasted co- 
conut ice cream!

(both about $12) and the Téte de Cuvée 
(about $25)—are among the best French 
wines made here. What’s coming: Deutz 
has land in San Luis Obispo and expects to 
launch its first wines this year, as will 
Mumm. Roederer will follow with its first 
wines produced in California in 1988.

an overstuffed fashion in soft, classic fab- 
rics. The plump softness minimizes the 
sleekness, and the opposite is also true: 
The lines of the chair diminish the more 
traditional qualities.” 

If you’re still having trouble deciding 
whose style will take precedence, deter- 
mine who spends the most time at home. 
Consider, too, the architectural style of 
your house or apartment. Are there built- 
in details that lend themselves to one style 
or another? 

After much thought and trial and error, 
if your compromise ends up in an unre- 
solved decorating quagmire, then perhaps 
it’s time to consult a professional. Since all 
interior designers face such problems when 
hired to decorate spaces, they will have a 
large visual library for you to consult for 
possible ideas. When you initiate the con- 
tact, be certain to define your requirements 
clearly, as fees are commensurate with the 
scope of services rendered.

herb plants make 
an attractive, useful 


kitchen garden 


By KEN DRUSE —————— 
Many of us want to improve our kitchens. 
Whether that means adding or replacing 
appliances or doing a total makeover, one 
dream is universal. As the fantasy goes: 
You're in the kitchen creating the perfect 
sauce. Among the ingredients are snips of 
fresh tarragon, chervil and parsley. In Co- 
lonial times, there was a kitchen garden 
just a few steps from the door for food 
crops and culinary herbs. But anyone can 
create a modern version. Whether grown 
on a sunny windowsill, on a greenhouse 
window or under fluorescent lights, indoor 
herb gardens can enhance any kitchen. 

Herbs are easy garden plants. Once es- 
tablished outdoors, they thrive through 
drought and in poor soil. Indoors they are 
less forgiving. Grown in containers, herbs 
have the same basic needs: light, soil, mois- 
ture, fertilizer. The most important factor 
is light—and lots of it. Herb plants need at 
least six hours of direct sunlight, or the 
equivalent, every day. That can come from 
a south- or west-facing window, a green- 
house window facing any way but north or 
fluorescent lights. 

Under lights, herb plants should be six 
inches below the tubes, and the lights must 
be left on 16 hours a day. You won’t need 
Gro-lights or special tubes; warm-white 
will do. I use a timer that turns the lights 
on at 1:00 A.M., so I hardly notice them. 

Outdoors, any well-drained soil is fine. 
But indoors, garden soil is too heavy and 
dense. Use a light, friable blend such as 
Jiffy-mix® or Metro-mix®, or a home- 
made, peat-like medium (2 gallons milled

al-grade perlite, 2 tablespoons ground 


| limestone, | tablespoon balanced, granular

| ters). Moisten the medium before potting. 


Small store-bought herb plants can be 


| potted in four-inch clay pots. Soak the pots 





before you use them so they won’t draw 
moisture from the medium. Clay is more 
porous and herbs love aeration and good 
drainage; however clay-potted plants dry 
out faster than ones in plastic. You'll have 
to learn their schedule through trial and 
error. Keep soil barely moist at all times. 
Feel the soil just below the surface. It 
should be cool and just damp. 

Herbs don’t like a lot of fertilizer. If 
overfed, they will outgrow your space and 
their flavor and fragrance will be weak. Six 
months after repotting, feed with a bal- 
anced fertilizer (20-20-20) diluted by half. 

Pests may be a problem. Some herbs 
naturally repel insects; others attract them. = 
In my indoor kitchen garden, I banished = 
the attractors, such as lemon verbena and a 
basil, in favor of sturdy rosemary and bay 2 
laurel. I don’t recommend pesticides for 5 
indoor edibles. Try Safers Insecticidal 5 
Soap® or a mixture of garlic juice and x 
Tabasco in soapy water. Often a good tap 
water spraying in the sink will do.

herb plants for wintering indoors. Sow —

rod shelving underneath stores pots and 
pans. Total construction cost: $3,000. 

Richard Sax, coauthor with Sandra 
Gluck of From The Farmers’ Market, did 
something similar for his apartment kitch- 
en but on a smaller scale. When not in use, 
the unit could be wheeled away. 

If you can afford the space, many cooks 
recommend a not-too-deep pantry with 
floor-to-ceiling shelving. Cookbook editor 
Carole Lalli looks to Colonial days for 
storage ideas: “Ideally I would have some 
kind of cold room—warmer than a refrig- 
erator—to keep cheese, butter, onions, po- 
tatoes, pies, cakes and meats that would be 
used the same day.” 

Although the amount of counter space 
depends on the layout of the kitchen and 
your cooking needs, there are some helpful 
guidelines. Twenty-four inches is the stan- 
dard width of most counters, but adding a 
few more inches will accommodate small 
appliances with plenty of work space left- 
over. Whether it is a center island or a 
stretch of counter space, one complete 
work surface of six to eight feet is recom- 
mended.

by how you use your counters. The sink 
area is a problem because water can cause 
butcher block to rot and plastic laminate 
to warp.

Instead of using all one surface, 
however, consider a variety for your differ- 
ent cooking needs. You can also have vari- 
able counter heights but the sink has to be 
at 36 inches because of the dishwasher. 

A kitchen floor should be durable and 
easy on the feet. When Annemarie Huste 
designed her New York City kitchen, she 
chose a new, vinyl-bonded wood floor 
from Permagrain Products that’s made for 
high-traffic areas. “If you spend a lot of 
time in the kitchen you want to protect 
your legs,” explains Judith Olney. “‘I like a 
floor that has a little built-in cushioning.” 

Lighting is also important. Bright 
fluorescents placed under the cabinets light 
counter tops, and incandescent light adds 
overall ambience. If incandescent lighting 
is used under the cabinets, “‘be sure to take 
into consideration the heat that it throws 
off,” advises Richard Grausman. Laurie 
Burrows Grad had her kitchen window 
curtains treated so they’re stainproof. 

Like lighting, proper ventilation makes 
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the kitchen a more pleasant place to work 
by removing food smells and grease. The 
hood surface should cover and extend be- 
yond the perimeter of the range. If over- 
head ventilation is too noisy or blocks your 
view of the stove, consider a range with a 
down-draft system. 

Garbage is one problem that never “‘dis- 
poses” itself. In a new home in Dallas, two 
pails for garbage (one wet, one dry) were 
enclosed in a drawer right beneath the 
pull-out cutting board, so trash can be easi- 
ly swept into the appropriate container. 

So much of a well-designed kitchen de- 
pends on the person using it. That’s why 
it’s essential that you do some serious soul 
searching before you and a designer or 
builder tackle your kitchen. Joyce Gold- 
stein suggests answering these questions: 
Are you remodeling because your kitchen 
needs a face-lift or is the plan not working? 
What, specifically, isn’t working? What do 
you hate about your kitchen? What is your 
ideal? How do you cook? For how many? 
What decorating style do you prefer? 

Armed with expert opinions and your 
own ideas, you'll see that the possibilities 
are endless and as individual as you are. In 
the words of Ms. Huste, “Kitchens have 
never been more exciting than they are 
right now.” —KATIE KELLY

booths. Classier in its storefronts, Biron is 
also upper-end in its merchandise. Here 
you'll find 17th-century carved angels and 
the gilt furniture of your favorite Louis 
Visit Clara at Stand 1, Allée 1. She’s the 
well-worn proprietress sitting behind a 
great pile of antique brocades and dam- 
asks. At Stand 137 is Andrée Autan who 
says she was a clothing source for a Vis- 
conti film. And no wonder, considering the 
hats, lace dresses and tapestry slippers 
stacked floor to ceiling. 

Farther down at 110 Rue des Rosiers is 
stylish Marche Serpette, good for fine fur- 
niture and lots of Art Deco. Look for ma- 


jolica in abundance, plus heart-winning 
dolls at Leila’s, Stand 42, Allée 1; vintage 
bath fixtures at Stand 5, Allée 3; and di- 
rectly across at Stand 2 something that’s 
making a show at home: 1930s _plastic- 
handled knives. Actually made of Garalith, 
a pearly sister to Bakelite, they come in 
colors that range from creams to bright 
pinks. Also tempting were horn servers, 
some wit! on, and, of course, 


Art Deco silver tea sets by Christolfe et al. 

Your cue for lunch may not be subtle. 
At 1 P.M. dealers religiously spread cloths 
on their tables and uncork their wine, 
more interested in eating than selling. Such 
obliviousness to buyers appears at other 
times. Most dealers read what appear to be 
page-turners; husbands and wives play 
double solitaire. Sometimes you have to 
search out a dealer who is several booths 
away chatting. Once you communicate se- 
rious interest, however, the chemistry 
changes and the bargaining begins. But 
you'll have most success after lunch. 

For your own sustenance, you can try 
one of the very basic cafés on Rue des 
Rosiers. Vernaison has a restaurant at its 
heart; Marche Serpette has a petite salle a 
manger for quick sandwiches and wine. On 
Rue Paul Bert (near Marché Serpette), 
Café Paul Bert is a bustling restaurant with 
everything from grilled steak and pommes 
frites to rabbit. 

If, after lunch, you’re longing for a good 
chat in English, that’s just one reason to 
visit open-air Marche Paul Bert. At Stand 
232, Allee 6, you'll find Annette Agace 
Letie de Castro. With her crisp British 
accent, she'll explain the mysteries of lug- 





gage from the golden age of travel—a Lou- 
is Vuitton trunk with compartments for 
everything from cravates to parapluies. 
Though many dealers manage some En- 
glish, Mme. de Castro is an exception. 
Elsewhere at Paul Bert look for intriguing 
furniture and assorted treasures. 

Stamina pending, there are still more 
markets to cover. Marché Jules Valles, 7 
Rue Jules Valles, is a gold mine for old 
postcards and prints. Marché Cambo, 75 
Rue des Rosiers, has 40 dealers with fine 
furniture. I spent two days at St.-Ouen (it’s 
open 7:30 A.M. to dusk on Saturday and 
Sunday, from roughly 10 A.M. on Mon- 
day), and didn’t get to Marché des Rosiers, 
good for still more furniture, or Marché 
Malik for clothes new and old. 

For the best buys, the rule of thumb 
about flea markets is to arrive at opening 
or closing. I chose the latter route at Porte 
de Vanves, two tree-lined streets full of 
dealers (open Saturday and Sunday, 7:30 
A.M. to around | P.M.). As lunch ap- 
proached, some dealers packed their 
wares, Others lingered leisurely. One even 
cranked up an old Victrola and set his side 
of the street singing. Porte de Vanves, also 
called Porte Didot, is like a “best bets” of 
St.-Ouen’s offerings. In an unhurried hour 
or two, you can uncover lace curtains 
($235 for a set of four), square embroi- 
dered pillow shams ($25 a pair), a set of 12 
Garalith-handled knives ($57) plus Lali- 
que, majolica and charming 19th-century 
plates with illustrations and sayings. Pay 
attention to the map at the Métro exit 
(station, Porte de Vanves). The streets 
where the flea market is located—Avenue 
George Lafenestre and Avenue Mar San- 
gier—are a short walk from the stop. 

Next, I headed to the market at Mon- 
treuil (Métro, Porte de Montreuil). It’s 
open Saturday, Sunday, Monday, 7:30 
A.M. to dusk. Though many people are 
fans of Montreuil, I was disappointed. 
Mostly it was a wasteland of new cheap 
clothes and gadgets. But some good deal- 
ers with vintage linens and clothes were 
clustered near the entrance. (To get to the 
market, follow the crowds out of the Mét- 
ro, across a plaza with bumper-cars and 
cotton candy and over a highway.) 

One market to skip: Kremlin-Bicétre 
(Metro, Kremlin-Bicétre), open Tuesday, 
Thursday (reputedly the best day) and 
Sunday, 7:30 A.M. to 12:30 P.M. Nothing 
there caught my eye, but then, it was about 
to rain and the smaller flea markets are by 
nature catch-as-catch-can. 

If you don’t have time to traipse to the 
outer reaches of Paris for the above-men- 
tioned flea markets, don’t despair. There’s 








a gem near the Bastille. Place d’Aligré 
(Métro, Ledru-Rollin) is open daily except 
Monday, from 9:30 A.M. to 1 P.M. It’s a 
small market, nestled in a curved plaza, 
and quality varies daily. You can find good 
linens and tableware. (I fell in love with a 
folding, leather-backed men’s traveling 
mirror, $25.) But there are also Salvation 
Army-style household items spread out on 
the pavement, hawked by a top-hatted 
Dickensian character. Place d’Aligré is 
also a fruit, vegetable and meat market. 
The piles of unusual cheeses are breathtak- 
ing. You might well want to pick up sup- 
plies for a picnic lunch. 

In addition to the flea markets, there are 
two good downtown shopping areas for 
collectibles. The first is Village Suisse, 
near the Ecole Militaire at 78 Avenue de 
Suffern and Avenue de Motte-Picquet 
(Metro, Motte-Picquet). Set in the court- 
yard of a modern apartment building, its 
100 shops, which are open daily except 
Tuesday and Wednesday, offer good furni- 
ture (especially in the Empire style) plus 
everything from miniatures on ivory to old 
prints. 

A quainter and more eclectic hunting 
ground is Village Saint-Paul (Métro, 
Saint-Paul) in the Marais. Its 70 shops are 
clustered on Rue Saint-Paul (from the 
Seine to Rue Charlemagne) and in adja- 
cent alleys and courtyards that have a me- 
dieval feel. You'll find everything from 
dust-covered clocks ticking in back rooms 
to Napoleon III chairs. Your best buy, 
however, may be a vintage leather travel- 
ing case such as the one I saw at Au Bon 
Usage, 21 Rue Saint-Paul. It could be es- 
sential in getting all your finds home.

L] My mother’s pitchers have pink luster with red, black, green and 
blue decoration. The painting is very childlike. My mother called 
them her “Sunderland” pitchers. Can you tell me more about them? 
—L.M., Philadelphia, Pa. 


Sunderland is 
an industrial 
town on the 
north coast of 
England. Pot- 
tery of that 
area, made 
since the 18th 
century, was of- 
ten decorated with pink luster. Your pitchers are typical of those 
made in many factories from about 1825 to 1850. This type of ware 
is now called Sunderland by collectors. Ships, scenes and even the 
iron bridge at Sunderland were pictured. Antique pitchers are 
worth from $200 to $400. Most old pitchers are unmarked, with a 
rather crude overglaze painting. Modern versions are usually marked. 


_] The covering on this settee is slightly worn. The piece is very 
old and may have the original upholstery fabric. Would you advise 
recovering it? —V.C., Minneapolis, Minn. 


Collectors and museums are interested in furniture with original 
upholstery. Your settee is in the Régence style. It was popular in 
France from 1715 to 1723, the period when a regent ruled for the 
young Louis XV. Cabriole legs began to appear on chairs, backs were 
lowered and slightly curved and carvings became more delicate. If 
the settee is badly worn and is used a lot, it should be recovered or 
slipcovered. If you don’t mind the wear, leave it as 1s. It 1s more 
valuable with the worn cover than with a new one. If the frame is all 
original, in its present condition the settee is worth at least $10,000.

] Is this a dressing table? Made of bird’s-eye maple and mahoga- 
ny, it is in two parts. The top has a mirror and drawers. The

bottom is a chest. 


According to books about 
antique furniture, you have a 
chest of drawers or a bureau with 
a dressing glass. In the 18th cen- 
tury it was customary to have a 
dressing glass on a table or chest 
of drawers. By around 1810, 
which is the period of your piece, 
glass and matching bureaus were 
fastened together. Many were 
made in Massachusetts, especial- 
ly in Salem and Boston. The 
reeded legs, bird’s-eye maple 
drawer fronts, round knobs and 
scroll supports for the mirror on 
your piece are typical of this 
form. A period example of this 
type of piece is worth over 
$5,000. If it can be attributed to a 
famous maker of this style, it 
may be worth much more. 





] My gray and black dog is almost 6 inches long. The base has 
raised flowers and leaves in green and brown. How old is it? 
—S.W., Somerville, N.J. 


Staffordshire dog figures 
like yours have been 
made since the early 19th 
century. Millions of dogs 
of a type called ‘tcom- 
forters’” were produced. 
They were a cross be- 
tween a Maltese dog and 
a King Charles Spaniel. 
Poodles became popular 
by the 1850s. Pointers 
like yours as well as foxhounds, sheepdogs, spaniels and other 
breeds were manufactured in lesser quantities. These figures were 
often made in twos or threes to be placed on a mantel. Your figure 
probably had a matching model. It could have been produced as 
early as 1820 or as late as 1980. If made before 1850 it 1s worth 
over $300; if made from 1850 to 1900 it is worth about $200; made 
any later, under $100. The raised flowers indicate an earlier ver- 
sion. Over the years potters used less and less hand modeling and 
painting detail. @

tects in 1972, Richard Meier has 
been identified with the New York 
Five, also called the Whites, con- 
temporary architecture’s most adamant— 
and prominent—purists. In the intervening 
years, each of the five architects has devel- 
oped a style distinct from that of his fellow 
neo-modernist practitioners. Sculptural 
and pristine, Meier’s work is the epit- 
ome of architecture as high art. It 
represents the harmonious coupling of 
form and function, of the literal and 
the figurative. 
BLDD: It’s been said that you’re a 
rather curious figure in the architec- 
ture world, an anomaly: At a time 
when almost everyone is questioning 
the modernist aesthetic, you are cele- 
brating it. Just who is out of step? 
RM: Perhaps none of us. What some 
people have reacted against in recent 
architecture is not the essence of the 
modern movement, but its overgener- 
alized manifestations. Mainly as a re- 
sult of architectural practices common in 
the fifties and sixties, people have come to 
associate modernism with the commercial- 
ization of architecture and with unspecific, 
nondescript built forms that lack human 
Scales qn Architects began to use the avail- 
able forms simply because they were expe- 
dient and economical, and the result has 
been disastrous. They failed to take into 
account the bases of modernism: creating a 
relationship between open and closed 
space; expressing structure as differentiat- 
ed from a planar sense of enclosure; incor- 
porating aspects such as natural light in 
addition to more formal organizing ele- 
ments. These things make up the essence 
of modernism, as well as the essence of 
architecture, and are relevant not only to 
the modern movement but to the entire 
history of architecture. Architecture today 
is not isolated in its own time; it’s part of 
history. And that means more than just an 
assemblage of past forms to give a building

sensibility affect your architectural work? 
RM: For the most part, my work is very 
rational, disciplined and ordered. But I am 
not so rigid that I can’t modify the inher- 
ent conceptual framework of a building if 
something outside of that order needs to 
make its presence known. I have the ability 
to create an order but also to pull out of it. 
It’s like doing a collage, when you have an 
idea about what you’re doing, but each 
step leads you further. In architecture 
there is a process of action and reaction 
between the architect and the client. Other 
elements come into play that either make 
your design better or make you rethink it. 
You are forced to work over and rethink 
the interrelationships until they’re right. 
BLDD: Is architecture an art or is it a 
business? 

RM: It’s certainly not a business! There’s 
no way, unfortunately, that the time that 
goes into making a work of architecture is 
in proportion to the compensation. 
BLDD: But think of the psychic rewards. 
RM: That is what keeps all architects go- 


ing. The recent public response to the High 
Museum, for instance, really made it all 
worthwhile for me. 

BLDD: The High Museum has been de- 
scribed as a stark white Corbusian struc- 
ture. Would you describe it that way? 
RM: No. 

BLDD: How would you describe it? 

RM: Basically the High Museum is a 
building in which there are four squares, 
four corners of a building, one of which 
has been removed. The auditorium is 
placed in the quadrant where that 
square has been removed, and the vol- 
ume of the auditorium comes out of 
that cubic form. Is it the relationship 
between the cubic volume of the 
building and the more playful, sculp- 
tural elements such as the auditorium 
and entrance that people identify with 
Le Corbusier? Is it the density of the 
planar walls against the more open, 
translucent walls that people identify 
with him? Perhaps it is the whiteness 
and the ever-changing quality of the 
natural light within the building. 
BLDD: How do you design a museum 
that works as a piece of architecture as 
well as a showcase for art? ; 

RM: It’s the relationship between the per- 
son and the art that’s important, and that 
can be dealt with in a variety of ways. One 
thing I’ve tried to do in a number of muse- 
ums is to make it possible to see a work of 
art in more than one way. Viewers should 
not be restricted to the one-to-one relation- 
ship you have when you're in front of an 
artwork; they should have an opportunity 
to see it again from different perspectives, 
to revisit the work in a sense. 

BLDD: John Hejduk wrote, “Architecture 
can lift up the spirit and make life a little 
easier.” Has contemporary architecture 
lived up to this idea? 

RM: I think so. 

BLDD: Do you think architecture shapes 
or reorders society? 

RM: I’m not sure it shapes or reorders 
society, but I think it gives some focus, 
some sense of purpose or meaning that 
otherwise might not be there in the chaos 
of our time.

ersonal style have become the 

buzzwords of the ’80s, but what do 

they really mean? Although it’s 

difficult to put a finger on, person- 
al style shines the moment you enter a 
home filled with the spirit of the person 
who lives there. You feel the harmony of 
one who is at ease with his or her posses- 
sions. The expressions of personal style can 
be as unpretentious as a folk-painted ar- 
moire or as bold as a diamond-patterned 
floor; as luxurious as a vase of blushing 
tulips or as varied as a collection of per- 
fume bottles. But they have to come from 
the inner you. Like people, personal style 
has many forms, and it is always in the 
process of growth and change. 

Personal style stems from the time we 
spend knowing ourselves and stretching 
our horizons. It doesn’t happen overnight 
or after a shopping spree. It can’t be “put 
on” like the latest fashions, but “trying 


on” rooms is a helpful way to find vour 


_ true style. It can’t be flaunted like a status 
S symbol! because personal style isn’t bought. 
= Even though your home might have been 
< decorated by a tot lesigner, it lacks a 
= personal stamp if yo ‘t participate. 





At House Beautiful we talk about per- 
sonal style often because we believe it’s the 
essence of having a home you can truly 
love. A home that clearly expresses your 
inner self is a place where you can be most 
comfortable. Decorating your home takes 
time and original thinking, but the results 
are eminently more interesting than those 
derived from a rule book or anyone’s dic- 
tates other than your own preferences. 

A home infused with personality radi- 
ates warmth and livability. In the book 
The English Room (Harmony Books, 
1985), Anne, Countess of Rosse, describes 
exactly what I’m talking about: “What dif- 
ferentiates English rooms is that they are 
primarily rooms for living in, not only for 
looking at. They reflect immediately at all 
levels the personalities and whims of the 
people themselves in whose houses they 
are, their individual tastes and their way of 
life. The ideal English room breathes wel- 
come, ease and effortless imagination.” 

This description applies to homes in ev- 
ery country. The Paris apartment of fabric 
designer Sophie Canovas, pictured begin- 
ning on page 45, also expresses its owner’s 
distinctive style. In fact, the apricot and 
gold tones are the colors that look best on 
Ms. Canovas; they are the colors of her 
makeup. Just as makeup highlights her 
complexion, a sophisticated, welcoming 
home decorated with the images of fruits 
enhances her lifestyle. 

Unlike makeup, however, personal style 
is not something you can “‘put on.” Ms. 
Canovas instinctively knew she needed to 
surround herself with a certain softness to 
feel comfortable, but it took years of expe- 
rience to decide which colors and furnish- 
ings define that environment best. 

Nor is personal style something you in- 
herit when you receive a set of antique 
furniture. For example, when Dee Hardie 
took on her mother-in-law’s furniture, she 


worried about “inheriting the taste of oth- 
ers, not always my palate.” But by uphol- 
Sstering it in the fabric of her choice—a 


rose-patterned English chintz—‘‘the furni- 
ture,” she says, “although inherited, be- 
came mine.” 

Personal style slips up from behind you 
when you’re at an antiques market and fall 
in love with something, perhaps a china tea 
cup. At the next show you find another, 
and soon you’re on the way to a collection, 
maybe to display on your mantel as the 
English do. It’s a collection you didn’t 
launch intentionally; it simply grew out of 
your love for certain objects. The collec- 
tions shown on pages 54 to 61—from white 
teapots to marquetry boxes—are examples 
of how divergent our tastes can be. All are 
carefully edited and displayed to their best 
advantage, just as your decorating should 
be a judicious blend of furnishings, fabric 
and accessories arranged in a welcoming 
fashion. Editing and arranging are an im- 
portant part of personal style. They reflect 
a willingness to change and fine-tune your 
environment so your rooms are as spirited 
as your newest ideas, whether you over- 
haul an entire setting or make room for a 
new collection. 

For me, the objects that have the most 
style are those that last for all time, that 
improve with many years of polishing and 
touching. Even found objects or flea-mar- 
ket treasures have a special character— 
without a hefty price tag. 

Expressing your own style is certainly 
one of the most difficult challenges, but it’s 
also the most worthwhile. I hope House 
Beautiful can always be there to help you 
expand your horizons and discover your 
style. Like everything in life, it takes time, 
but the rewards are gratifying. There’s no 
greater compliment than, “‘This room 
looks like you!” #

It involves a sense of human 
identity and a striving for quality, harmo- 
ny, balance, color and design—magic and 
mystery.

vering as if a personal ‘grounding’ were 
being established between the person and 
the piece of furniture through the medium 
of the materials.’’ Mr. Pierotti believes that 
job performance can be directly attributed 
to the “friendliness” of an office’s design— 
the balance between human, tactile sur- 
faces and the coldness of essential office 
machinery. New York City interior design- 
er Alexandra Stoddard projected her un- 
derstanding of these influences when she 
used enormous, colorful, graphic quilts to 
replace large paintings on the walls of a 
bank in Texas. 

Quilt designer Erwin Rowland received 
a great deal of attention recently when 
JCPenney asked her to create a pattern for 
a quilt to be given to Prince Charles and 
Princess Diana on their November visit 
here. Mrs. Rowland’s New York City firm 
offers traditional handmade quilts through 
a mail-order catalog and to designers. Like 
her husband, David Rowland, an award- 
winning industrial designer whose chairs 
are in the permanent collection of The Mu- 
seum of Modern Art, she is constantly 
looking for the human scale of things. 

“But while David would want to pro- 
vide everyone in the world with something 
to sit on, I’m satisfied with working in one- 
to-one relationships with the farm women 


Taiwan. Many stores 
stock them, but I don’t think they have the 
‘soul’ an American quilt does. That’s not 
protectionist. That’s my artistic response, 
and I expect it’s the response of those at- 
tracted to quilts in the first place. As a 
matter of fact, I think what John Naisbitt 
meant was that the human spirit still has 
an emotional need for the balance offered 
by handmade items.” 

Weaver Dianne Roach says that a beau- 
tiful handcrafted object prompts a dialogue 
with the viewer which involves an intuitive 
language. Art has always served us in this 
capacity. Craftsmen instinctively create 
things that reflect a warmth, a friendliness, 
something to cherish, to pass on to future 
generations, to symbolize a continuity in time. 

As the Industrial Revolution set off the 
great flowering of Europe’s Arts and 
Crafts epoch, it seems that the Information 
Age has helped strengthen America’s pro- 
duction of original and highly personal 
things to live with. What’s exciting is the 
prospect of an ongoing collaboration 
among architects, designers and craftsmen 
to create surroundings in which the essen- 
tial needs and harmonies of both the High 
Tech hardware and the Soft Touch envi- 
ronment are resolved. The result will be 
that crafts are no longer relegated to the 
sidelines as “embellishments” but are seen 
to be the front-and-center necessities they 
always were. @

But when you get toa 
certain age and you’ve always wanted a 
tree house, you build one, whether you can 
climb the tree or not. I would like to add 
that I can sti// climb trees. 

Our children certainly wandered in and 
out of family trees at Thornhill, but never 
settled in any particular one.

I can stand up in it, and it is wider than 
the stretch of my arms. It seats four for 
lunch if you’re four years old or younger, 
and on a warm summer night it holds two 
adults on its trellised deck, where the 
breeze is the best and you can watch the 
sparkles of the night. Meals are delivered 
in a wicker basket that is pulled up by 
a rope. 

The house is blue, Swedish blue. And 
finding the right shade was almost the big- 
gest problem of all. First I thought I'd 
paint it beige, the same color as Thornhill. 
That was too easy. Although a dependency 
of Thornhill, my tree house needed to have 
a personality of its own. Our farmhouse is 
sturdy, and I wanted this tree house to be a 
folly, an amusement. 

But there are blues and there are blues, 
as I discovered at the hardware store. In 
desperation I finally mixed Cornflower 
with Tide Water to find the blue of Scandi- 
navia. And at Christmas there will be a 
wreath, and next summer, window boxes 
of pansies. 

So far it’s been a great success for all 
ages.

AT HOME WITH ANTIQUES 





THE DELIGHTFUL MECHANICAL TOY COLLECTION 
OF JOSHUA LOGAN, ‘‘A NON-COLLECTOR WHO COLLECTS”

n 1949 Joshua Logan sailed for 
Europe, leaving a trail of 
Broadway successes—among 
them Annie Get Your Gun, Mis- 

ter Roberts and South Pacific—in his 
wake. After the crossing he received 
two letters whose messages were dia- 
metrically opposed. ‘“‘Don’t buy any- 
thing,” his accountant wrote. “You 
only think you're rich. It’s all going 
to the government.” The second let- 
ter, from a friend, contained a clip- 
ping from Variety. “Logan Making 
$48,000 a Week,” the headline pro- 
claimed. It was this second letter 
that the renowned writer, producer 
and director for the American stage 
and screen chose to believe. 

“Until Mister Roberts,” he re- 
called recently, “I simply couldn’t 
afford to buy anything expensive.” 
Finding himself suddenly freed of 
fiscal inhibition and, coincidentally, 
ashore in a postwar Paris ripe with

tempting bargains, Mr. Logan did 
what perhaps anyone in that situation 

would do. He went on a buying spree. 
One morning he entered an antiques 
shop on Rue Jacob and watched with fasci- 
nation as the storekeeper patiently wound 
and set in motion four extracrdinary me- 
chanical figures. Among them was a lovely 
demoiselle, dressed in a gown of real bro- 
cade and lace, that was reputed to have 
belonged to Marie Antoinette. The doll sat 
at a vanity and powdered her nose, seem- 
ingly alive as she moved her arms and head 
in response to the clockwork hidden within 
he rso. A boy doll, also in period cos 
into a cup of soapy 


‘fect bubbles. 


As each mechanical figure sprang to life 
urn, Mr. Logan thought: These are the 
wonderful things I’ve ever seen 
Please don’t tell me how much they

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them.” With that grand gesture Joshua 
Logan began what is today one of the fore- 
most private collections of early-19th-cen- 
tury mechanical toys in America. 

Actually the collection, valued at about 
$60,000, might never have grown to its 
current total of 15 pieces but for the gener- 
osity of his friends in the theater. ‘I be- 
came a collector of mechanical dolls,” he 
explained, “because people kept giving 
them to me.” The list of his benefactors 
includes Mary Martin, David Merrick and 
Richard Rodgers, his collaborator with 
Oscar Hammerstein on South Pacific, for 
which the trio won a Pulitzer Prize. Mr. 
Logan first met another prominent donor 
to his collection, James Stewart, in the iate 
1920s when the two were student thespians 
at Princeton. 

One rainy afternoon, sitting in the spa- 
cious Manhattan apartment he shares with 


his wife, Nedda, Mr. Logan demon- 
strated the antics of his tiny per- 
forming figures. “Dolls as such 
don’t interest me,” he said, “‘but as a 
theater man I appreciate anything 
that’s a performance.” He took hold 
of a rag doll that he said Mr. Stew- 
art had given him. “It does somer- 
saults. I sometimes direct people to 
do the same thing,” he added, wind- 
ing the doll’s inner spring. Unlike 
his actors, however, the doll refused 
to move. “It’s over a hundred and 
fifty years old,” Mr. Logan observed 
ruefully. “Many of my pieces are 
badly in need of repair,’ which is 
the main reason he hopes the collec- 
tion will end up in a museum, where 
the necessary expertise and re- 
sources exist to restore the dolls’ ag- 
ing gears and levers. 

Joshua Logan’s living room is it- 
self a work of art—or rather, a stage 
set, perhaps the parlor of a some- 
what Bohemian gentleman, c. 1870. 
Most of the furniture comes from a 
single Paris shop, Madeleine Castaing’s, 
and dates from Napoleon III. 

Surrounded by wallpaper and carpets 
that are both florid and appropriately 
plush, the Logan collection is displayed on 
the mantel and on various tabletops. At 
rest, however, the individual pieces are not 
easily distinguished from the dozens of 
other objects competing in the space for an 
observer’s attention. “I collect everything I 
like now,”’ Mr. Logan acknowledged. 

“Everything” ranges from examples of 
shiny mercury glass to “fairings,” the 
small porcelain boxes given as prizes at 
fairs in the days before all such geegaws 
were plastic. Impressionist paintings were 
also a passion once, but Mr. Logan’s ac- 
countant—ever the voice of caution— 
urged their conversion to cash, leaving his 
walls covered with works more in the style 
of Constable and Whistler than the Degas, 


Pisarros and Signacs they have replaced. 
The overall cluttered look merely authenti- 
cates the room’s character and, of course, 
expresses the Logans’ preference for the 
overstuffed Victorian aesthetic over the 
more familiar choices of contemporary in- 
terior design. To conclude that Mr. Logan 
has spent a good part of his life re-creating 
the ambience of his favorite European an- 
tiques shops is no exaggeration. 

As the afternoon progressed, Mr. Logan 
slipped seamlessly into the role of the 
shopkeeper who first delighted his own 
eyes 37 years ago with the sheer cleverness 
of the lighthearted mechanisms of his au- 
tomaton collection. First one, then another 
of the dolls was presented. Perhaps the 
most complex piece is a device given him 
by producer David Merrick. 

A large doll dressed in the manner of a 
sultan sits cross-legged on a wooden chest. 
When the machinery is activated, the doll’s 
right hand rises, lifting the hose of a minia- 
ture hookah—which is actually lighted— 
to its lips. The other hand then raises a cup 
to the figure’s mouth for an imaginary sip 
of tea. For the finale the doll exhales a puff 
of smoke. 

A lumbering elephant the size of a shoe- 
box came from Richard Rodgers, “‘but has 
no political significance,” Mr. Logan em- 
phasized. From Mary Martin he received a 
naughty diorama. When animated, the 
scene inside the glass-fronted box is a sere- 
nade wherein a bulbous-nosed Don Gio- 
vanni plays the mandolin and smiles 
lecherously at his beloved who nods ap- 
provingly from a balcony while a matron 
strikes the suitor’s legs with a broom. Most 
of the works, including this one, contain 
barrel organs, so they are also music boxes. 

Mr. Logan stopped collecting antique 
mechanical dolls about 10 years ago, citing 
their scarcity and mounting price tags. 
However, anyone else in search of a source 
for automata—the Latinate term for self- 
acting mechanical devices—might browse 
in A La Vie Russie on New York City’s 
Fifth Avenue. Recently this shop offered 
an 1890s figure that plays a lyre. Its price 
was much higher than the $4,000 at which 
Mr. Logan assesses each of his own pieces. 

As always, his major interest remains 
the theater. His new musical, Huck and 
Jim, is slated to open in Indianapolis this 
fall. After some circuitous touring he 
hopes to bring his latest work to New York 
City’s Off-Broadway stage. These days, 
Joshua Logan tends to create more art—he 
paints and is particularly fond of making 
collages—than he collects. “Anyway,” he 
said, “I don’t want to be known as a collec- 

tor—just a non-collector who collects.”

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A TALE OF TWO SOUTH CAROLINA TOWNS—RESTORED, AFTER 
THE BEST AND WORST OF TIMES, TO A STATE OF GRACE AND BEAUTY

here are many towns in this 
country where it is possible 
to catch a glimpse of what 
life was like years ago. 

These are not the famous villages 
whose houses and public buildings 
have been restored to more or less 
the same period, but towns where 
the main streets retain traces of the 
1930s, *40s and even the 19th centu- 
ry, and the residential neighbor- 
hoods seem older. 

Two South Carolina coastal 
towns—Beaufort and Georgetown— 
fit this category. Not far from 
Charleston, both have existed in the 
shadow of that great coastal city 
whose riches—architectural and his- 
toric—have tended to eclipse the 
rest of the state. Yet for 
the visitor driving to 
Charleston from north or 
south or the tourist with 
extra time for a one- or 
two-day side trip, these 
venerable towns sparkle 
with their own indigenous 
magic and offer a harvest 
of beautiful old houses, a 
large slice of interesting 
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history and the gracious-

ness we associate with 
southern living. 

Beaufort, some 60 miles 
south of Charleston, off I- 
95, is the second-oldest set- 
tlement in the state, and in 
the years before the Civil 
War it was called the New- 
port of the South for its 
mansions facing the har- 
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bor. Today it is still the epitome of a sleepy 
antebellum town, and its plethora of Tara- 
like mansions are a joy to anyone who has 
a passion for American architecture. 
Georgetown, on Highway 17, is a once- 
prosperous town whose heyday was the

and mansions along oak- and magnolia- 
shaded streets around Winyah Bay. 

A first stop in Beaufort (pronounced 
Bew-fort) should be the Chamber of Com- 
merce on Bay St., facing the tranquil Beau- 
fort River, to pick up a map dotted with 22 
homes and two churches of historic inter- 
est. (Actually, there are many more beauti- 


ful houses, but only the most 
historically significant ones are list- 
ed.) Following the map makes for a 
delightful walk along wide streets 
beneath massive oak trees festooned 
with Spanish moss. The route loops 
up and down a compact four-by- 
five-block area that leads from Bay 
St., opposite a picture-postcard ma- 
rina, to the handsome Baptist 
Church (built in 1844 in Greek Re- 
vival style) on Charles St. 

Normally you will find two 
houses and two churches open to the 
public. But during the annual house 
tours, in the fall (usually October) 
and spring (usually April), as many 
as Six private homes are opened each 
day over a three-day period. (For 
information about future tours, 
write well in advance to 
the Greater Beaufort 
County Chamber of Com- 
merce, PO Box 910, or the 
Historic Beaufort Founda- 
tion, PO Box 11, Beaufort, 
SC 29901.) 

Beaufort’s heyday was 
between 1790 and 1860, a 
time when King Cotton 
reigned. So many local 
planters and merchants 
prospered from the Sea Is- 
land crop that Beaufort 
was called the “wealthiest, 
most aristocratic and culti- 
vated town of its size in 
America.” The Civil War 
ended that. During the 
war the Union Army occu- 
pied the town (thus spar- 
ing it the ravages of 
battle), and the planters and their families 
fled inland. Their magnificent homes were 
abandoned but spared destruction. 

As so often happens, depressed times 
tend to preserve the past in amber. The 
boll weevil destroyed the area’s cotton- 
based prosperity, and for decades Beaufort 
(Continued on page 40)

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residents were too poor to replace or re- 
build. This led to the preservation of some 
of the most beautiful houses in America. 
Now, with increasing tourism and prosper- 
ity, the town’s splendid old houses have 
been restored and refurbished, standing as 
testaments to a prosperous, elegant past. 
Dominating the corner of Bay and Scott 
streets is the John Mark Verdier house, an 
imposing white clapboard Federal-style 
structure with exterior double staircase. It 
is one of the two houses open year-round. 
In 1825 the Marquis de Lafayette ad- 
dressed Beaufort townsfolk from the steps. 
In the lovely second-floor ballroom you 


can easily imagine the gala with which 
Lafayette was entertained. I was even more 
impressed by the beautifully proportioned 
interior double staircase with a wave de- 
sign, the Palladian window at the landing 
and the finely detailed Adam-style mantels 
throug! Only two Verdier pieces re- 


table and small 


r furnish- 


ings belong to the same 1790-1825 period. 

The other house open to view, the 
George Elliott house, was built around 
1840 in a mix of Greek Revival and Beau- 
fort styles. Beaufort touches include 14-to- 
18-foot-high ceilings, ornamental paneling, 
mantels, cornices and ceiling medallions— 
which all contribute to a feeling of ele- 
gance, spaciousness, coolness and light. 
Notice especially the four massive columns 
and delicate fanlight doorway of the entry 
and, inside, the marble mantels, ornate 
gilded cornices and moldings and leaded- 
glass fanlights. 

The exteriors of many of the private 
houses are a delight. Look for the fine 
double veranda of the Reverend Thomas 
Ledbetter house, and the suspended stair- 
case, pierced brick fence and formal gar- 
dens at the 1853 Edward Means house. 
And be on the watch for Beaufort’s oldest 
buildings: the Thomas Hepworth house 
(1717) with musket slits in the back wall of 
the foundation, and the Elizabeth Hext 
house (1720) on a tabby foundation with 
heart-of-pine beams. Tabby (oyster shells, 
lime, sand and salt water) is a common 
building material in the low country. 

A second area of a dozen or so even 
more palatial residences is around the 


point of the Beaufort River a few blocks 
east of Carteret St., the town’s main thor- 
oughfare. This is where you’ll find Marsh- 
lands, an 1814 Federal plantation house, 
and The Castle, a monumental Italian Re- 
naissance mansion built in 1850. One of 
the loveliest houses on the point is Tidal- 
holm, the James Fripp house, at the end of 
Laurens St., overlooking and almost encir- 
cled by the river. The large, white Italian- 
ate-style house (built around 1856) with 
graceful columns, porches and a huge 
lawn, is encompassed by a black wrought- 
iron fence. It’s like everyone’s fantasy of a 
gracious southern mansion—no wonder 
filmmakers gravitated to it as the setting 
for The Great Santini and The Big Chill. 
The newer parts of Beaufort are also 
charming, with pleasant places to dine and 
a number of terrific shops. There is Chitty 
& Kennedy, an antiques shop on Port Re- 
public St., and for a précis of the local 
handcrafts scene, stop by the Craftseller at 
210 Scott St., around the corner from the 
Verdier house. Making adroit use of limit- 
ed space, 94 craftsmen from the Carolinas 
and Tennessee display their pottery, bas- 
ketry, weaving, jewelry, glass and other 
crafts. Other shops worth a browse are 
Gallery One, 201 Carteret St., for fine 
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please try Carlton. 








hand-thrown stoneware, and Boombears, 
501 Carteret St., for an astonishing selec- 
tion of bears, dolls, stuffed animals and 
intriguing handcrafted toys. 

For lunch try Anchorage House, a pre- 
Revolutionary mansion (built by an early 
naturalist and author, William Elliott) on 
Bay St. High ceilings and old oak wood- 
work are reminders of eras past, though 
the coquilles St.-Jacques and herbed omelet 
were right on the mark for today. The 
more informal Steamers, just across Lady’s 
Island Bridge, is famous locally for its low- 
country dishes—especially Frogmore stew, 
a succulent marriage of kielbasa sausage, 
river shrimp, new potatoes and _ spices. 
Dinner can be distinctly romantic at Wil- 
kops White Hall Inn, also across the 
bridge, in a wooded setting with a river 
view of near-perfect sunsets. 

There are several motels in town, but 
you may find more of the old Beaufort 
spirit at the Bay Street Inn, 601 Bay St., 
and at the Old Point Inn, 212 New St. 


GRACIOUS GEORGETOWN 
Georgetown, South Carolina’s third old- 
est city, is another coastal beauty. Its roots 
go back to 1526 when a group of Spaniards 
settled on the shores of Winyah Bay 


(where Georgetown is now located), mak- 
ing this the first European settlement on 
the North American mainland outside of 
Mexico. Disease and Indian attacks drove 
the Spaniards away, but by 1700 the En- 
glish were building rice and indigo planta- 
tions along the water. Later Georgetown 
(named to honor England’s George III) 
became a bustling shipping center. 

After a long post-Civil War decline, the 
town has revived as a port and paper-mill 
center. The old section, with its stately 
homes of the 19th-century boom period, 
remains intact, however, making it easy for 
visitors to walk or drive through the streets 
to view fascinating vintage houses. 

For an overview of Georgetown’s histor- 
ic area, I opted for a 55-minute Historic 
Train Tour, which departs from the Cham- 
ber of Commerce on Front St. each week- 
day at 10 and 11 A.M., 1, 2 and 3 P.M., and 
costs $3. The small “train’”’ makes a half- 
dozen stops, and a chatty guide relates 
anecdotes about many of the historic mon- 
uments. There is, for instance, the old 
(1772) Hebrew Cemetery, with some 
graves predating the Revolution, and the 
Rainey-Camlin house (1760), once the 
home of Joseph H. Rainey, the first black 
U.S. congressman (elected in 1870). I

stopped also at Winyah Indigo Society 
Hall, a two-story, red-brick structure with 
stately Corinthian columns. In this clubby 
setting planters received the town charter 
from George III in 1758. Another stop is 
Prince George Episcopal Church, dating 
from 1751, which is noteworthy for its 
colonial interior with beautifully paneled 
box pews. 

Later, on my own, I wandered into the 
Rice Museum, whose 1842 Greek Revival 
exterior—with a splendid old clock tow- 
er—is more impressive than the minuscule 
rice culture collection inside. At the muse- 
um I picked up “A Guide to the City of 
Georgetown Historic District,’ which 
proved a helpful companion as I strolled in 
the old district identifying houses. 

A major stop was the Harold Kaminski 
house, a bamboo-shrouded beauty on the 
Sampit River. The 1760 elongated two- 
story white frame house was built by plan- 
tation owners as a hotel or way station for 
visitors. The house is a must-see for the 
many superb 18th-century American and 
English furnishings that grace its hand- 
some rooms. The dining room is a special 
jewel, with its English dog-footed table 
that seats 24, a gleaming American Empire

delight. A few miles south of Georgetown 
is Hopsewee, once a rice and indigo planta- 
tion, with spectacular views of the North 
Santee River. This impeccably preserved 
colonnaded 1740 house was the birthplace 
of Thomas Lynch, Jr., a signer of the Dec- 
laration of Independence. 

A good overnight choice in this area is 
the newly refurbished 1790 House, a 
Georgetown house with mansard roof, 
now an attractive B&B on Highmarket St. 
Proprietors Gay and Jack Forstbauer have 
named each of the large rooms after the 


furnishings. In the Rice Planter’s Room 


the four-poster bed is carved with rice 
grains; in the Indigo Room the color is 
indigo blue. 

For further information about George- 
town and the spring plantation tour (on 
April 3 and 4, 1987), for which about 20 
plantation houses not generally open to the 
public will be on view, write to the George- 
town Chamber of Commerce, PO Box 
1776, Georgetown, SC 29442. 


PAWLEYS ISLAND 
Set aside time for a drive through Paw- 
leys Island, one of the oldest summer re- 





rts in America. Islanders proudly 


describe Pawleys as “arrogantly shabby,” 
and the many big old, weathered wood 
houses seem just that, at least from the 
outside. “Inside, they are lovely,” Lee 
Brockington told me. Miss Brockington, 
who works at Hobcaw Barony, a magnifi- 
cent nature preserve south of Pawleys, is 
one of 120 year-round residents. She point- 
ed out Tamarisk (‘“That’s where ham- 


mock-making began in the 1930s’’), one of 


the oldest houses, and the Prevost house, a 
gray frame dwelling once the summer 
academy for rice planters’ children. 


If you linger on the island for the cra 
bing, beachcombing, swimming and bird- 
watching, you begin to understand why 
very little property ever changes hands. 
For dinner, I can enthusiastically recom- 
mend Pawleys [sland Inn, an authentic old 
house with brick walls and floors and ex- 
posed wood beam ceilings. You’ll dine by 
candlelight on such local specialties as the 
crab soup, braised grouper with wild 
mushrooms or quail in port wine sauce. 

In the same Hammock Shops complex 
as the restaurant are several wonderful 


stores, where you'll find stoneware and un- 


usual porcelain jewelry by Genevieve, 
sweet-grass baskets and the famous sturdy 
Pawleys Island rope hammocks. These is- 
land originals evoke lazy summer days un- 
der an oak tree, watching the indigenous 
brown pelicans and the rest of the world 
speed past.

t is a trait we recognize so 

pointedly (and often jeal- 

ously) in Frenchwomen: 

an uncanny ability to rec- 
ognize their own style and car- 
ry it off with true aplomb. And 
so it is with Sophie Canovas, a 
Parisian by birth and world 
traveler by choice. A woman 
with fair coloring and soignée 
good looks, she has an affinity 
for delicate, uplifting color and 
minimalist line. 

In decorating her apartment 
overlooking Paris’s L’Eglise St. 
Clothilde—a sprawling series of 
rooms framed by narrow ter- 
races with flowering plants and 
views of Sacré Coeur—Ms. 
Canovas knew instinctively just 
what was needed: warm, glow- 
ing color to lift the spirit; furni- 
ture and accessories that are 
inviting but not intimidating; 
an infusion of her favorite be- 
longings to make the rooms in- 





Sophie Canovyas says her favorite color is 
apricot because “‘it’s like having a sunny day every day. 
It’s good for elevating the mood.” 


Colors in the living room 
(opposite) have the luscious ap- 
peal of ripe fruits and flowers in 
full bloom, all contributing to 
the irrepressible allure of a gar- 
den—with not a floral print in 
sight. Fabrics used for the up- 
holstery and curtains, all from 
her former husband’s firm, Ma- 
nuel Canovas, Inc., are light- 
hearted strokes of luxury. 
Striped silk, resembling the 
multicolored French candy ber- 
lingot frames the windows and 
sets off a duo of watercolors, 
tributes to fruit, hung above the 
sofa. (Note how the curtains 
are pulled back just a bit, al- 
most as if someone were about 
to peek around them—a gentle 
touch that’s enormously effec- 
tive.) The upholstery fabrics—a 
blush of palest peach and deli- 
cate coconut—cover deep, wel- 
coming chairs and sofa, made 
all the more inviting by the ad- 





dividual and personal. In short, 
an environment that is stylish 
yet undemanding—yust the kind of place for an on-the-go woman 
and her three teenage children to regroup at the end of a busy day. 

What better place to start than her collection of fruit paintings 
and objets? Some precious and costly, others whimsical and solely 
decorative, her paintings, porcelain, pottery and such all peacefully 
coexist because of their common theme. “I buy them absolutely 
every place I can find them, and I like everything,” says Ms. 
Canovas, whose living room mantel still life (previous page) bears

It is this attention to detail, to providing touches that tease and 
excite all the senses, that makes Ms. Canovas’s rooms such a draw 
for friends and family. The books found here—stacked on and 
under a glass coffee table with curved base—are the ones she 
enjoys and peruses again and again: volumes on gardens and 
flowers, design, art, style of all sorts. Displayed so prominently, 
they add warmth while giving clues to their owner’s interests. And 
the flowers she buys in large quantities are placed with apparent 
insouciance (but, in fact, with great care) in large glass vases. Two 
lamps that have been owned by Ms. Canovas for about 10 years— 
one blue, the other green—now stand at opposite ends of a sofa. 
“When I love something,’ Ms. Canovas says of the lamps, “I buy 
it in every color when I can afford to.’ Therefore she also owns 
two more of the same lamps, one in red, the other brown— 
currently ensconsed in her country house.

|here is no question how Sophie 
Canovas feels about the place she 
calls her own: “The bedroom has 
been my favorite room in every 
apartment I’ve ever lived in.” More than 
Just a space in which to sleep, the room 
shown here is her private retreat, the place 
to which she’s drawn when home alone or 
seeking quiet in a house full of children 
and their friends. 
The room’s serenity is established, first 
and foremost, by the unity of tone in the

shades of makeup most flattering to her. 
With them she uses touches of white linen 
with lace, and strong, contrasting garnets 
and maroons in 19th-century paisley 
shawls from India.

Other favorite accessories have found 
their way into the decoration of a room 
whose marble mantel is usually embel- 
lished with flowers.

The pleasure of collecting is heightened 
when possessions infuse rooms with personality 


any collectors keep an eye 
on market values, know 
“in” and “out” and 

want everything they buy to 
appreciate. But for others, those with a 
keen eye for form and color—monetary 


what’s 


worth is of little importance compared 
to visual appeal and decorative value. 
These are the collectors who fall in love 
with the color, the shape or the materi- 
al of an object no matter what its price. 
Although some of these collectors do 
have things of value, the emphasis is 
always on the visual. In fact, Lisa Tay- 
lor (see page 61) makes a point of com- 
bining objects of all kinds: “I always 
mix the valuable and the ordinary, the 
old and the new so that the focus is the 
object, not its age or worth. I prefer to 
group things by family—such as ivory 
and tortoiseshell, games and fountain 
pens.” Duane Hampton feels the same 
way about her ruby glass: ‘‘There may 
even be some Depression glass mixed 
in, because the collection is based not 
on age but on what appeals to me.” 
Like the other collectors whose trea- 
sures are shown on these pages, Mrs. 
Taylor, director of the Cooper-Hewitt 
Museum in New York City, and Mrs. 
Hampton, co-owner of M. H. Stock- 
room, a shop specializing in English 


bibelots, use their visual expertise daily. 


For them, the rearranging, editing and 
grouping of their collections is as much 
a pleasure as the collecting. The owner

change the whole grouping.”” For Rob- 
ert K. Lewis, who is enamored of archi- 
tectural elements in various states of 
decay (see page 56), the process of ar- 
ranging is as important as the result. “If 
you keep something in one place all the 
time you don’t see it anymore,” says 
Mr. Lewis, who likes to put things 
away from time to time simply for the 
pleasure of seeing them anew when he 
takes them out again. 

The owners of these decorative col- 
lections may put objects away, as Mr. 
Lewis does, but for the most part prefer 
to display them. “They are intended to 
be enjoyed and played with,” says Lisa 
Taylor about her collections, which 
number over 30 different categories. 
And Patricia Foley, author of Having 
Tea (to be published by Clarkson N. 
Potter at Christmastime), whose collec- 
tion of teapots (left) began with the 
search for the perfect classic white ex- 
ample, uses hers all the time: “I enjoy 
the small pots when I’m having tea 
alone, the larger ones for company. 
Some seem nicer in summer, others in 
winter.”” Ms. Foley is not the only col- 
lector who began with a useful purpose 
in mind. “I started collecting candle- 
sticks because I wanted to use candles 
instead of electric lights for parties,” 
says Marston Luce, owner of a Wash- 
ington, D. C., gallery of the same name. 
“T wanted to go beyond the usual pair 
on the dining table and light up the 
whole house. For that you need a lot of 
candlesticks!” Mr. Luce’s collection 
(see page 56) includes silver, brass, crys- 
tal, pressed glass, ivory, horn and bog 
oak from Ireland. &

True to the storybook image, 
this new version ts of timber and stucco with 
pitched roof and rambling gardens 


or many people the words “‘dream 

house” conjure up expensive furni- 

ture, luxurious fabrics, state-of- 

the-art electronics and a stylish 
space to put them in. But Roger Hoffman 
and Scoit Warren’s dream house is of an- 
other world altogether. 

Hidden in the woods of upstate New 
York that give it its name, the Forest 
House exudes a fairy-tale aura reminiscent 
of the gingerbread house in Hansel and 


Gretel. The combination of timber, stucco, 
steeply pitched roofs and leaded-glass win- 
dows creates the charm of a crazy quilt. 
Except for the potted geraniums, the gar- 
den defies its bounds, as if returning to the 
wilds. You might think the cottage has 
always been here, a relic of older days 
brought back to life by its current owners. 
In truth, it was built between 1980 and 
1983 by the owners’ own hands and in- 
spired imaginations. > 
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Tudor styling give the cottage antique 
s as if it’s been here for years. 
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kiotous perennials refuse to be contained by a picket fence 


n her book English Cottages and 

Farmhouses (Thames and Hudson, 

1982), Olive Cook writes, ‘“‘All the 

delight, all the significance of these 
little houses lies in their diversity, in the 
informality of their haphazard composi- 
tions .. . above all in the way they are ab- 
sorbed into the landscape... To talk of 
anything like a deliberate plan seems ab- 
surdly out of place.”” By coincidence, Ms. 
Cook’s observation of late-17th-century 
English cottages applies to the Forest 
House, whose style appears borrowed but 
is actually the brainchild of Roger Hoff- 
man, a former mathematician. 

“When I started building houses,”’ says 
the self-taught architect, “I made them up 
based on childhood fantasies.’ The garden 
is reminiscent of an English cottage gar- 
den, described in Visions of Paradise (Stew- 
art, Tabori & Chang, 1985) as “a place 
where flowers of assorted sizes, shapes and 
colors spill over walls and paths... plant- 
ing is haphazard, cultivation is mini- 
mal...and the only set feature is a path 
that leads from the gate to the front door.” 

The Hoffman and Warren garden looks 
as if it’s been growing here for centuries. 
Vines and creepers climb the outside wall, 
softening its stucco-and-timber construc- 
tion. Perennials such as day lilies, fox- 
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gloves, tulips and a myriad of roses grow 
so profusely they can barely contain them- 
selves within the confines of the picket 
fence. Lilacs and columbine bloom late 
into the season. Beyond this unpretentious 
plot are the 30 acres of apple orchards, 
vineyards and forests that surround the 
cottage in a cloak of green and provided 
natural materials from which to construct 
the house. 

Leading directly into the living room 
(see floor plans, below) is a cobblestone 
walkway lined with fragrant flowers. Al- 
though you’d expect a house like this to 
have small, dark rooms, the interior is 
open, spacious and cozy. Just as the garden 
defies organization, the interior of the For- 
est House is not strictly divided into many 
rooms. (In fact, Mr. Hoffman and Mr. 
Warren avoid pinning names to any of the 
spaces.) Twenty-four-inch-thick walls and 
a seven-foot six-inch ceiling create a sense 
of intimacy, and proportions are pleasing 
to the eye. Despite their simplicity, the 
sleeping areas have all the modern ameni- 
ties. The second-floor bedroom is equipped 
with the latest electronic equipment and 
joins a sunny office/den. The third-story 
bedroom has a hidden balcony “where you 
can check the weather and see if you want 
to go back to bed or not.’ & 


Opposite: Mr. Hoffman believes 
that “efficiency and calculated 
imperfection make a beautiful 
form.” In this case, sound 
construction, the use of native 
materials and the irregular way 
in which they are applied all 
contribute to the cottage’s 
charm. Even the garden 
captures a romantic style, with 
its carefree planting of 
perennials.

f you stumbled on the For- 
est House, you might think 
you’d entered a movie set. 
However the house is more 
than just a Hollywood facade— 
it’s a magical experience: Noth- 
ing artificial or technological 
here, no trappings to remind 
you of modern life. It has a 
rustic simplicity that’s both 
soothing and stimulating. In- 
deed, it’s a place where tensions 
dissolve and creativity blooms. 

Overcome by an energy lik- 
ened to being in love, guests 
from the city find themselves 
weeding the garden for fun—or 
therapy. Others feel transported 
to a mythical place where there 
are no proprieties. 

The Forest House also pro- 
motes artistic growth and ex- 
perimentation. Not only did the 
owners develop many unique 
construction methods while 
building the Forest House, they 
explored new ways of decorat- 
ing that would not really be 
considered conventional. For 
example, Mr. Hoffman and Mr. 
Warren discovered the color for 
the exterior in the refrigera- 
tor—a piece of Jarlsberg cheese, 
which they matched at the 
paint store. As for the interior, 
they found the color of a paper 
bag to be their choice for the 
oak-plank floors. To achieve 
weathered-looking woodwork 
they devised a stain homemade 
of tobacco juice, ammonia and 
beer. This hands-on approach 
also applies to their current 
project in Dallas. Even though 
they’ve hired specialized crafts- 
men, the owners insist on tend- 
ing to details themselves to 
ensure the quality of the design. 

Now that the Forest House is 


finished, Mr. Hoffman and Mr 
Warren are inspired to do more 
buildings. The grounds show 
other examples of their ef-

forts—a gazebo and several 
barns for their animals. The 
cottage is a “hobby house’”’ 
where the owners try on ideas, 
create new forms or change 
something they don’t like. 
“Once you build something,” 
they say, “you always know 
you can do better.”’ They even 
built some of the furniture— 
cupboards here and there, a ta- 
ble, a twig bench for the ar- 
bor—relying on the same 
natural instinct that guided the 
construction of the cottage. 

Mr. Hoffman and Mr. War- 
ren also enjoy furnishing the 
house with antiques. Discov- 
ered on “junking” trips to Eu- 
rope, many of the quirkier 
pieces inspire a curiosity that is 
almost childlike. 

Antique European hardware 
is also collected and used 
throughout the house because 
it, too, is full of fantasy. In ad- 
dition, the hardware has a pro- 
motional function. When they 
visit businessmen to propose a 
project, Mr. Hoffman and Mr. 
Warren bring a latch or other 
vintage piece as tangible evi- 
dence of their design sensibility. 

Although the Forest House 
looks like something from an- 
other age, the owners feel their 
design couldn’t be more timely. 
“More and more people are 
looking for personal houses,” 
explains Mr. Warren. “Driving 
by houses in cities like Dallas, 
where our current site is, it 


" seems people are trying to put a

hen Paula Perlini, a Cincinnati decorator, began working for designer 
Mark Hampton, she thought it would be only for a summer. The two 
clicked so well that she ended up joining Mr. Hampton’s firm. That 
was seven years ago, and since moving to New York her most 
challenging job has proved to be her own tiny, one-bedroom rental: a classic white 
box that had to be transformed on a working woman’s budget. 
“J didn’t want to put money into proper moldings or into fixing up the walls. So 
I just painted right over all the bubbles and cracks,” says the rule-breaking Ms. 
Perlini. However, the striated green (a coat of lettuce green combed over yellow 
green, then glazed) helps camouflage a host of blemishes. Since the room was far 
from grand, she mirrored the wall behind the dining table (below) to expand the 
space. And to maximize the light—without drawing attention to the lackluster 
views—she shaded the windows with reflective aluminum blinds and mirrored the 
reveals. ‘I even mirrored the area below the sill and put an uplight there to add a 
glow at night,” says Ms. Perlini. Her curtains are hung from gold-painted rods 
placed close to the ceiling “to make the windows seem bigger” and they’re cleverly 
notched to bridge an architectural jut in the walls. Edged with a three-colored silk 
trim, they’re made of a linen fabric “that it took a year and a half to decide on. I 
think it’s always so much harder to decorate for yourself,” she says.

or personal style to be truly per-

Her Haitian cotton sofa, 
which like most of her furniture came with 
her from Cincinnati, has had two slipcov- 
ers—a beige floral and the current, bright 
poppy-patterned one.

Wor the Ellsleys, time spent at home is often a 
luxury. What better way to treat themselves 
than in a solarium/exercise room (right) 
where indulgences are not only welcome but 

necessary for unwinding. The room is designed so the 
owners can work out and enjoy a light breakfast 
overlooking the garden. With the swimming pool out- 
side and the whirlpool bath inside, refreshment is 
always guaranteed. 

The solarium is also geared to entertaining. The 
Ellsleys just clear out the wicker and tuck the exercise 
equipment behind a screen. Then the room’s best 
features—a 17-foot-tall timbered ceiling, diamond- 
patterned floor and huge expanse of windows—can 
truly be appreciated. 

What about rooms of less architectural distinction? 
One approach is illustrated in the bathroom decorated 
by David Salomon at last year’s Southampton Design- 
er Show House (next page). Like the other partici- 
pants, Mr. Salomon strove to keep the Victorian spirit 
of the house. Instead of replacing the time-worn fix- 
tures, he dressed the old porcelain tub and sink in 
ruffled skirts that are shirred four times for extra 
voluptuousness and attached to the fixtures with Vel- 
cro. The same fabric—a reproduction of an early- 
19th-century chintz by Quadrille—covers the walls 
and has been purposely reproduced in the painting by 
Christian White. Antiques accumulated on the tables 
give the room an aura of age and provide diversion for 
a guest who might be seated in front of the English 
rococo mirror. “This is much more than a bathroom,” 
explains Mr. Salomon. “It is a room to live in.”

athrooms are usually decorated to complement the 
adjoining rooms, as in this design by Ann Holden 
and Ann Dupuy (below). The charcoal gray Amer- 
ican Olean tile is highly appealing on its own, but 
because the adjacent bedroom (see HB, October ’85) is all 
white, the color has even more impact. Contrasting white 
tiles in a diagonal grid pattern serve to expand and drama- 
tize the space, including the often-overlooked shower stall. 

The floor pattern shown on the opposite page is just as 
graphic. Recreated in the bathroom of Howard Kaplan’s 
country house in Connecticut, this tile treatment was pop- 
ular in French bistros around 1910. Because Mr. Kaplan 
loves to eat, relax and entertain from the tub or whirlpool 
(not shown), “cramming these facilities into a smaller 
room would have eliminated the pleasure of this indul- 
gence,” explains Mr. Kaplan’s associate, David Kyner. For 
privacy, the toilet is hidden in its own room. 

French antique fixtures also capture romance. Dramati- 
cally framed by an arch, the 1820 copper tub is so deep the 
water comes above the shoulders. (It was even more of a 
luxury in the 1800s because it had to be filled by hand.) 
The Parisian brass faucets and shower ring came almost 
100 years later with the invention of modern plumbing.

summer-camp memories, the 
owners looked forward to sharing the ar- 
ea’s peace and beauty with family and 
friends. When they bought the land they 
felt that the site should be a strong influ- 
ence on the design of the house. “But it 
was so wooded,” the wife explains, “that 
we didn’t know exactly what the views 
would be.” 

Discouraged by several architects who 
refused to travel so far to see the site, they 
were delighted when Jane Siris and Peter 
Coombs insisted on visiting the land before 
taking on the design. Consequently the ar- 
chitectural partners spent a weekend care- 
fully checking the light and views at all 
times of day. 

Once acquainted with the site, the archi- 
tects organized the main rooms along the 
crest of the hill, orienting them to the view 
of the lake. “‘We deliberately kept the mass 
of the house low,” Jane Siris says, “‘because 


we didn’t want to overwhelm the small 
houses that dot the landscape.” The nave- 
shaped two-story living room is open to 
the kitchen and the dining area; a family 
room is set above a Staircase. This wide- 
open area serves the family’s informal va- 
cation life—time they set apart to be 
together with weekend guests. 

Each of the three bedrooms has its own 
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bath, so within the 2,500 square feet of 
living space there’s ample room for family 
and guests. “We believe that by working 
with Siris/Coombs we will save money in 
the long run,” the owner says, ‘“because we 
got exactly the house we wanted and there- 
fore won’t have the expense of changing it 
later on.” & — SUSAN ZEVON

SUMMER LIGHT 


For easy summer edting 
try seafood salads, 
grilled vegetables and 
an eggplant terrine 


n summer, perhaps more than any 

other time of year, we hunger for 

foods that are light and easy to digest 

yet bursting with seasonal flavors. As 
is nature’s way, this craving coincides with 
a time when the selection of peak-of-per- 
fection vegetables and seafood is profuse. 
Here, two noted New York chefs utilize 
the season’s offerings in creations that ex- 
emplify the best in warm-weather eating 
for occasions that call for something be- 
yond barbecued shish kebabs. 

Many of the dishes, like the roasted veg- 
etables (bottom left), are quite carefree: 
Wrap fresh herbs, sweet butter and just- 
picked produce in foil and roast in the 
oven or bury in hot coals. Some dishes may 
be served at any temperature—a plus for 
party giving—and all may be prepared at 
least partially in advance. 

Although David Bouley, chef and owner 
of Bouley’s, serves his lobster salad (previ- 
ous page) nearly year-round, he finds it 
particularly well-suited to summer when 
lobsters are at their finest—and less pricey. 
Tossed with tiny rounds of avocado, toma- 
to, tart apple and a luminous creme 
fraiche-based sauce, this makes an elegant 
first or main course. For the ultimate tuna 
salad (above left), Mr. Bouley abandons 
any notion of pickle relish or diced celery. 
Instead, a tangy pan sauce of lime juice, 
soy sauce and shallots is the perfect foil for 
the fresh rich fish, guaranteed to arouse 
even the miost jaded summer palates. 

The zucchini-wrapped shrimp (opposite, 
above) cooks in minutes. Mr. Bouley serves

it with an ethereal thyme sauce, a scatter- 
ing of salmon roe and a mélange of season- 
al vegetables. 

This chefs eggplant terrine (below right) 
—perfect for picnics or a_ poolside 
lunch—captures the robust flavors of Pro- 
vence with such ingredients as eggplant, 
red peppers, garlic and herbs. 

Like David Bouley, Anne Rosenzweig, 
chef at New York’s Arcadia, creates sum- 
mer dishes (following pages) that pique the 
senses. Her beet and cucumber soup, for 
example—a variation on borscht—is en- 
hanced by including buttermilk, which 
adds a refreshing yogurtlike tang. Ms. Ro- 
senzweig serves this soup cold with warm 
mushroom-radish turnovers for an alerting 
contrast in temperature and texture. 

This chef's pesto—a tangy, fire-engine- 
red mixture of roasted red peppers, toma- 
toes, garlic, almonds, herbs and spices—is 
served instead of a sauce as a topping for 
red snapper. (It’s also sublime as a dip for 
cold shellfish.) Serve the snapper with 
grilled summer vegetables for a light yet 
full-flavored meal. 

And what to do with that infinite supply 
of end-of-summer zucchini? Use paper- 
thin strips to line ramekins, then fill with a 
silken mixture of puréed sea scallops, 
cream and eggs. Serve warm topped with 
red pepper marmalade as a first course for 
a truly special party. 

In her fresh corn cakes with caviar, Ms. 
Rosenzweig combines the ordinary with 
the extraordinary for one of the most ad- 
dictive dishes ever. You can serve it as a 
first course or as an hors d’oeuvre accom- 
panied by chilled brut Champagne or spar- 
kling wine.@ —SARAH BELK

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any wine estates in France and 
Italy, including some very fa- 
mous ones, produce a small 
amount of a basic red and white 
wine as their everyday “house wines.” Tra- 
ditionally these are just for the estate own- 
ers, but for several years now Bruno Prats 
of Chateau Cos d’Estournel in Bordeaux 
has offered his pleasant house wines to the 
public. The current white, labeled Maitre 
d’Estournel Bordeaux Blanc, is not only 
delicious, it’s also a great summer value at 
only $5. The wine is a blend of Sauvignon 
Blanc and Semillon. It has a lovely, fruity 
aroma, a vibrant freshness and a crisp dry- 
ness that make it excellent served with cold 
pasta and vegetable salads or grilled fish. 








WHITE BURGUNDY: MACON TO MONTRACHET 


very field has its classic, the stan- 

dard by which everything else is 

measured. In dry white wines, it’s 

white Burgundy, which is made 
from the Chardonnay grape grown in 
France’s famed Burgundy region. Don’t let 
the sometimes confusing Burgundian la- 
bels keep you from sampling some of the 
marvelous bottlings available. Most white 
Burgundies belong to three main groups, 
each with a characteristic style. 

@ Macon: This large area produces pale- 
straw, fruity, crisp, straightforward whites 
that are meant to be consumed young and 
which complement a wide variety of foods. 
Pouilly-Fuissé is the best known (about $15), 
but St.-Veéran is a better value, as is Macon 
labeled with a village name, such as 
Macon-Lugny and Macon-Viré (about $6). 

$ Chablis: This northernmost Burgundi- 

listrict is famous for its bone-dry, crisp-

and grand cru Chablis from certain vine- 
yards are the best bottlings, and have an 
extra dimension of nutty flavor. They can 
age for several years ($10 to $16). 

@Cote de Beaune: The southern part of 
Burgundy’s Cote d’Or produces the most- 
prized white Burgundies ($15 and up). The 
characteristic Chardonnay richness is en- 
hanced by aging in oak barrels for an even 
deeper, more flavorful wine of texture and 
substance. Most wines come from the vil- 
lages of Meursault, Puligny-Montrachet 
and Chassagne-Montrachet; some are la- 
beled with the specific vineyard. Bottlings 
from tiny Le Montrachet are rarities ($75 
plus), but others, such as Meursault Les 
Perrieres, offer rich white Burgundy at 
about $25. All can age several years and 
are superb with fish such as sole or lobster. 
Joseph Drouhin, Louis Jadot and Louis 
Latour are reliable shippers. With the ex- 
ception of the lighter 1984, vintages from 
1981 on have been excellent. 








WINE CALORIES 


iet-conscious wine lovers often 

ask us which type of wines are 

lowest in calories. The truth is, 

surprisingly, that most wines, red 
and white, have about the same caloric 
content: 105 to 110 calories per five-ounce 
serving—about the same number as two 
slices of enriched white bread. This means 
that Champagne, fine red Bordeaux, Beau- 
jolais, California jug white or fruity Chenin 
Blane are equally low in calories. Why? 
Because it is the alcohol in wine that con- 
tributes the majority of the calories, and 
most dry wines have about the same 
amount—11 to 14 percent. What’s more, 
the low alcohol (9 to 11 percent) in 
slightly sweet whites, such as German 
Rieslings, compensates for the fractional 
amount of sugar. However, a rich dessert 
wine, such as Sauternes, is about 160 cal- 
ories per five-ounce glass. That makes a 
glass of dry wine a permissible and welcome 
addition to all but the most spartan diets.

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Decide now where 
to plant shrubs that 
will improve your 


home landscaping this fall 


By KEN DRUSE 

In a small area of Count Giuseppi Sigurta’s 
Italian estate stands a collection of dwarf 
Japanese maples. No two are alike. There’s 
a lime-green one that intertwines with a 
bronze-colored neighbor. Another, in turn, 
flows through its nearby scarlet kin. This 
billowing, three-dimensional tapestry re- 
minds me that shrub plantings can be just 
as painterly as the artistic perennial plant- 
ings that are in vogue now. And much 
more permanent. 

In American landscapes shrubs usually 
stay firmly rooted in the foundation-plant- 
ing tradition. They are pruned into the 
tortuous shapes of ice-cream cones, bowl- 
ing balls and slablike tombstones. In some 
gardens, however, there are different shrub 
plantings: shrub “borders” and “islands.” 
In these arrangements, bushy plants are 
encouraged to cascade, mound or shoot 
straight to the sky as nature will have it— 
in the unpruned state. Picture a selection 
of low and medium-height shrubs chosen 
for foliage color and texture along with 
flowers or berries. Tiny-leaved, silver-col- 
ored Russian olive contrasts with purple 
smoke bush’s button-shaped leaves. Varie- 
gated dogwood creates dappled shade in 
full sun. Below them a procumbent juniper 
spills beyond the edge of the planting; 
above, juniper “Skyrocket” grows sky- 
ward, completing a planting that forms a 
perfect transition from earth to sky. 

Fali is the ideal time to plant shrubs, so 
August is the month to plan a shrub plant- 
ing. An often-heard lament is that there is 
little to carry the color from the high- 
summer perennials to the fall chrysanthe- 
mums and turning autumn leaves. Besides 
providing foliage color, many shrubs

bloom in late summer: buddleias (butterfly 
bush), hardy hibiscus (rose of Sharon), hy- 
pericums, potentillas, oleander in the 
South and Far West and the queen of the 
shrubs, hydrangeas. 

Later there is more color from berries: 
Mahonia has bluish-black ones; pyracan- 
tha, orange, and several shrubs, such as the 
viburnums, have red fruits. These plants 
also attract feathered visitors to the late- 
summer garden. 

A host of shrubs produce wonderful fall 
foliage. The sumacs present a veritable 
conflagration of fiery color. Later their 
staghorn silhouettes—along with others 
such as the corkscrew corylus and the 
dwarf evergreens in shades of silver, char- 
treuse, burgundy and gold—complete the 
four-season picture in winter. 

Since these plantings are nearly perma- 
nent additions to the landscape, use them 
architecturally. A shrub border can hide 
the utility area or screen a neighbor’s pool. 
It can also help absorb sound when placed 
between street traffic and the house, and 
reduce wind near the sunny patio. 

Plan on paper for your selected location. 
A border should be about five feet deep 
and as long as you like. An island planting 
can be any size or shape. As a general 
guide, use plants that, at maturity, will be 
approximately half as high as the bed is 
wide. Research mature sizes of plants and 
growth rates and space accordingly. You 
don’t want to have to remove plants later 
or be forced to prune often. 

Shrubs should require little maintenance 
and only occasional thinning. I help thin 
my plants in early spring when I cut black 
pussy willow, tree peony or lilacs for the 
house. @

The design of your sideboard suggests that it is American. The 
tapered legs without a spade foot, the inlaid design and the propor- 
tions are those favored by Massachusetts cabinetmakers. Your 
sideboard is in the Federal style that was popular from 1790 to 
1800. The small drawers held silver. The side cupboards were used 
to store wine or other equipment needed to wash dishes. A period 
sideboard as attractive and well-proportioned as yours should sell 
for over $8,000. 





|_| How should I get this strange fishbowl appraised? I want to 
insure it. —D. G., Boston, Mass. 


Antiques should be appraised by an appraiser who is listed in the 
Yellow Pages of the telephone book. You may be able to get a free 
appraisal. Some auction houses will offer a free appraisal if you 
bring the item to them. Museums 
are not permitted to give a value 
but will usually tell you the age 
and maker of your item. Many 
museums have identification 
days once a month. 

Your fishbowl was probably 
manufactured by the Sandwich 
Glass Company of Sandwich, 
Mass., between 1870 and 1890. 
The base had many uses. The fish 
bowl screwed into a metal fitting 
on the collar above the tail. A 
candle socket could be used in- 
stead of the bowl. Your bowl is 
almost identical to one that sold

Your figurine was made by 
a well-known artist who 
worked in Paris and Ber- 
lin. His figures were made 
using chryselephantine 
bronze and decorated with 
gold and ivory. Some fig- 
ures were also cold-painted 
for added color. Preiss, the 
artist, lived from 1883 to 
1943, and he made most of 
his figures in the Art Deco 
style that was popular in 
the 1920s. During this pe- 
riod a surplus of ivory 
from the Belgian Congo 
made ivory very inexpen- 
sive and therefore a popular material with artists of the time. 

Your figurine, known as “The Archer,” was pictured in a 1936 
English catalog. It was made in two sizes and could be altered for 
special orders. Make sure your figurine is not missing the sword at 
her belt. Never use an abrasive product to clean it. The patina is 
important. Today your piece is worth about $3,500. 





LJ My very large silver castor set opens and closes. Six glass 


bottles inside hold oil, vinegar, mustard and other condiments. The 
seal on the bottom has a patent date of December 1857. Is the 
piece valuable? —S.S., New York, N.Y. 





You own a “Magic Castor” that was 
patented by Edward Gleason of Glea- 
son & Sons, Dorchester, Mass. The 
castor became stylish during the ear- 
ly-18th century, and by the 1850s 
elaborate silver-plated pieces were 
made. They were out of style by 1890. 
The cathedral-shaped castor was kept 
in the center of the table or on the 
sideboard. Your castor may be the 
most impressive made by an Ameri- 
can manufacturer. If the silver plate is 
in good condition and all bottles are 
original, it is worth about $750; if it 
needs to be replated, about $550.

tanley Tigerman is 
known for both his 
unusual ideas and 
his irreverent ap- 
proach to building. In 
the architectural estab- 
lishment of his native 
Chicago, he is an eclectic in a city domi- 
nated by the work of Mies van der Rohe. 
Although Mr. Tigerman is looked on as 
something of a maverick, his work has 
earned him many awards and honors. 
BLDD: You have been called “the sea- 
soned guerrilla leader” and the “enfant ter- 
rible” of Midwestern architecture. What 
has prompted the use of such labels? 
ST: I’m just a very quiet person, a short, 
fat Jewish architect practicing in Chicago. 
BLDD: What continues to make Chicago 
compelling for you? 
ST: Being an architect in Chicago is like 
being born wealthy. Chicago is architec- 
ture’s mecca. Chicago is a builder’s town 
.... Some years ago, I saw a poster at 
LaGuardia Airport that had a frontal pho- 
tograph of the Seagram Building. The only 
type on it was: “This is the only building in 
New York City by Mies van der Rohe. 
Isn’t it a shame?” In Chicago there are 
forty-five buildings by him completed 
while he was alive. There are over fifty by 
Frank Lloyd Wright. There are over seven- 
ty-five by the first Chicago School—John 
Wellborn Root, Louis Sullivan. And then 
there are buildings by the descendants. 
One is confronted by this enormous tradi- 
tion everywhere in Chicago. 
BLDD: Where is the center of architectur- 
al thought these days, and where is the 
center of architectural practice? 
ST: New York architects think that the 
center of architectural thought is in New 
York and that the center of architectural 
production is in Chicago—that it’s the 
East Coast versus Middle America. This is 
simply not true. Bob Venturi’s office [in 
Philadelphia], for example, produces ex- 
traordinary working drawings, and Bob 
Stern’s buildings are very beautifully made,

belying the idea that New Yorkers cannot 
build well. And in Chicago there are peo- 
ple like Tom Beeby, who is utterly brilliant 
at an intellectual, conceptual level, writes 
wonderfully, draws romantically and evoc- 
atively. I think the distinction made be- 
tween the East Coast and the Midwest was 
a simplistic way of putting people in boxes. 
Notice that we entirely avoid mentioning 
the West Coast, which is like another 
country. ... They’re very funny people out 
there. They make me look like Grandma 
Moses. 

BLDD: How important a role does your 
religion play in your work? 

ST: In terms of the scholastic side of my 
work, it plays a large role. I think the 


' Jewish tradition teaches you the ability to 


come to terms with disparate conditions 
without letting one side overwhelm the 
other. Also very much a part of the Jewish 
religion is studying things without an end 
point in mind. 

BLDD: You've said that concern for the 
client is an aspect of architectural morality 
that is seldom considered. Is that some- 
thing that interests you a great deal? 

ST: Yes. The philosophy that included ser- 
vice as a part of architecture was thrown 
away at the end of the sixties. But even 
Bob Venturi has often said that in many 
ways he considers himself a hired gun. 
BLDD: What spaces have you designed for 
yourself? Do they represent the central 
ideas of your work? 

ST: The only thing I’ve ever really de- 
signed for myself I’m now in the process of 
doing, with my wife, Margaret McCurry, 
who is also an architect and my partner. 
We're building a weekend house in Michi- 
gan on the lake. She’s an Episcopalian 
from Lake Forest and graduated from Vas-

sar, SO we’re an Odd jux- 
taposition in architectur- 
al terms. The house is a 
bit more hers than mine. 
She has great taste—with 
one incredible exception, 
me—so the house is very 
beautifully detailed and 
proportioned. 
BLDD: In what direction 
architecture going 
now? 
ST: What’s beginning to take place is a 
struggle to present the many contradictory 
conditions today—America versus Europe, 
syntax versus semantic symbolism, any 
number of dualistic oppositions. Bob Stern 
works in his way, Graves works in his. 
Little will change them, I would hypothe- 
size, and almost nothing will change Rich- 
ard Meier. Because these very forceful and 
important people represent differing atti- 
tudes, and because none of them represents 
the single right way to do things, one be- 
gins to reflect on the condition of the dia- 
lectic, the dialogue, the interaction not just 
between those people but within the work 
itself. The struggle is between the process 
and the product. Before the late sixties, 
American architecture was very sure of 
itself. Mies and Le Corbusier had won, and 
their descendants were everywhere. But at 
the end of the sixties, the cultural revolu- 
tion, inner-city problems, black revolution- 
aries, advocacy planning and numerous 
social concerns caused a rejection of prior 
products. It was at that time that the Viet- 
nam War was taking place and that Ventu- 
ri’s book—Complexity and Contradiction 
in Architecture—came out. We tend to for- 
get about all that struggle, but I would 
contend that the situation today is a prod- 
uct of the struggle among all of those 
trends. It is as yet unresolved, which is the 
part that interests me. 
BLDD: Are these the best years of your 
life? 
ST: They’re the best in the sense that there 
is a genuine exchange between architects 
that I find rewarding. Architects are will- 
ing to give and take criticism, and I like 
that very much. I also think that for the 
first time an authentic American architec- 
ture is developing. M

he was a delight! I met Mrs. Delany 
three years ago on a plane from 
London to New York. Her world 
was full of interesting, significant 
people. She had a quick wit, an inquisitive 
mind, was a perceptive critic and offered 
good advice born of a solid view of the 
world and bred of cémmon sense. No mat- 
ter that Mary Delany lived in the 18th 
century! She was the most entertaining 
traveling companion I’d ever encountered. 
She became my friend through the pages of 
a book written by one of her descendants. 
It was Mrs. Delany’s constant activity 
that impressed me most. She practiced the 
ladylike arts of her day with a vengeance. 


AND OUR SURROUNDINGS’ 


Her needlework was exquisite—she em- 
broidered her own court dress with hun- 
dreds of beautifully executed flowers. She 
cut paper silhouettes of friends and tried 
her hand at “coquillage’—collecting thou- 
sands of seashells which she glued in frieze- 
like garlands that, when painted, resem- 
bled carved wood or plaster. She gardened, 
played a harpsichord, entertained freely, 
delved into botany and horticulture, paint- 
ed and sketched. And then, when she was 
73, she took up an entirely new art. 

Using her botanical expertise and her 
talent with scissors, she made paper cut- 
outs of flowers which were correct to the 
last petal and stamen. It was a feat dexter- 
ous as well as aesthetic. What a pleasure to 
introduce Mrs. Delany to you on pages 60 
to 63, which I trust will entice some of you 
to visit the very first exhibition of her cut- 
outs at the Pierpont Morgan Library. 

Mrs. Delany’s life demonstrates that do- 
ing something you enjoy can bring fulfill- 
ment. She didn’t consider her “paper 
mosaicks”’ worthy of being called art; she 
did them because she loved to and because 
of her need to be busy. 

Having been brought up in a family that 
equated busy with happy, I entirely under- 
stand Mrs. Delany’s compulsion. In his 
retirement my father took up baking 
breads and pies and concocting hearty 
soups. After years of knitting, sewing and 
crocheting, my mother is working in wa- 
tercolors, pastels and oil. And I have 
sponge-painted endless flea-market finds, 
combed and wood-grained boxes (Luis 
Molina showed me how), marbleized 
frames and sewn up slipcovers. My son, 
Gene, is now 10. His summer project was 
to make a bird house, which we designed 
together. So the family tradition continues. 

Ken Druse, our gardening editor, whose 
temporary apartment appears on pages 64 
to 69, finds the same kind of pleasure in his 
creative crafts. His ground rules: The deco- 
rating shouldn’t cost much; his projects 


should be able to move with him; they 
needn’t be serious. 

Lots of people I know get great satisfac- 
tion from their creative pastimes. Robert 
Jackson, for instance, professionally paints 
murals and floors for top designers such as 
Mario Buatta and Georgina Fairholme; on 
weekends he enjoys gardening, capturing 
his own foxgloves and roses in watercolors, 
and transforming, via his trompe l'oeil art- 
istry, a wood fireplace mantel into stone. 
Mark Hampton, whose decorating prowess 
is illustrated on pages 52 to 59, paints 
charming watercolors of interiors for plea- 
sure. Bunny Williams of Parish-Hadley 
fills her free time découpaging lamps, 
marbleizing floors, glazing walls, making a 
garden and inventing delights such as an 
enchanting child’s playhouse made from a 
canvas-enclosed card table painted with 
hollyhocks and little windows. 

How wonderful when what we do for a 
living is so enjoyable that we happily do it 
in our free time. Tricia Guild, whose fabric 
designs have often been nature-inspired, 
has always had a deft way with flora. Her 
glorious combinations of vines, leaves, ber- 
ries and flowers have been her private 
amusement. She’s just completed a book of 
these flower arrangements, which she 
shares with us on pages 70 to 75. Chef 
Roger Vergé, whose delectable dishes are 
on pages 91 to 95, cooks for his own family 
every day. It is his joy. 

What we garner from pastimes can en- 
rich our lives and our surroundings. Be it 
baking bread, transplanting peonies or 
marbleizing a dado, the pure fun of it is the 
reward. Each of us can derive an emotional 
lift from our own creative efforts, whatever

ON DECORATING & DESIGN 








A QUICK-CHANGE ARTIST, THE SIDEBOARD 
ADAPTS WITH EACH SHIFT IN DESIGN AND DOMESTIC TASTE 


n setting your sideboard, 
you must study neatness, 
convenience, and taste; as 
you must think that la- 
dies and gentlemen that have 
splendid and costly articles, 
wish to have them seen and set 
out to best advantage. 
—Robert Roberts, The House 
Servant’s Directory, 1827 

When Robert Roberts, but- 
ler to the governor of Massa- 
chusetts, wrote his house- 
keeping manual, the side- 
board was a dining room’s 
showpiece, glittering with the 
finest silver and crystal a fam- 
ily owned. And for Mr. Rob- 
erts and other butlers of the 
19th century, setting the sideboard was 
done by the book. They observed strict 
rules for the selection and arrangement of 
items. Glassware, for instance, had to be 
placed in crescent-shaped rows, with glass- 
es used early in the meal in the front rows. 

Today, the sideboard is no longer the 
showy symbol of wealth and status it was a 
century ago—and every rule about its use 
has been broken. In fact, the sideboard is 
not found: only in the dining room. It’s 
been recycled as a bathroom sink cabinet, 
bedroom bureau, even a changing table for 
the nursery. It’s been painted, faux-fin- 
ished and hammered into new forms. Yet 
in reshaping the sideboard, we have redis- 
covered its original uses. 

“Side boards,” planks set on trestles, 
first appeared in the Middle Ages. Used as 
serving tables, they were taken down after 
meals because the room used for dining 
had other duties. Eventually the planks 
and base were joined, and by 1740 tops of 
marble and stone were popular. During the 
last quarter of the 18th century a special 
room for dining evolved. 

Around that time English designer Rob- 
ert Adam devised an oblong table flanked 
by two pedestal cupboards, each support- 
ing an urn. One cupboard was for wine 
bottles and ice; the other, heated with an

iron, kept plates and food warm. (The 
warming cupboard was needed because the 
kitchen was a distance from the dining 
room, sometimes in a separate building.) 
The urns held hot water for rinsing silver 
and iced water for drinking. Adam’s en- 
semble was a butler’s domain. Here he 
carved, served, and after a meal, washed 
glass and silver, locked up the wines and 
laid out choice household possessions. 

In 1788 another English designer, 
Thomas Shearer, combined Adam’s three 
pieces into one. This design was brought to 
America. In a country that had little use 
for mansions and butlers, the design was 
scaled down and modified. 

“The functions of the sideboard were 
storage, serving and display,” explains 
Jean Burks, curator of a current exhibit at 
the Philadelphia Museum of Art. “Differ- 
ent functions were emphasized in different 
periods.”” Using butlers’ diaries and old 
photographs, Ms. Burks outfitted four 
spectacular American sideboards—dating 
from 1800 (Federal), 1820 (Empire), 1876 
(Victorian) and 1930 (Art Deco)—with pe- 
riod accoutrements. 

The Empire sideboard, for instance, an 
heroic structure of veneered mahogany 
with brass lion’s-head pulls, is decked out 
with a silver coffee service and astral lamps 


with 100 crystals. Its donor, 
Charles F. Mebus of Camp 
Hill, Pa., inherited the piece, 
which had been made for his 
great, great, great grandpar- 
ents and handed down. ‘““My 
mother kept a pair of candela- 
bra and antique French china 
on it,” Mr. Mebus recalls. 

Victorian sideboards were 
no less flamboyant; the differ- 
ence was that the sideboards 
themselves were as ornate and 
decorative as the items dis- 
played. Elaborately carved— 
with fanciful cresting, claw 
feet and bracket shelves—and 
often topped by a beveled mir- 
ror, the sideboard was the 
most expensive item in a Victorian dining 
room, perhaps the entire house. Typically 
it was heaped with cut glass, porcelain, 
perhaps a brass samovar and decorative 
pottery such as Delft and majolica. 

All these trappings were swept away by 
the 1930s, and the sideboard itself was 
simplified in keeping with new domestic 
tastes. “The dining room is essentially a 
place in which to eat and should not be a 
museum for china and glass,’ wrote de- 
signer Eugene Schoen, whose Art Deco 
sideboard is in the Philadelphia Museum 
exhibit. Its function: storage, not display. 

What about the sideboard’s function in 
this non-conventional era? “If you have a 
formal dining room, you need a side- 
board,” says New York interior designer 
Pauline Boardman. But many people don’t 
have—or need—a place for formal dining. 
Rooms are smaller and sometimes double 
as living room, library or office. In addi- 
tion, with kitchens nearby and outfitted 
with built-in cabinets for just about every- 
thing, dining room storage is not as impor- 
tant as it once was. And many people don’t 
go in for domestic formality these days. 
“People don’t have 18 sets of silver and a 
dozen sets of china. We have one special 
set to show off to friends and one for every

Sometimes I wonder if I put too much 
emphasis on the “place,” on Thornhill. 
What’s really important is that you’re to- 
gether, no matter where. But having a 
place makes it easier. 

Jan, a young mother and reader from 
Sacramento, California, recently wrote and 
started me thinking. She asked, ‘“‘Do your 
children share your passion for tradition?” 

I hope so, I wrote back. Christmas cer- 
tainly, I told myself. You can’t grow up 
with three Christmas trees every holiday 
and not feel the joy and excitement. But 
what about the other times? Maybe it was 
Just too soon to tell. 
> Suddenly I knew when I received the 
<news. Our daughter, Beth, and daughter- 
in-law, Diana, chose Thornhill as the place

By JIM POWELL 
inda Sale, a California 
sporting print enthusi- 
ast, smiles as she recalls 
her most memorable 
collecting experience. “A friend 
told me about Joe and Hattie 
Hertzler, whose house in San 
Francisco was filled with horse- 
related material. When I called 
on the Hertzlers I was stunned. 
They had saddles, medals, pho- 
tographs, statues, a couple hun- 
dred riding crops and polo 
mallets plus thousands of post- 
cards depicting horses. Amidst 
all this were some rare prints, 
British as well as American.” 
The prints were what Ms. Sale was partic- 
ularly interested in buying, of course. 

“The dickering took many days,” she 
says. “Hattie and Joe agonized over every 
item, because of its sentimental value. I 
didn’t come away with many bargains, yet 
there were some terrific finds. I should add 
that the memories of such adventures and 
the friends you make tend to be as wonder- 
ful as the material you discover.” 

Today more and more collectors have 
begun to share Linda Sale’s passion for 
sporting prints—for the colorful, informal 
views they provide of sporting events of the 
past. Richard McCooey, a Washington, 
DC, collector, owns over 100 of them cov- 
ering virtually the whole range of sporting 
subjects: tennis, swimming, golf, baseball, 
polo, sailing, football, steeplechase, row- 
ing, auto racing and skiing scenes. “They 
evoke the fun, camaraderie and nostalgia 
of competitive challenge,” he says. 

Collectors cherish prints done from the 
18th century to the early 1900s: men in 
striped bathing suits, women in bloomers, 
jockeys in their bright silks, fox hunters in 
red coats and black top hats. Perhaps the 
most popular prints involve horses. This is 
such a rich field, in fact, that collectors 
tend to pursue specialized interests: eques- 
trian women riding sidesaddle, Arabian 
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Pre-1850 British aquatints: “Lord William” 
(top) by J.R. Mackrell after W.H. Shayer; 
“Morland’s Woodman’”’ (above) by Thomas 
Williamson after a George Morland painting. 





horses, polo, horse racing, hunting and 
jumping, coaches and carriages. 

Far and away the most famous name 
here is George Stubbs (1724-1806), who 
raised the portraiture of horses to a fine 
art. ‘He was a great artist who happened 
to be interested in sporting subjects,” says 
Patrick J. Noon, curator of prints and 
drawings at the Yale Center for British 


Art. “His images are convinc- 
ing anatomically and have an 
animation that makes them ex- 
citing to look at.”” Stubbs was 
rare among artists in that he 
created nearly all his own en- 
gravings. They sell for $4,000 
to $6,000 when they come on 
the market. 

Among the other early 
equestrian artists were John N. 
Sartorius, Jr., noted for hunting 
and racing scenes with skinny 
horses; Henry Alken, whose 
stylized images verge on carica- 
ture; and James Pollard, who 
specialized in coaching and 
hunting scenes. Their prints are 
available for about $800. 

Perhaps the greatest equestrian artist of 
the mid 19th century was John Frederick 
Herring (1795-1865). “His paintings and 
prints realized a vision of equestrian beau- 
ty that’s shared by horse lovers today,” 
says Mary Lou Walbergh, a collector and 
dealer in antique horse prints in Malibu, 
Calif. ““Herring’s most famous subject was 
Imaum, a gift from the Turkish sultan to 
Queen Victoria. Herring painted Imaum 
lovingly over and over, and many images 
were offered as prints, but you can pick 
Imaum out by his expressive eyes.” 

Sir Alfred Munnings (1878-1959) dis- 
played an exceptional command of color 
and a facility for rendering light and shade. 
After 1920, when he got his first equestrian 
commissions, he became the premier 20th- 
century British equestrian artist. His work 
includes hunting groups, racing scenes and 
portraits of famous racehorses. He favored 
grand vistas with dramatic skies, scudding 
clouds and elegant horses. Most of his 
plates were destroyed during World War II, 
so his prints fetch $2,000 to $3,000 now. 

As the 19th-century Industrial Revolu- 
tion created both the technology to pro- 
duce prints and the middle class with the 
leisure to play games, interest in sporting

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prints boomed. All manner of contests 
were celebrated with a fine print—from an 
afternoon tennis match to the 1890 Prince- 
ton-Yale football game. 

Up through the 1880s many sporting 
prints were published by American maga- 
zines. To illustrate late-breaking news, in- 
novative publishers adapted the wood 
block printing process. But instead of hay- 
ing a single craftsman create an image 
from one block—which was the practice 
for centuries—these publishers introduced 
mass production. Small blocks of tropical 
hardwood were assembled to achieve the 
desired picture size, then wrapped with a 
cable and cinched together. 

After an artist drew a picture on the 
surface, the cable was removed and blocks 
were distributed among several craftsmen. 
They cut away everything but the artist’s 
lines, forming a relief stamp. The blocks 
were reassembled and cinched again; the 
raised lines were inked, then pressed onto 
paper. The era of wood block printmaking 
disappeared when photographic printing 
took over in the 1890s. 

In the late-19th and early-20th centuries 
the most prolific source of excellent wood 
block prints in America was Harper’s 
Weekly. Other sources included Frank 
Leslie’s Weekly, Gleason’s Pictorial, Field 
& Stream, Ballou’s, Century and Collier’s. 
All commissioned the finest artists of the 
day. Half-page sporting prints from these 
magazines are available for about $25 or 
less. A full-page image is $20 to $200 de- 
pending on image appeal, artist and condi- 
tion; two-pages would be double that. 

Then there’s the work of commercial 
print publishers. The most famous, of 
course, were Nathaniel Currier and James 
Ives, whose phenomenal output exceeded 
7,000 images. They retained top artists like 
Arthur Fitzwilliam Tait, Louis Maurer, 
Fanny Palmer, George Henry Durrie, 
Thomas Worth and Charles Parsons. 
These artists illustrated American life in 
the 1800s, when the most popular subject 
was sports. Equestrian subjects account for 
some 1,500 Currier & Ives prints. 

Currier & Ives prints range in size from 
about 15 by 24 inches to 20 by 32 inches. 
They tend to be pricey, many commanding 
$4,000 or $5,000, so beware of “bargain” 
mechanical reproductions. There were 
hundreds of American 19th-century com- 
mercial print publishers besides Currier & 
Ives who did sporting subjects: Jarvis, 
Daniel, Edmund and Elijah Kellogg of 
Hartford, Conn., for instance. Examples of 


their output, perhaps 700 images, range in 
price from $50 to $2,000. 

Whatever your interest, avoid prints 
with distracting condition problems. First 
of all, they indicate plate wear. The more 
prints that were produced, the more detail 
was lost all across an image, and the less 
defined it appears. Late prints from a worn 
plate are worth a fraction of the value of 
crisp early images. Don’t settle for prints 
with serious tears, folds or stains, either. 
And be wary of restrikes—relatively recent 
prints from old plates. If it’s a fine old 
print you want, insist that the seller issue a 
written guarantee on the invoice—your 
money back if the item turns out to be 
other than as described. 

Most important: Educate your eye to 
recognize the difference between an origi- 
nal sporting print and a mechanical repro- 
duction. This is your best way of 
identifying authentic old prints, since with 
few exceptions, they don’t come in num- 
bered editions, and they aren’t signed. 

Visit historical societies, libraries, natu- 
ral history museums and art museums 
across the United States that have fine 
sporting prints. You'll find major collec- 
tions at the Library of Congress, the New- 
York Historical Society, the New York 
Public Library, Chicago Historical Society, 
Amon Carter Museum of Western Art (Ft. 
Worth), the Huntington Library Art Gal- 
leries Botanical Gardens (San Marino, 
Calif.), New Orleans Museum of Art and 
Pennsylvania Academy of the Fine Arts 
(Philadelphia), among others. 

Recently, the Yale Center for British 
Art received the superb Paul Mellon col- 
lection of sporting prints, some 1,200 im- 
ages that range from fishing and running 
to horse racing. Most were done before 
1850. Although only a few images are like- 
ly to be on display, you can see them by 
making an appointment with the depart- 
ment of prints and drawings. 

If you ever get a chance to visit Virgin- 
ia’s horse country, by all means stop at the 
National Sporting Library in Middleburg. 
It has some 10,000 sporting books and 
prints. Located in a handsome Federal 
brick house built in 1806, this is probably 
the biggest collection of American sporting 
books and art that emphasizes turf and 
field subjects: horses, horse racing, fox 
hunting, fishing and falconry. 

Take care of your sporting prints as you 
would any other fine prints. “They should 
be mounted on acid-free board to avoid 
brown stains,’’ advises Mary Bartow, a 
print specialist at Sotheby’s. “Print sur- 
faces should never be in contact with the 
glass or displayed in direct light.” @

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CALIFORNIA’S WINE COUNTRY CAN LEAD 


TO SLEEPY TOWNS AND CHARMING INNS 


By DAVID GARFINKEL———— 
he sun-swept vineyards 
and country lanes of 
California’s wine coun- 
try may make you won- 

der if you are really only an 
hour away from San Francisco. 
The invigorating tempo of the 
city yields to the gentler 
rhythms of the Napa Valley 
and the almost sleepy pulse of 
Sonoma County, and the pre- 
vailing attitude in both regions 
seems to be, Why rush? After 
all, the winegrowers can do lit- 
tle but wait for the grapes to 
ripen so the “crush” can begin in 
late summer or early fall. 

The Napa Valley, which has the 
greatest concentration of vineyards 
in the country, boasts most of the 
large-scale attractions; Sonoma is 
the home of smaller, more personal 
places. Things move at a genial pace 
even in the biggest establishments, 
however, so the difference between 
Napa and Sonoma is not so great. 
You will need at least one day in 
each region, and I think it’s best to 
start exploring in Napa, where 
things are easier to find. Its ‘‘Main 
Street” is Highway 29 from the 
town of Napa north to Calistoga. 
Many of the wineries you’ll want to 
visit are close to this road. 

In Oakville, 12 miles north of Napa, is 
the Robert Mondavi Winery, with its dis- 
tinctive Spanish-style architecture. Mon- 
davi produces some of the best wines in 
Napa, but another reason to visit the win- 
ery early in your journey is its tour—rated 
among the best anywhere. 

Just down the road from the Mondavi 
Winery you'll find Domaine Chandon, 
which is owned by the French Champagne 
makers Moet-Hennessy. Take the Yount- 
ville-Veterans Home exit, and follow direc- 
tions on California Drive towards the 
Veterans Home. After crossing the rail- 


road tracks, turn right and you'll be at the 


“ winery, whose main building has arched

roofs and doorways reminiscent of the 
caves of the French Champagne region. 
The winery follows an international accord 
that prohibits calling any wine “Cham- 
pagne”’ if it is not from the French region. 
Regardless of the name, the sparkling 
wines here have a very good reputation. 
The tour is thorough and includes an ex- 
planation of the méthode champenoise, the 
traditional French way of fermenting wine 
in the bottle. 

At the Domaine Chandon Restaurant, 
the chef produces meals “‘lighter and less 
rich than traditional haute cuisine” to 
complement the Napa Valley Brut and 
Blanc de Noirs sparkling wines. Tours be- 
gin at 11:00 A.M., and the restaurant opens 


at 11:30 A.M. for lunch and 6:00 
P.M. for dinner; everything is 
closed Monday and Tuesday 
from November through April. 
Reservations are strongly ad- 
vised at the restaurant. Phone: 
(707) 944-2892. 

Since the vineyards don’t 
teach you about wine tasting, I 
got some tips from Kevin Bar- 
nett, wine consultant to Faz 
restaurant in San Francisco and 
to The Santa Fe Bar and Grill 
in Berkeley. ‘““When you taste a 
wine, the wine should be in 
your mouth anywhere from five 
to eight seconds,” he says. “And 
that should be after a minute of get- 
ting the ‘nose’ of the wine—getting a 
noseful of it by inhaling from the 
glass and allowing the message to go 
to the brain. What you can taste is 
very limited compared to what you 
can appreciate by unhurried smell- 
ing,’ he explains. “While tasting, 
gently draw some air through the 
wine in your mouth,” advises Bar- 
nett. “Some people are reminded of 
using mouthwash because of a slight 
gargling sound.” 

Barnett stiffened when asked to 
recommend wineries with the “best” 
wines. ““You have to take into ac- 
count how subjective this is,” he 
protested. ‘““That’s one of the reasons I 
have 120 wines on the list.’”’ He did, how- 
ever, consent to recommend wineries noted 
for excellent vintages. 

In Rutherford {about 10 miles north of 
Domaine Chandon on Highway 29), 
Grgich Hills Cellar produces, Barnett says, 
“possibly one of the best zinfandels in 
California.” It’s open for tasting 9:30 A.M. 
to 4:30 P.M. every day, but tours are by 
appointment only; (707) 963-2784. 

In the town of Healdsburg, in the Alex- 
ander Valley north of Sonoma, is Jordan 
Vineyard & Winery which, Barnett notes, 
“has award-winning cabernets and quite 
nice estate chardonnays.”’ Call ahead:

(707) 433-6955. And in Calistoga, at the 
north end of Napa Valley just off Highway 
29 on Dunaweal Lane, Sterling Vineyards 
is noted for its merlots. Barnett adds, “If 
you can, get them to open their 1977 and 
1978 reserve cabernets—very nice.” Ster- 
ling Vineyards, open from 10:30 A.M. to 
4:30 P.M. all summer but closed Monday 
and Tuesday from January through 
March, has a unique attraction: To get to 
the tasting room, you take a tramway car 
that holds four adults. For a brief moment 
you can see the most splendid countryside 
hemmed in by small mountain ranges, with 
tidy rows of grapevines looking as tiny as 
lichens below you. The tramway delivers 
you to the winery, where there is a delight- 
ful (though not too informative) self-guid- 
ed tour in addition to the tasting room. 

Bed and breakfasts make your time in 
the country all the more memorable. Not 
far from Sterling is a beautifully restored 
Victorian house with its own cave, the 
Glass Mountain Inn; (707) 963-5373. The 
wine cellar is fashioned from the house’s 
original pantry. Built in the late 1800s, it 
was substantially restored in 1977. Owner 
Ed Boyle has decorated the living room 
rather eclectically—a 15th-century Cam- 
bodian temple mount here, a French mir- 
ror almost 10 feet tall there. The Glass 
Mountain Inn has only three bedrooms, 
but Boyle encourages visitors to call the 
Bed and Breakfast Exchange of St. Helena, 
especially for last-minute reservations; 
(707) 963-7756. The exchange lists lodg- 
ings throughout Napa and Sonoma, as well 
as in Mendocino County. 

Sonoma interior designer Donna Lewis 
has restored an 1870 Victorian house as 
the Victorian Garden Inn, a bed and 
breakfast with four distinctly different 
rooms; (707) 996-5339. The most popular, 
she says, is the “Top of the Tower 
Room’’—an old water tower with the orig- 
inal wood planks, nicely maintained. For 
breakfast she serves fresh fruit from her 
gardens and whole-grain breads. 

For a typical high-quality, low-key Son- 
oma lunch or dinner, try the Sonoma Ho- 
tel, 110 West Spain St., near the town 
square, the plaza. The menu changes often, 
but on one visit the lunch menu included 
delicacies such as beer-steamed prawns 
with black bean dip, and asparagus frittata. 
The more conventional dishes included 
chili and turkey sandwiches.

Instead of going to a restaurant, you 
may want to buy a picnic lunch at one of 
the delicatessens on the plaza—the Son- 
oma Sausage Company, on the west side, 
has over two dozen varieties, and the Son- 
oma Cheese Factory, on the north side, has 
an ongoing demonstration of cheese-mak- 
ing and a very good selection as well. 
There’s plenty of room to picnic on the 
plaza. However, you may want to buy a 
bottle of wine and picnic at the Hacienda 
Wine Cellars, 1000 Vineyard Lane, about a 
mile and a half from the square. Call for 
directions: (707) 938-3220. 

Near Hacienda is an unusual place 
which goes out of its way on weekends to 
show off its wines with appropriate foods. 
At Haywood Winery, 18701 Gehricke Rd., 
(707) 996-4298, food and wine director 
Mary Jane Bowker has been serving chili 
with the winery’s zinfandel, chocolate truf- 
fles with cabernet, strawberries marinated 
in raspberry vinegar with riesling. 

One of the best picnics in all of Sonoma 
County comes at the end of an unusual 
tour organized by the Hope-Merrill House, 
a bed and breakfast inn in Geyserville. 
Visitors to three vineyards—Geyser Peak, 
Nervo and Trentadue—are driven by 
stagecoach around the wineries, then 
served lunch under the grape arbor at 
Trentadue. The Hope-Merrill House has 
five bedrooms. You'll find five more across 
the street in the Hope-Bosworth House. 

Most Sonoma attractions have a down- 
home flavor, but the Sonoma Mission Inn 
& Spa, just north of the plaza on Highway 
12, draws the jet-setters. A fine restaurant 
and an outstanding health spa are among 
the main attractions. Prices here are defi- 
nitely big-city, with rooms starting at $110 
a night, suites from $195 to $475. Phone: 
(707) 938-9000. 

Once you start to discover the wine 
country, you'll realize that there’s more 
than hundreds of wineries, inns and fine 
restaurants. There’s also ballooning, bicy- 
cle tours, canoeing on the Russian River, 
to name a few other activities. Don’t try to 
do it all; save some for next time. Kevin 
Barnett notes, “I’ve never known anyone 
go to more than five wineries in a day.” 
And, he adds, two isn’t too few.

A ithough the rooms throughout this home use more than

The tranquil master bedroom (right) is dominated by one pat- 
tern, a soothing blue and rose chintz, which also covers the 
trimmed headboard. The owners’ favorite books rest on the ban- 
quette, and pots from their porcelain collection house plants, 
another source of color. ““The wonderful part of collecting blue and 
white porcelain is that you’re able to mix any of it and it works,” 
explains the designer, who holds that bedrooms should always be 
filled with the things you love the most.

Clear tones reminiscent 
of Sweden fill a family home 
in Connecticut 





hen a New York City family of six opted for a 
change, they left behind a sprawling contemporary 
apartment and set their sights on the Connecticut 
countryside and a large colonial house built in the 
1930s with later additions. Boel Kolber, born and raised in 
Sweden, had several priorities for decorating her new home; 
most important was the use of color. Not just any color, but 
clear, fresh blues, pinks and ivories. These are the colors she 
loves from her native land and part of the traditions she wants 
to pass on to her children, whose heritage is reinforced by 
frequent trips to Sweden and by their surroundings here. 

“The house has a wonderful Swedish crispness about it,” says 
Mark Hampton, the designer charged with bringing the fam- 
ily’s dreams to fruition. And the energy throughout never 
slackens, largely due to the pitch of color.»

“I don’t like color fanning 
out,” Mr. Hampton says. “It has to be 
arranged progressively.” The pale apple- 
green living room (opposite and on preced- 
ing pages) and the melon-color dining 
room (above) are both glimpsed first from 
a red stair hall (not shown).

The green, a delicate foil for the cream- 
and-pink chintz, is a favorite of Mr. 
Hampton’s for rooms such as this, sur- 
rounded by greenery. ‘“The soft green takes 
you outdoors and makes the window a 
frame through which to see the lawn and 
sky.” In fact, the sky provided more color 
cues for the room, as did the flowers that 
lent their hues to pillows and trim. 

The wallpaper border, from a design by 
Swedish artist Carl Larsson, set the tone 
for the dining room. Dark carpet strewn 
with flowers anchors the chintz on chairs 
and skirts for six round tables, with which 
the owners can easily accommodate vary- 
ing numbers of guests.

A lyrical breakfast room 
_evokes images of Sweden 
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n England during the late 1700s Mary 
Granville Delany would have been 
something of a celebrity, if for no 
other reason than that she was a 
friend of the rich and famous. A 
favorite of King George III and 
Queen Charlotte, she lived her 
last years near Windsor Castle 
in a small house their Majesties 
lent her. She knew actors 
(such as David Garrick), 
painters (Sir Joshua Reynolds 
and Hogarth), botanists (Sir 
Joseph Banks and George Di- 
onysius Ehret, the great bo- 
tanical artist). She was a 
friend of Handel, a patron of 
Wesley, 
founder of the Methodist 


Pope, and John 


Church, was one of her suitors 
Yet Mrs. Delany’s reputation 
in Georgian England rested not on 
fame by association, but on what 
she called her “new way of imitating 
flowers.” Adept all her life at cutting 
out of paper precise silhouettes of people, 
birds and flowers, she had—at the remark-

has become one of its best-selling books. 
And an exhibit of 110 collages, beginning 
this month at the Pierpont Morgan Li- 
brary in New York City, should 
greatly enhance her reputation. 
This is the first exhibition devot- 
ed solely to Mrs. Delany's col- 
lages, which have been carefully 
preserved by the British Muse- 
um. It seems fitting that one of 
the people who brought the 
botanical pictures to the at- 
tention of Charles Ryskamp, 

director of the Morgan Li- 

brary, was the Irish designer 

Sybil Connolly. For it was 

while she lived in Ireland that 

Mrs. Delany developed her 
interest in gardening and 
her passion for flowers in 
all media—from painting 
to needlework. 

Born in London in 1700, Mary 
Granville showed her talent for pa- 
per cutting at about age eight and at 

the same time began learning needle- 
work. But it wasn’t until her second mar- 
riage to an Irish clergyman, Dr. Patrick 
Delany, that she became a gardener and 
collector of wild flowers. (Her Sn 
first marriage, to a man old Py EGS 
enough to be her grandfa- g 
ther, Alexander Pen- 
darves, was mercifully 
short.)

where Dr. Delany held the deanery. Dur- 
ing a long and happy marriage, Dr. Delany 
encouraged his wife in all her creative pur- 
suits, but it was their mutual pleasure in 
the gardens at Delville that paved the way 
for Mrs. Delany’s later career as a botani- 
cal artist. Her letters to her sister back in 
England are filled with descriptions of the 
flora of the countryside and of her excur- 
sions to gather herbs and wild flowers. 

In August 1763, she wrote: ‘Sally [her 
goddaughter, Sally Chapone] and I saunter 
abroad a good deal in the cool part of the 
day, bring home handfuls of wild plants 
and search for their names and virtues in 
Hill—but he is not half so intelligible as 
old Gerard.” (Hill and Gerard were au- 
thors of botany books.) 

None of this knowledge blossomed into 
Mrs. Delany’s new art until after Dr. De- 
lany died, and she returned to England to 
live half the year with her old friend, the 
Duchess of Portland, a naturalist and ama- 
teur botanist. It was the Duchess who in- 
troduced Mrs. Delany to the leading 
botanists of the day, notably Ehret, who 
drew the plants in her gardens at Bul- 
strode. In fact, it was while visiting Bul- 
strode that Mrs. Delany first created her 
botanical pictures in colored cut paper. 
Years later she recalled the day that she 
noticed how a geranium petal resembled a 
piece of red paper on her bedroom table. 
After cutting several petals out of the red 
paper, she went on to cut leaves and stalk 
as well. When the Duchess of Portland 
came into the room, she thought the paper 
petals were real ones. 

Over the next 10 years—before failing 
eyesight compelled her to stop—Mrs. De- 
lany created nearly 1,000 pictures of 
plants, some with as many as 500 tiny 
strips of paper. Always using a live plant as 


a model, she would cut minute pieces of 


paper for the petals, stamens, leaves, 
stalks—even the veins on the leaves. In a 
reversal of the silhouette portraits of the

day (black on white paper), Mrs. Delany 
built up layers on a black background. 
Sometimes she used pieces from paper she 
dyed herself; other colored papers were 
brought from China by sailors; still others 
came from wallpaper manufacturers. 

Although a prolific letter-writer, Mrs. 
Delany never described exactly what glues 
she concocted or even what instruments 
she preferred for cutting. The only clue to 
the tools she might have used comes from 
a description of a present given to her by 
Queen Charlotte, who must have been fa- 
miliar with her working habits: ‘Inside 
was a beautiful pocket-case, the outside 
satin worked with gold and ornaments 
with gold spangles, the inside lined with 
pink satin and contained a knife, sizsars, 
pencle, rule, compass, bodkin.” 


In his introduction to Ruth Hayden’s 
book, the former deputy keeper of prints 
and drawings at the British Museum, Paul 
Hulton, sums up Mrs. Delany’s career: 
“Her Flora Delanica, as she frivolously 
called her collection of ‘paper mosaicks,’ 
may have begun as she says by chance but 
the elements which came together to create 
this new work had been in evidence for a 
long time: the ability to use scissors to cut 
a line as others would draw it; and a sharp 
eye for the details and the character of a 
plant; a highly developed sense of color; 
and fingers which, as in her needlework, 
could accomplish small precise movements 
with absolute control. Add to these her 
growing understanding of the structure of 
plants...and it is surprising that she 
started her ‘mosaicks’ so late in life.”

lack of ability and 

talent may present 
limitations, but for a 
pied-a-terre like 

mine, budget can be the deter- 
mining factor. Nevertheless, 
imagination has no boundary. 
As long as the ingredients are 
selected with an eye for good 
design and a touch of humor, 
the dream of a lovely apart- 
ment on a shoestring can be 
realized. Even a $7.50 paper 
lantern is an article of quality. 
Still, some elements were 
born to disguise: Fabric 
screens introduced color and 
pattern to conceal air condi- 
tioners. My television was a 
great buy, but its awful wood 
grain had to be disguised with 
matte black spray paint. That 
modern fixture blended well 
in such an eclectic decorating 
scheme. Spray painting is easy 
enough, but sewing is not my 


forte. So when it came to cov- 
ering windows, I had to im- 
provise with 20 continuous 
yards of muslin swathed up 
and down and draped across 
the bedroom from one set of 
French doors to the other. 

The small living room bears 
homage to artists using poetic 
license.

nated to the underside of an 
inexpensive Formica tabletop. 
My chandelier pays tribute to 
porcelain heirlooms. But it’s 
“dime-store modern,” made 
of plastic flowers and fruits 
glued to a wire frame, painted 
white and illumined with 
Christmas lights. 

Because I was away for a 
month at a time, and couldn’t 
imagine life without plants, I 
made a self-sustaining terrari- 
um out of an aquarium; a cir- 
cular fluorescent tube on a 
timer hides under the verdi- 
gris-painted canopy. 

Although my stay in Wash- 
ington has ended, all my pro- 
jects will travel and be 
accommodated wherever I 
live. It just proves that, with 
imagination, you can take it

No such thing as an ordinary 
arrangement in the hands of Tricia Guild, 
whose innovative st) le can be yours 


hen arranging flowers your first concern is to cre- 

ate an eye-pleasing design. However, there is an- 

other dimension to this art, and that is the 

relationship between flowers and their surround- 
ings. In her new book, Designing With Flowers, Tricia Guild, 
head of England’s Designers Guild, uses striking arrangements 
to show how closely these elements interact. 

For example, traditional rooms call for fresh flowers that 
trail and spill in abundance as they do in a garden. This 
treatment visually loosens and invigorates each room’s decora- 
tion. On the other hand contemporary rooms need flowers that 
are graphic, such as a single bloom or a cluster of a single 
species. And because flowers are compatible with virtually all 
surroundings, their natural beauty can be used to link tradition- 
al and contemporary elements. 

Fabric and wallpaper motifs should also be taken into consid- 
eration. Single blooms or sprays get lost in rooms heavily 
patterned with florals, so use massed bunches to complement 
the profusion. To relieve the uniformity of a monochromatic 
room, choose flowers with a variety of textures and colors that 
come alive against the solid background. 

Flowers can also show off furniture in new ways or disguise it 
in a cloak of nature, such as this hydrangea-laden escritoire 
(right). When you create a flower arrangement, consider where 
it will be placed. Slightly rearranging the furniture or moving a 
decorative accessory can Open up numerous backgrounds and 
provide inspiration for your flower composition. 


An escritoire (right) is softened with a glass 
goblet of blue hydrangea heads and Stephanandra leaves while 
a porcelain bow! of blossoms echoes the arrangement.

here’s nothing more welcoming than a bouquet of flowers 
just inside your front door. Because they can be changed 
at whim, flowers bring the pleasure of the unexpected.

As Tricia Guild explains: “If you use flowers to echo, or 
deliberately contrast with, the colors, patterns or textures of your 
decorative scheme, they will give new life to your surroundings.” 
Her arrangements always involve ‘tan element of calculated 
surprise” —juxtaposing the composition’s style with a room’s de- 
cor, contrasting different flowers and using a broad range of 
materials, including fruit. Another key to the success of her ar- 
rangements is foliage: leaves, ferns and grasses whose varying 
shapes, textures and heights create contrast and dimension. All of 
these factors result in loose, romantic arrangements that flatter the 
personalities of the flowers as much as their surroundings. @

onstructed in the idiom of Gothic Revival architec- 
ture native to Lima, Ohio, this white house with its wide, welcom- 
ing porch and adjacent barn-red garage and guest quarters seems 
right at home in the community. Its boatd-and-batten structure (in 
this updated version, economically faced with plywood siding), 
multi-gabled roof with steep chimney stacks, cupola and ornamen- 
tal lightning rods all recall the region’s Carpenter Gothic farm- 
houses—so called because of their wood structures and detail 
work. What’s more, the spacious, light-filled interiors provide a 
contemporary and comfortable home for owners James and Nancy 
Kahn and their four young children. 

The house was the culmination of the Kahns’ long-term interest 
in architecture. In fact, they had 
spent some of their high school 
dates admiring the design of 
houses in their native Chicago 
suburb. However, it wasn’t until 
after they were married and had 
carefully researched 20 years of 
architecture magazines that they 
decided they wanted Hugh New- 
ell Jacobsen to design a house for 
them someday. “It was incredible 
how often his name was attached 
to the houses we admired,” says 
Dr. Kahn. They wrote him a fan 
letter expressing their long admi- 
ration for his work and their ea- 
gerness to have him design a 
house for them. To their surprise 
they received a phone call from 
him right after the letter arrived. 
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When the Kahns were ready to proceed with the house, Mr. 
Jacobsen came to Lima to meet with them and to see the site. “We 
told him we wanted a friendly home for a large family, pretty 
much leaving the style up to him,” says Mrs. Kahn. Though he 
asked to see the local architecture, his design came as a complete 
surprise to the Kahns, who had no idea where he would find his 
inspiration. 

‘We questioned every aspect of the house,” says Dr. Kahn. Mr. 
Jacobsen says he drew his inspiration from the indigenous farm- 
houses and red barns, the Lima landscape that to the architect 
seems a “hilly Holland,” and the Kahn children—“‘lots of beautiful 
children, little girls, flannel nighties bobbing good night’—who 
made him recall the gentler times 
and gracious houses of Louisa 
May Alcott’s novels. 

The interiors, on the other hand, 
typify Mr. Jacobsen’s own stylistic 
hallmark: crisp, white-walled 
spaces filled with skillfully con- 
trolled light. Floor-to-ceiling bays 
-of double-hung windows flood the 
rooms with an ever-changing 
play of daylight. For nighttime 
illumination, the lighting is set on 
dimmers for a variety of moods. 
This is the friendly house the 
Kahns asked for, and now com- 
pletely at home in it, Dr. Kahn 
says, “I can’t tell you how special 
it is to live in a work of art.”

he best thing to happen to the 

chaise longue since Madame 

Récamier reclined on hers is 

the shortening of the name. In 
recent years the troublesome second 
word (often mispronounced as 
lounge—perhaps because it seemed so 
apt) has been dropped, and a chaise 
has become as easy to talk about as it 
is to curl up on. 

The first long chairs, which ap- 
peared in France during the reign of 
Louis XIV, were merely benches with 
cushions. Daybeds, as they were also 
called, became more luxurious in the 
18th century when they were sumptu- 
ously upholstered and cushioned to 
afford the kind of comfort we asso- 
ciate with them today. During the 
Victorian period and into this centu- 
ry, chaise longues were primarily con- 
sidered boudoir pieces, but the famous 
modern designers reversed that trend 
when they created sculptural pieces 
too handsome to be hidden away. 
Now that chaises have come back to 
the living room it is unlikely they will 
ever be banished again—especially 
when the designs are as appealing as 
those shown here.

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FRENCH-STYLE FEASTS 


“TO cook well one need 
only be a gourmand, a hungry 
appreciator of flavors” 


hat does a noted French chef prepare when he 

cooks for family and friends? In his new book 

Entertaining in the French Style (Stewart, Ta- 

bori & Chang, $45), author and chef Roger 
Vergé shares some of his favorite at-home party ideas and 
recipes ranging from a basic onion soup to the more re- 
fined fricassee of lobster with tarragon cream sauce. In 
addition to overseeing food preparation and service in his 
three-star Provencal restaurant, Le Moulin de Mougins, 
this chef also insists on preparing the evening meal for his 
family—with whom he dines nightly—as well as entertain- 
ing friends as often as possible on his “nights off.” 

It is no wonder Roger Vergé has such a wealth of culi- 
nary knowledge to share. Provence produces some of the 
finest fruits, vegetables and seafood in all of France. The 
region is a sun-drenched, rather magical place where wild 
herbs perfume the air and vie for attention. This profusion 
of gifts from the earth and sea (in addition to ingredients 
and dishes “borrowed” from neighboring Italy) has result- 
ed in a local gastronomic tradition with distinct personal- 
ity. Regional dishes—never meek—are infused with garlic, 
basil, saffron, anise, anchovies, olives and olive oil. 

And although Mr. Vergeé’s restaurant specializes in vari- 
ations on local fare—as do many of the recipes in his first 
book, Cuisine of the South of France (William Morrow, 
1980)—these newly published recipes are adaptations of 
culinary memories linked to his childhood in Commentry 
in central France (many inspired by his Aunt Célestine, a 
superb cook) as well as what he terms his “apprenticeship 
in eating.” Mr. Vergé’s travels (which include sojourns in 
Casablanca, Africa and Jamaica), his adventuresome spirit 
and lust for life have influenced his own personal cooking 
style—one that might be called “refined rustic’ —which re- 
spects peasant cooking as much as that of Escoffier. >

ntertaining in the French Style is more than just a 

collection of recipes; it is a complete party guide, 

designed to help you organize the most successful 

gatherings imaginable. For each menu the author 
offers wine recommendations, and for some he suggests an 
aperitif (to precede the menu on page 000, for example, 
Mr. Vergé recommends a Cardinal: red wine flavored with 
creme de Cassis). He also includes lists of the china, silver 
and glassware needed. In addition, Mr. Vergé presents his 
own aesthetic interpretation of the style and ambience of 
each menu and goes so far as to make suggestions for the 
color and fabric of table coverings—from rustic weaves to 
the best lacy linens—flowers for the centerpiece and place 
card decorations. He rates each recipe in terms of its cost 
and difficulty and shares shopping and organizational tips 
in which he clearly notes what and how much can be done 
in advance. Most of these dishes can be prepared at least 
partially—and in many cases entirely—ahead of time, a 
plus for the busy host or hostess. 

Although Mr. Vergé groups his recipes into menus, he 
espouses improvisation and encourages each cook to modi- 
fy given menus or to choose only a single dish from them. 
On these pages, a selection of first courses, main courses 
and desserts are presented. Some may be mixed and 
matched with one another to comprise a three-course 
menu. Some dishes—such as the daurade, salmon, 
quiche and turbot—can be served as either a first or main 
course. Others may be plucked and added to your own 
repertoire of dinner party favorites. 

Chef Vergé warns that although some of his dishes are 
rich and hearty and his menus abundant, they are scaled to 
his own appetite, which, he says, “is not small.’ Moreover, 
he believes that a feast should reflect a generous spirit. 
“To serve guests is my way of sharing joy and happiness 
with those I love.” —SARAH BELK

visit to Jerez de la Frontera in Spain, the home of 
sherry, taught us that sherry is much more than a 
fine aperitif. We had dinner with friends and dis- 


covered why Spaniards dine so late: They can’t 
resist lingering over glasses of savory sherry while nibbling 
on tapas, their famous appetizers. 

We made an entire meal of preprandial delights such as 
Jamon serrano (ham), revuelto de esparragos (scrambled eggs 
and asparagus), spicy sausages and prawns. With it all we 
drank an icy fino sherry, a classic combination. 

Americans tend to think of sherry as sweet, but virtually 
all the sherry consumed in Spain is dry, either the pale- 
yellow, sharp-flavored finos or the deeper tawny olorosos 
and amontillados. These appetizing fortified wines will stand 
up to intensely flavored foods that would overpower a white 
wine. Serve them with spicy hors d’oeuvres, especially ones 
that rely for flavor on jalapenos, curry powder, soy sauce or 
olives. Our favorites: classic finos such as Tio Pepe, La Ina 
and La Riva Tres Palmes, and dry but mellow olorosos, such 
as Sandeman Character. Serve chilled ($8 to $9).

It’s hard to resist the rows and rows of 
baking and eating apples that fill produce 
shelves and farmers markets this time of 
year. From tangy, crisp Greenings to but- 
tery Golden Delicious and scarlet McIn- 
tosh, the variety seems almost endless. 

Our recipe for Apple Crisp is a good 
example of how to use your microwave 
oven in combination with your regular 
oven. Or make homemade applesauce to 
use as the basis for other desserts such as 
the Calvados-Apple Mousse and our low- 
fat, cholesterol-free Apple Cloud. 


OLD-FASHIONED APPLE CRISP 


6 large cooking apples, peeled, cored and 
thickly sliced 
2 teaspoons lemon juice 
1/2 cup all-purpose flour 
1/2 cup rolled oats 
1/2 cup granulated sugar 
1/2 cup firmly packed light brown sugar 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 
1/2 teaspoon grated nutmeg 
1/8 teaspoon ground cloves

(| Place apples in large bowl and sprinkle 
with lemon juice.

{|_| Brush rolls with glazes and bake in upper 
third of preheated 375° oven 15 to 18 minutes.

efore its transforma- 
tion this house was 
curiously closed to 
the sun and the view 
of the garden in the 
back. Moreover, its 
young family was outgrowing their small 
quarters. ‘When we bought the house we 
didn’t have any children,” the owner ex- 
plains. “By the time our son, Sammy, was 
two, we knew that he and his toys and we 
could no longer coexist peacefully in such 
close quarters. We also knew we needed an 
architect. Selecting Peter Waldman was 
the easy part. We saw his portfolio and 
were convinced he could do exactly what 
we wanted.” 

Stretching their budget to accomplish 
what they envisioned was more difficult. 
They therefore decided to proceed with the 
remodeling in two phases. 

The first phase included a new sequence 
of garden rooms that shifted the orienta- 
tion of the house, opening it to the sun. 
Only a thin glass membrane separates the 
new entertaining room from the garden; in 
the new kitchen-sun room a window seat 
was set into the double-hung windows. “‘It 
was inspired by the Gothic window seats 
the owner recalled from college days,”’ Pe- 
ter Waldman says. Its cozier size is in 
deliberate contrast to the expansive glass in 
the den. 

Extended in this way, the back of the 
house became almost transparent. ‘Tile, 
its grids similar to windows, was used to 
further break down the solidity of the back 
wall,” Mr. Waldman explains. “I see it 
more like a garden wall than the back side 
of the house.” 





A master-bedroom suite was created 
above the garden rooms during the recent- 
ly completed second phase of the remodel- 
ing. Except for a unit opposite the bed, 
custom built to accommodate the TV, 


VCR and stereo, the wall that overlooks 
the garden is almost entirely glass. As the

oO matter where we set out 
hors d’oeuvres, our guests 
migrate to the 
glass-enclosed porch.

order optional shading devices for the sky- 
light and vent the sash. One of the most 
effective sun-screening devices is a screen 
with horizontal ribbons of mesh angled to 
reflect the sun’s rays. Roughly 70 percent 
of the heat gain is said to be blocked. (For 
information, write Phifer Wire Products, 
PO Box 1700, Tuscaloosa, AL 35403- 
1700.) Some skylight makers offer an out- 
side opaque cover. It creates an effective 
heat block but darkens the room. Screen- 
ing admits a comfortable amount of light. 
Another option is a skylight with 
bronze-tinted glazing. This reduces ultra- 
violet rays by about 35 percent, daylight by 


about 45 percent. Bronze-tinting plus 
screening and venting ought to make inte- 
riors comfortable during hot weather. 

e What kind of glazing should we choose? 
Some manufacturers offer no choice. If 
you’re convinced of a particular product’s 
value, buy it and don’t worry about the 
glazing. The three materials the industry 
uses are glass, acrylic and polycarbonate. 

1. Glass is familiar. It doesn’t discolor. 
But glass—ordinary float glass—breaks 
easily. That is why skylight manufacturers 
use tempered glass. It’s stronger, and if it 
does break, the pieces resemble large 
grape-nuts and are relatively harmless. 

The strongest of all, laminated glass, is 
offered as an option by some makers (and 
by all firms for commercial skylights). This 
is the material carmakers use for wind- 
shields and carries the highest price tag. 

2. Acrylic is tougher than glass and easier 
to bend into special shapes. Most domed 
skylights are acrylic. Several years of expo- 
sure to sun tends to cloud clear acrylic. 
Producers have fought this with some suc- 
cess by introducing ultraviolet ray blockers 
in the original mix. 

3. Polycarbonate, of which the most fa- 
miliar brand is Lexan, is the strongest glaz- 
ing. But it tends to cloud more rapidly 
than acrylic. One producer skirts the prob- 
lem by selling only bronze-tinted skylights 
of polycarbonate. The clouding isn’t elimi- 
nated, but it is less visible. 

e How do I open a skylight installed 12 
feet above me in a cathedral ceiling? Use a 
pole having an attachment at one end to 
unlatch and relatch the skylight hardware. 
Or for about $120 you can connect the 
skylight to an electric opener. Andersen is 
the first company to offer a motorized sys- 
tem connected to a rain sensor, a device 
that automatically closes the sky window 
when the first drops of a rainstorm fall, 
then reopens the sash after the storm. 

¢@ How big a skylight should we buy? Your 
choice will be guided in part by how you 
imagine your house will look, inside and 
out, with a skylight. You might want to get 
15 minutes of advice from a design profes- 
sional to help you decide. 

For example, a 2-by-4-foot opening will 

light a space up to 160 square feet, roughly 
the size of an average master bedroom. A 
typical bath of 50 square feet could get by 
with a 1'-foot-square unit. The largest 
standard-size skylight is a 4-foot square 
and will light 320 square feet. 
e Friends of ours bought a sky window. Is 
that the same as a skylight? Essentially, 
yes. The sky window is designed for instal- 
lation on steeply pitched roofs—a mansard 
style, for example. > 








SUNSPACES 
@ Will we have to heat our sunspace in 
winter? Not unless you intend to use it 
often in the evening—or unless you keep 
the space richly stocked with plants you 
don’t wish to move. 
eI understand that overheating is a sum- 
mer problem for add-on sunspaces. How is 
that avoided? Use the same kind of screen- 
ing noted for skylights. This heat blocker, 
installed on tracks outside the glazing, 
adapts to manual or motorized coverage of 
the glazing when needed, and retracts 
when full sunlight is desired. To evacuate 
all the collected hot air, you might want to 
have fans installed high on the sidewalls. 
Then, too, not everyone installs a sun- 
space in direct sunlight. Many position an 
add-on greenhouse/sunspace to take ad- 
vantage of the view or simply because of 
zoning regulations or convenience. If that 
happens to be the north side of the house, 
so be it. Some people purposely place a 
glass-enclosed sunspace on the northeast 
corner of their home. They are bathed in 
morning sunlight as they sip orange juice 
in the new space. But for the rest of a 
summer day, the space stays relatively cool 
with the aid of good venting. 
@ How can we stop heat loss from our 
sunspace in winter? You can s/ow heat loss 


with movable insulation: insulated shades, 
retractable panels of foamboard insulation, 
insulating draperies. Double glazing is al- 
most standard now. Triple glazing is extra 
protection at a cost not justified unless the 
winters are constantly below freezing. 
Low-emissivity (low-E) glass blocks the 
loss of reflected heat in winter from inside 
(and in summer from outside). 

® Can we really benefit from passive solar 
gain in winter if we order an “ordinary” 
giass enclosure? Absolutely. Many owners 
of an add-on sunspace are amazed at how 
warm the space becomes in winter sun- 
light. Some even boast of being “too hot” 
in mid-February. Simply opening whatever 
doors separate the sunspace from the 
house allows that collected heat to spread 
into the house. Some saving on heating fuel 
results. Or you can use fans to circulate 
sunspace-heated air through the house. 

@ Shouldn’t we be concerned about con- 
densation if we include a hot tub in our 
sunspace? Not if (a) you cover the hot tub 
when it isn’t being used, and (b) specify a 
space with vents and fans to carry out the 
vapor. Proper vents and fans will also keep 
condensation to a minimum in a space 
packed with plants. 

® Does the federal government still offer 
tax credits to owners who add a solar 
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greenhouse? At this writing, the tax credits 
for energy conservation have been phased 
out. But Congress may vote to reinstate 
them. Check with your contractor before 
you have a sunspace installed. Many state 
tax credits are also available. However, in 
all cases, your new structure must qualify 
as a true solar collector, a definition that 
unfortunately lends itself to varying inter- 
pretations. 

e Won’t sunlight fade fabrics? Yes, but 
uniformly and to varying degrees, depend- 
ing on the glazing. Bronzed or low-E glaz- 
ing stops a good portion of the damaging 
ultraviolet rays. You’d be wise to lean to- 
ward natural materials in a sunspace— 
wicker, rattan, glass, wood, tile and fabrics 
treated for color fastness. 

e How much will a sunspace cost? Few 
owners choose a space smaller than 10 by 
12 feet. That size, completed by a contrac- 
tor, may run as much as $14,000. If you 
order a greenhouse kit and assemble the 
unit yourself, you'll pay between $7,000 
and $9,000, maybe less. Prices rise with 
size, of course; it’s not unusual for owners 
to spend upwards of $50,000 for a living- 
room-size sunspace, contractor completed. 
e Will a sunspace really improve quality of 
life? My best answer is that it certainly has 
for me. —JOHN H. INGERSOLL

GARDEN GUIDE 
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By KEN DRUSE 

It’s always exciting to find something new 
in the gardening world. But new often 
means rediscovered (for example, the new 
interest in o/d roses). I’ve noticed that two 
new groups of spring-flowering bulbs are 
becoming popular around daffodil time. 
One group includes some of the tiniest, 
simplest and oldest bulbs of all. The other 
includes the largest, oddest and also the 
most antique species. 

I’ve been receiving quite a few inquiries 
about miniature daffodils. These are not 
the narcissus with many flowers that are 
forced in pebbles, but species and hybrids 
that produce one or two flowers per stem 
in the garden. Some of these plants have 
flowers that look just like normal daffodils 
reduced to miniature. Others have flowers 
that look like petticoats, cyclamen flowers, 
dandelions or even shooting stars. 

Narcissus asturiensis is the first to 
bloom. It is a bright yellow native of Spain 
and Portugal with a delicately frilled trum- 
pet and stands only three inches tall. This 
one is best viewed up close, perhaps grow- 
ing outside by the kitchen door or in a 
window box. 

N. triandrus ‘albus’ is called Angel’s 
Tears. The flowers are pendulous, creamy 
white and cup shaped, and they have petals 
that flare backward. 

Téte a téte is a “cyclamineus”’ daffodil 
that is the easiest of the miniatures to grow 
and the best for flowerpots. My favorites 
are the petticoat miniatures. Their leaves 
look like blades of grass; the flowers resem- 
ble hoop skirts. I love these flowers in the 


_ to grow a bit long before mowing. Plant as 
“many N. bulbocodium species and hybrids 





as you can. They usually sell for 35 cents 
or less, and they multiply. 

Fritillarias are magnificent flowers. The 
Crown Imperial was introduced to Europe 
from Turkey in the 16th century but is 
only now gaining popularity in American 
gardens. Each 30-inch stem is topped by a 
crown of leaves. Beneath the crown a ring 
of bell-shaped flowers grow in red, orange 
or yellow. 

The guinea-hen flower is F. meleagris. 
This amazing species has flowers much 
like upside-down tulips on 10-inch stems. 
The pattern of purple and white is love- 
ly. The flowers, perfectly checkered with 
tiny squares, are so unusual they must be 
grown and seen to be believed. 

The last of the Fritillarias is a species 
that is almost never grown in America, yet 
it is the easiest one to grow and widely 
available. F. persica grows two to three 
feet tall. The top half of the flower spike is 
covered with small bell-shaped flowers in a 
dusty-aubergine color. This flower would 
be great amassed in a perennials border or 
planted against a light-colored wall where 
it can be shown off best. 

All the Fritillarias need exceptionally 
well-drained soil. I dig a hole six inches 
deep and.six inches wide, and mix the 
removed soil 50-50 with coarse sand. The 
bulbs are placed three to four inches below 
ground level in the new soil. I mulch the 
planting with pine branches right after 
Christmas. 

All these bulbs can be purchased and 
planted now. Try some of the more unusu- 
al ones along with your regular daffodils 
and tulips. The trend towards esoteric 
flowering bulbs can enrich your garden

day,” says Ken Karnal of Metropolis, a 
Manhattan Art Deco furniture shop. 

Other pieces have been recruited in 
place of the sideboard. A cantilevered shelf 
provides a serving and display surface 
without taking up much room. Other solu- 
tions: hutches, cupboards, Welsh dressers, 
trolleys and tea carts. Also popular are 
“slabs,” or “hunt boards,” a Southern ver- 
sion of the sideboard with long, tapered 
legs. Although its origin is disputed, one 
theory holds that the high table was de- 
signed to keep food from the dogs! In 
many Southern mansions victuals were 
laid out in the great hallways, called “dog 
trots” because doors were opened for air 
circulation and hunting dogs wandered in 
and out. 

Is the traditional sideboard, then, an 
anachronism? “‘The sideboard is usually 
the antique people inherit and don’t know 
what to do with,” Robert Denning says. 
He and other designers have solved that 
dilemma by transporting the sideboard to 
other rooms and inventing new uses for it. 
A sideboard can be adapted as a bathroom 
sink cabinet. (If worried about the effects 
of water, apply a coat of varnish.) It can be 
used in a kitchen-dining room as a sink 
cabinet and counter. ‘Make sure the nice 
side faces the dining table,” Mr. Denning 
advises. Sideboards can also work in an 
entry hall, a convenient place to park keys 
and mail; galoshes and sundry gear can be 
stashed underneath. Other uses: home bar, 
bedroom dresser, “linen closet’? or storage 
for stereo equipment, television and VCR. 

“If you use a sideboard in other rooms,” 
designer Ronald Bricke warns, “it should 
not look as if it belongs in the dining 
room.” Smaller, simpler pieces ‘‘travel” 
better. Or you can give a sideboard a new 
look with paint or a faux finish. 

Thanks to their versatility, antiques 
shops do a brisk business in sideboards. 
The smaller, narrow pieces are in demand, 
says Leigh Keno, of Christie’s in New 
York. (if you’re in the market for a bigger 
piece, you may find a bargain.) 

Whatever its shape or size, a piece is 
always needed on the sidelines. Proof lies 
not only in the sale of antiques but in 
reproductions produced year after year. 
Habersham Plantations and other manu- 
facturers make Welsh dressers, buffets and 
other cabinets and display cases.

Your vase was made by 
the Lalique glass factory. 
It is a famous firm located 
in Paris, France, and it is 
still making top-quality 
glass. Formose is the name 
of the vase. It was shown 
at a 1925 exhibition and 
was available in many col- 
ors including red, green, 
yellow, smoked or clear. 
The vase was still offered 
for sale in the catalog of 
1932. The molded mark without the word France was used before 
1926. Your vase, in the smoked-gray glass, would be priced about 
$3,000 at a fine retail store. If the vase were red or green it would 
be worth three times as much. Colored Lalique is bringing premi- 
um prices. 








|_| These large silver tureens came to me with a card saying they 
were made by Peter, Ann and William Bateman of London, 
England, in 1803. Each tureen measures over 9'/, inches in length 
including the handle. Are they sterling? How can I be sure that a 
piece was actually made in 1803? What is the value? 

—F. C., Des Moines, Ia. 





English silver has been clearly marked with hallmarks since the 
1400s. On the base and probably on the covers of your tureens 
there are some marks. They probably have the letters PB,AB,WB 
(the makers’ initials) in a rectangle; the letter G in a shield 
(signifying the year 1803); the king’s head (the king of England 
when the pieces were made); a lion (indicating sterling quality) and 
a leopard’s head (representing the city of London). Your library 
has many books that list the meaning of the marks, so it is possible 
for collectors to determine the maker and date. Your tureens were 
probably made to hold gravy. Boat-shaped tureens like yours 
became popular about 1775 and remained in style for about 35 
years. The Bateman silversmiths were considered fine craftsmen. 
Anything they made commands premium prices. Sauce tureens are 
yrm. Yours should be worth $6,000 or more.

it My walnut double chair is very old. It is 4'/, feet long. What is 


its age and value? —S. C., Wilmington, N.C. 


Seventeenth-century English furniture was often made of oak. 
Walnut was first introduced in the early 1700s. It was not as strong 
as oak, but it was softer and more graceful carvings could be made. 
This resulted in a change of style so that a tall chair back with a 
scroll top rail, curved arms and legs and carved knees were possi- 
ble. The seats were upholstered with crewelwork, needlepoint, 
damask, silk, velvet or leather. Your settee seems to be English. It 
is worth $2,500 to $3,500. 





(|_| This brass rack has a pin cushion on the top. Each of the knobs 

can be unscrewed, and it seems that spools of thread were stored 

on the rods. How old is this type of sewing aid? What is its worth? 
—C. W., Trexlertown, Pa. 


Cotton thread was manufactured com- 
mercially in the early 1800s. At first the 
thread was wound on cross-shaped 
reels or kept in barrel-shaped holders. 
Less expensive wooden spools were 
made with the help of a lathe about 
1815. This invention of a standardized 
spool for thread made it possible to 
make new types of sewing equipment, 
such as the sewing machine. You own a 
brass spool holder, probably made in 
England during the mid-nineteenth 
century. The threaded screw used to 
hold the spool was replaced by a simple 
rod by the late nineteenth century. 
Your holder, which must be about 12 
inches high, is worth from $250 to 
$300. Many collectors are searching for 
small sewing utensils like thimbles, nee- 
dle cases or spool holders.

ifteen years ago the collabo- 
ration of architects Peter Ei- 
senman and _ Jaquelin 
Robertson would have been 
highly unlikely. In the 1960s, Jaque 
Robertson, an urban designer and 
planner, was often referred to as 
Mayor Lindsay’s ‘Golden Boy,” 
while Peter Eisenman was a favorite 
of architecture’s avant-garde, one of 
their premier spokesmen and the de- 
signer—in theory—of buildings. 
Currently they are partners in De- 
sign Development Resources, work- 
ing together to create structures that are 
visually distinctive as well as responsive to 
community needs. 
BLDD: Are you an odd couple, or do you 
balance each other well? 
JR: We are an odd couple—perhaps there- 
fore a good balance! 
BLDD: What does that mean? 
JR: Peter and I do share a fundamental 
interest in institutions and in the structure 
of society, as well as certain formal atti- 
tudes about the importance of architecture 
as a vehicle for describing in physical 
terms ideas about society and about how 
men and women might live together. 
BLDD: Both of you have led complex and 
rich lives. Jaque, you spent a part of your 
childhood in China, eventually became a 
Rhodes Scholar, then lived in the Middle 
East. But you say—at least since you’ve 
been back there—that you are really a Vir- 
ginian. How has being raised there influ- 
enced your ideas? What can Jefferson’s 
work teach today’s architect? 
JR: How to concentrate on essential issues. 
What’s important in architecture is to find 
and clarify the significant relationship be- 
tween people and then to try to build it. 
The University of Virginia is the clearest 
example in the United States of ideas about 
how men and women live together trans- 
cal form. It’s an absolutely 
modern complex; it has nothing to do with

man. The nineteenth-century cities, 
like nineteenth-century man, were 
technological, standardized.

Now our cosmology of Man, 
God and Nature has fundamentally 
changed. The three are no longer in 
the same harmony. Yet there has 
been no image of the city that re- 
flects that change in cosmology. Be- 
fore we can patch up and repair we 
have to try to think through what 





PE: Jefferson’s design for the University of 
Virginia is one of the least understood 
pieces of architecture in the country. 
There’s no question it has nothing to do 
with romantic nostalgia or pastoral seren- 
ity. I was knocked out by it when I went 
there.... People look at it too quickly 
and say, “Oh, that’s...” 

JR: “That’s old buildings.” 

PE: “That’s Georgian” or “that’s Palladi- 
an” or “that’s neoclassical.’ They don’t 
actually see anything. It is like reading 
James Joyce very literally and saying, 
“Those words do not make any sense to 
me.” An architect has to look very careful- 
ly. Everything you draw you have to draw 
again and again. It’s a dedication that very 
few of us in this media-hype society have. 
BLDD: What is your overriding notion of 
what a city should be? What is the grand 
design? 

PE: Since I started doing small-scale build- 
ings and moved toward larger-scale ideas, 
I’ve come to believe that man has always 
symbolized his condition on earth by the 
towns and structures he has built. Starting 
with the Greek or Etruscan cities right 
through to the nineteenth century, every 
change in culture brought about a change 
in city form. The ideal cities of the Renais- 
sance mirrored man’s idea that he was in 
harmony with God and nature. The neo- 
classical cities of the eighteenth century 
were representative of the Enlightenment 
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the city means to us. 

JR: The way in which we build cities is by 
far the most serious disease in our country 
now. If you ask me my idea of a grand 
design for a city, Pil take Savannah, Geor- 
gia. You can’t build city precincts in which 
people don’t live, in which there are no 
major parks with big trees, in which there 
are no homogenous building types. You 
can’t have cities in which those precincts 
get too big, that is, you can’t have cities the 
size of Mexico City. It’s appalling that 
people don’t understand that the way we 
build cities now is an unbelievable disease 
ravaging this country as well as most of the 
rest of the world to whom we export our 
form of urbanism. 

BLDD: Does it work this way in the of- 
fice? How often do you agree? 

JR: We agree with each other a lot. 

PE: His line to me is: “The house is one of 
the most important ways to learn about 
architecture.’ Despite all the large-scale 
buildings that we are interested in doing 
and that we are doing, we always said we 
would never do houses again. But one al- 
ways goes back to houses because there is 
always something more to be learned from 
designing a house, because the program is 
so flexible. 

JR: My line is even simpler than that. 
There is a long tradition of architects 
building houses as a way of coming to 
grips with the most pressing architectural 
issues. One hopes it continues.

ecently I spent a very 

special afternoon with a 

woman who knows the 

inner tickings of her 
heart, the incomparable Helen 
Hayes. Sipping iced tea on her 
veranda with its magnificent 
view of the Hudson was one of 
those sunlight-filled moments I'll 
always remember, partly for her 
stories but especially for her pas- 
sionate understanding of the ‘‘in- 
ner” quality of home. 

Miss Hayes’s Hudson River 
Bracketed house (pages 90 to 95) 
has been her spiritual center for 
54 years. “It has a history of 
great joy, and of course, great 
sorrow, which lends a richness to 
it,” she says. She speaks of it like her best 
friend and is occasionally bemused by its 
strong personality. “I never go away from 
this house for any length of time when it 
doesn’t kick up its heels and do something 
rotten,” she laughs. 

You might think that, faced with a 
house with such an irrepressible character, 
Miss Hayes might have been deferential to 
it as a newlywed. Many young people, 
when they’re just starting out, feel their 
houses ought to look a certain proper way 
because they do not yet know who they 
are. Not so Miss Hayes. Right from the 
start she put something of herself in every 
corner, “no showing off ... nothing but 
the things we loved and collected.” That 
“we” includes her late husband, Charles 
MacArthur, about whom she talks as if he 
were in the other room. 

The period Miss Hayes claims as her 
own—Victorian—would not surprise any- 
one familiar with her Broadway portrayal 
of the Queen in Victoria Regina. However, 
Miss Hayes was in love with 19th-century 
decorating “from the beginning.”” Some- 
thing about its warmth, its emphasis on 


2, family and security and its wonderful ex- 


© pressiveness immediately struck a chord 
< with her. Victorian, she says, was “the last 
= comfortable period.’ And comfort, indeed, 





is the very essence of her own home. 

Miss Hayes revels in the fact that guests 
can come in and take their shoes off, put 
their feet up and play games. At night, she 
used to surprise them by tracking down all 
their shoes and placing them outside their 
bedroom doors. ‘““What wonderful teenage 
parties we had,” she recalls, her eyes 
aglow. Every inch of the house seems to 
lodge a special memory. The garden tells 
of six lovely weddings, the guest room of a 
visit by Ruth Gordon, the pool of the time 
Kate Hepburn took a nighttime swim in 
her bra and shorts. 

“Layers of living” is how Miss Hayes 
describes her memory-laden decorating. 
And one of the most cherished layers is 
mementos of her family, in particular of 
her daughter, Mary, who died tragically of 
polio at the age of 19. In the living room is 
a remarkable portrait of Mary at age two, 
which wasn’t discovered until a few years 
ago. Miss Hayes had bought another paint- 
ing by the artist, who then contacted her 
and said she had a portrait she’d never sold 
all these years. ““What’s heartbreaking is 
that I think Charlie commissioned it as a 
surprise for me. I remember him saying, 
‘Isn’t it time for a portrait of Mary?’ and I 
said, ‘She’s too young.’”’ Charlie never 
brought the painting home. ‘Years later, 


when I found it, I cried from 
sheer joy,” says Miss Hayes. 

Like that painting, every facet 
of her decorating stems from a 
very personal vibration. “I would 
never allow anyone to do a perfect 
room for me, a well-balanced 
room with all things just proper,” 
she says. “People have little flaws, 
and your rooms, too, have to have 
little things that are askew.” 
When asked about her decorating 
flaws, she points to the television 
set. ‘Personally, I hate it there,” 
she says. “But my son can come 
in and sprawl in that chair and 
watch the games.”’ Rooms, she 
knows well, are first and foremost 
for living; they should reflect who 
we are, and our little flaws will make them 
that much more endearing. 

It takes a certain confidence to accept 
and make peace with our human flaws. I 
think we too often view decorating as a 
quest for perfection, as an art outside of 
ourselves. And certainly decorating is an 
art, which is why many of us, including 
Miss Hayes, turn to professional designers 
to help us carry out our dreams. But beau- 
tiful color and eye-catching mixes of pat- 
tern don’t necessarily add up to an 
exquisite room. An absolutely perfect 
room is by definition sterile. Who would it 
belong to? Whose history and character 
would it capture? 

What makes a room great is you—and a 
sense of the things you love, the people you 
cherish ... and, as Miss Hayes says, “the 
mellowness of anachronism.” That’s a line 
which once described the set of a play she 
starred in. And it’s a line, she says, ‘‘that 
every decorator ought to have somewhere 
where he can see it.” 

We should all take a cue from Helen 
Hayes and worry less about who we aren’t 

. and celebrate who we are. @

By PAULA RICE JACKSON 
ecorating is very much like paint- 
ing. There are the broad brush- 
strokes of a room’s design—its 
furnishings, fabrics and colors. 
And then there are the delicious painterly 
details that are meant to outline or high- 
light the forms of the room’s objects—the 
trimmings, welts, cords, braids, tassels and 
gimp that all go under a heading, “‘passe- 
menterie.”” These luxurious trimmings are 
the “jewelry” of decorating. They set off 
the drape of a rich curtain or the grace of a 
chair skirt’s kick pleat the way pearls com- 
plement the skin. 
This year’s Kips Bay Boys’ Club Deco- 
rator Show House was filled with some of 


the most beautiful examples of passemen- 
terie we’ve seen for some time. From the 
hand-carved wooden “drops” hanging like 
fringe on a bedroom curtain to the braided 
silk rosettes from which pictures hung, the 
inventive, practical application for this rich 
detailing reflected up-to-date style. 
Passementerie evokes strong images of 
the 18th and 19th centuries, eras famous 
for their reveling in symbolic decoration. 
Think of the glories of the French uniform 
or the caparisons of English horses. Great 
attention was lavished on these trappings, 
all of which required superb craftsman- 
ship. “‘How I wish we could have those 
fabulous pieces today that were made 
then,” says Robert K. Lewis, whose own 


room at Kips Bay had deep fringes of lus- 
trous gold-bronze silk to set off broad ex- 
panses of wood paneling. ‘“‘All those 
beautiful old creations have lasted because 
they were made with pure silks, wools and 
cottons. But they’re as rare as they are 
expensive.”

walls and floors, clients ask for these and 
other special treatments. You may find 
painted passementerie in wonderful 
trompe l’oeil murals, or you may see a 
chaise in a boudoir fitted with the all-out 
glamour rich silks and flounced dust ruf- 
fles require. You may also see some passe- 
menterie used in an almost architectural 
capacity in fairly stripped-down rooms, al- 
lowing the eye to pinpoint details instead 
of overwhelming it with color and texture 
as in Victorian times. 

Albert Pensis’s room at Kips Bay 
showed how this could be done. He used a 
richly colored, understated fringe only on 
draperies and a pillow. Robert K. Lewis 
suggests that over-sized trimmings make a

very much the earliest 17th-century style. 
Mr. Lewis says he thinks it is important to 
limit a room’s objects so that where you do 
choose to apply passementerie, it will 
shine through for the textural, colorful 
glory it is. 

In the bedroom/sitting room she deco- 
rated at Kips Bay, Tonin MacCallum out- 
lined every plane with embroidered tape— 
on each upholstered wall, under the win- 
dow sills, along the baseboards. And she 
selected two colored fringes with which to 
outline sofa pillows—a fringe in silvery 
platinum to match the chintz’s ground and 
a coppery red to pick out the color of the 
chintz’s flowers. Kevin McNamara found 
a wonderful fringe whose colors repeat 
those of three different fabrics he used for 


draperies and valances in the living room 
he produced. 

Katherine Stephens had fat fabric ropes 
made for tiebacks for the sumptuous cur- 
tains she put into a living/entertainment 
room. Below the tie, like a charm bracelet, 
thick green and beige fringes spilled to the 
floor. At the sloping arm of each of a pair 
of sofas she applied two rosettes with 
heavy tassels that hung above a deeply 
fringed trim gently swagged around the 
sofas’ dust ruffles. 

In a bedroom she created, Susan Zises 
Green lavished fabric for the rose-colored 
draperies, centering an impressive swagged 
pelmet with a single fabric rosette. For 
balance, only the most discreet trimming 
was put inside the bed’s canopy and on the 
soft white hangings. The inventive use of 


simple picot-edged ribbon—sewn in a 
loose, open zigzag along the edges of the 
hangings—was a last-minute improvisa- 
tion. Bows made of wider picot-edged rib- 
bon hung from the canopy’s corners, 
modest and unassuming but so romantic. 

Mark Gaudette for David Easton hung 
botanical prints from ropes of braid an- 
chored by rosettes, and he also found very 
unusual spoollike wooden ‘drops’? which 
he used as bedroom curtain trimming. 
They add a textural richness you not only 
see but “feel” with the eyes. 

If you only begin with the discreet 
charm of a tassel hanging from the key toa 
favorite cabinet, you would be well on your 
way to enjoying an affair with seductive, 
beguiling trimmings that are changing the 
textural dimensions of decorating now. @

NOW, FOR THE FIRST TIME, YOU CAN VISIT THE PRIVATE ROOMS IN 
VERSAILLES AND SEE HOW THEY LOOKED ON THE EVE OF THE REVOLUTION

n the 17th and 18th cen- 
turies the palace of Ver- 
sailles reigned as a 
symbol of France’s abso- 

lute monarchy. The Sun 

King, Louis XIV, made it Eu- 

rope’s most lavish court set- 

ting, with 40 years of feverish 
construction begun in the 
1660s. After the Revolution of 

1789 toppled the monarchy, 

Versailles—located 11 miles 

southwest of Paris—became a 

historical museum. Its public 

rooms are currently visited by 
more than three million tour- 
ists annually. Now, with com- 
pletion of an ambitious 
seven-year restoration, the chateau re- 
veals a lesser-known side of its past— 
as a home. 

Thirty-eight private rooms have 
been renovated to look as they did on 
the eve of the Revolution. They pro- 
vide a remarkable view of how the 

Sun King’s descendants—the family 

of his successor, Louis XV, and the 

ill-fated Louis XVI—actually lived in 
the years leading to the overthrow of 
the monarchy. (Louis XVI would be 
sent to the guillotine.) Many of the 
rooms, notably four garden-level 
apartments of Louis XV’s closest rela- 
tives, were opened to the public for 
the first time last June.

The rooms recall the last 
chapters of the ancien regime. 
After the Dauphin’s death in 
1765, his awkward and hu- 
morless teenage son, the fu- 
ture Louis XVI, lived here, 
studying geography and phys- 
ics until the Revolution ended 
his rule. His bride, the young 
Marie Antoinette—not yet in- 
clined to dress as a shepherd- 
ess—cultivated her taste for 
towering, yard-high wigs. 

Two nearby apartments, each with 
four large rooms, have been restored 
to show how four of Louis XV’s five 
daughters lived. Each suite, laden 
with plaster and wood relief carvings 
of musical instruments, soaring birds 
and foliage, includes first and second 
antechambers, a main salon and a 
richly detailed boudoir. The splendid 
corner salon of Princess Victoire con- 
tains wall panels adorned with cher- 
ubs and wreaths; a nearby bedroom 
has walls covered with fabric in a deli- 
cate floral pattern. Based on original 
remnants uncovered at the palace, the 
fabric was woven in silk on 18th-cen- 
tury looms in Lyon.

“People today make a great mistake in 
assuming aristocrats lived comfortable 
lives,” says Versailles scholar Guy Walton 
f New York University. Descendants of 
the Sun King tried to modify his tradition 
of stern grandiosity. His great grandson 


Louis XV still arose, dined and retired in 
front of the court, but withdrew to smaller 
quarters to cultivate his private life. 

These ground-floor rooms, restored to 
what they looked like from the 1760s to 
*80s, display the aesthetic of the closing 
years of Louis XV’s reign and the opening 
of Louis XVI's. Sinuously carved furni- 
ture, upholstered walls and delicate carv- 
ings of garlands and 
military trophies as favored motifs. 

The Dauphine’s boudoir glistens again 
with carved relief bouquets enameled in 
peach and apple-green. A pale blue bath- 
room favored by Marie Antoinette sports 
bas-reliefs of shells, lobsters and swans sip-

Restoration of such intimate rooms may 
help rehabilitate the royal family’s reputa- 
tion for uncleanliness. “Of 
used perfume more than soap,” 
ture specialist Simone Hoog, a Versailles 
curator. “But there are numerous bath- 
rooms in the chateau, and if they’re there, 
it’s because they were used.” 

For today’s curators, reassembling the 
ground floor proved a daunting puzzle. 
Unlike the State Apartments, which had 
survived the Revolution’s fury and 19th- 
century the private apart- 
ments were ravaged. Thus a decision had 
to be made: To which period of their past 
should the apartments be returned? 

The finickiness of royal residents did not 
make that decision easy. For more than a 
century they had redecorated continuous- 
ly. “For us it’s historic,” says Ms. Hoog, 
“but the kings of France always lived with 
contemporary, sometimes even avant-garde, 
furnishings. They /aunched fashions.”

not just one moment of the past but sever- 
al. A dazzling private library near Princess 
Victoire’s salon, for example—now lac- 
quered in sunshine-yellow and white— 
dates from the final years of Madame de 
Pompadour, Louis XV’s willful mistress 
Other rooms in that wing were created 
originally at the behest of Louis XV’s 
daughters, each of whom jockeyed for 
prime locations near the center of the pal- 
ace. When Marie Antoinette married the 
soon-to-be-king Louis XVI in 1770, she in 
turn claimed space there. 

Completing the Versailles restoration 
prompted a vast search of original docu- 
ments. During the past 15 years curators 
have examined over 3,600 architectural 
drawings of the palace in French archives, 
including a crucial series in color done on 
the eve of demolitions in 1833. In some 
rooms undisturbed corner moldings and 
carvings provided clues to the original de- 
cor. As work began, the craftsmen uncovy- 
ered architects’ sketches that had been 
unseen for more than 200 years. 

Other discoveries came less easily. Cura- 
tor Christian Baulez compiled a list of ev- 
ery marble fireplace mentioned in a vast 
18th-century inventory of palace objects. 
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Only a few of the mantels were still where 
they were supposed to be. Mr. Baulez 
found the rest of them either in storage or 
installed in other areas of the chateau. A 
matching process helped return the vividly 
hued mantels to their proper rooms. 

The restoration also made use of a pano- 
ply of 18th-century arts: wood and plaster 
carving, weaving, gilding and lacquering. 
Craftsmen refitted original wood panels— 
including those by the 18th-century mas- 
ter-sculptor Jacques Verberckt—retrieved 
from storage or Paris museums or discoy- 
ered right in the rooms, nailed face down. 
Using only traditional tools, carvers meticu- 
lously duplicated the rococo relief. Except 
for slight warping of the originals, the dif- 
ference between old and new hardly shows. 

Based on period etchings, chandelier 
mounts were recast in bronze, then re- 
strung with 18th-century glass. Gilding 
window frames in the Dauphin’s ceremoni- 
al salon required three months of labor and 
1,000 three-by-three-inch sheets of gold 
leaf. The current colors correct arbitrary 
schemes of earlier efforts, including a 19th- 
century curatorial mania for indiscrimi- 
nate gilding of private rooms. 
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Choosing period wall fabrics and fur- 
nishings was the most difficult challenge 


the curators faced. First of all, the royal 
family had walls recovered at least twice a 
year. Second, nearly all the original fur- 
nishings and much of the art was sold or 
stolen after the Revolution; many pieces 
are now in foreign museums or private 
collections. Although some noteworthy 
originals have been returned to the ground 
floor, many of the furnishings to be seen 
there represent a compromise. 

“We were sometimes obliged to put in a 
high-quality piece that had been at Ver- 
sailles, but in another room,”’ says curator 
Hoog. Certain pieces work admirably, 
nonetheless. In the apartment of Princess 
Victoire, for example, a three-piece sofa 
and matching divan capture the languor- 
ous quality of the time. 

Even minimally furnished, the ground 
floor conveys a wealth of detail about the 
end of the Bourbons’ two-century dynasty. 
These apartments reveal how the royal 
family sought to bring a spark of originali- 
ty to a rigidly ordered milieu. Now, for the 
first time, it’s possible to tour the private 
suites and see how their decor expressed 
the intimate, less constrained side of life in 
the French court. @

COLLECTING PORCELAIN AND POTTERY ANIMALS IS GAINING POPULARITY AS 
MORE PEOPLE DELIGHT IN OWNING A CERAMIC ANIMAL KINGDOM

uring the early 1800s American 

folk artist Edward Hicks paint- 

ed many allegories, notably 

“The Peaceable Kingdom’’ in 
which wild and domestic animals live 
contentedly side by side. If you admire 
this series of classic paintings or are fond 
of animals, you’ll enjoy collecting old 
porcelain and pottery animals and form- 
ing a unique menagerie of your own. 

These ceramic creatures—dogs, cats, 
lambs, lions, zebras, even water buffalo— 
were made to serve diversely: some to 
secrete everything from tea to trinkets; 
many to be appealingly decorative. All 
were produced in various eras by many 
makers, often reflect the interests and 
designs of the periods of origin, and coex- 
ist with various styles of furnishings. 

Our own interest in pottery and porce- 
lain animals is an outgrowth of our collect- 
ing inkstands and inkwells. Repeatedly we 
were drawn to porcelain and pottery exam- 
ples that took the form of animals: a sly 
fox right out of Aesop’s Fables, a reclining 
porcelain horse, a comely pottery bulldog. 
Hunting for such wells and stands widened 
our interest in ceramic creatures. We were 
captivated by a mischievous porcelain 
monkey beating a drum, a tobacco jar 
shaped like a bulldog, a majolica squirrel 
that serves as a pitcher. But the first piece 
we acquired, about 10 years ago, was a 
winsome Staffordshire lamb (above right). 
We paid $45; today it would cost about 
$160. Soon we were buying many such 
animals and were well on our way to own- 
ing an animal kingdom. 

In ancient times, the Chinese furnished 
the tombs of dignitaries with figures in 
pottery (opaque clayware) and porcelain 
(translucent ware) to protect and entertain 
them during the afterlife. The Chinese 
were so zealous in guarding the secret of 
porcelain’s ingredients that it was not dis- 
covered in Europe until about 1708—at 
the Meissen works in Saxony, near Dres- 
den. In the 1730s, to fulfill the demands of 
Augustus the Strong, Elector of Saxony 
and King of Poland, Meissen sculptor Jo-

hann Kandler realistically modeled life- 
size porcelain animals, reflecting Europe’s 
growing scientific interest in animals, and 
in particular, Augustus the Strong’s ac- 
quiring a menagerie. Soon smaller figures 
were being made in Saxony and in factories 
throughout the Continent. 

During this time the English aristocra- 
cy, with typical English devotion to ani- 
mals, achieved social and economic status 
by owning, breeding and training horses. 
Aristocrats clamored for anatomically cor- 
rect paintings of their favorite horses and 
dogs by sporting artist George Stubbs. 
When they also developed a passion for 
porcelain, English potters quickly com- 
plied and began producing ceramic ani- 
mals to entice these 18th-century 
tastemakers. Whereas European makers 
produced animal figures that ranged from 
salt-glazed stoneware bear jugs and camel 
teapots to porcelain rams and ewes, the 
English artisans at Chelsea, in a character- 
istic spirit of playfulness, made, for exam- 
ple, rabbit-shaped dessert dishes. 

Most of these fine 18th-century figures 
now reside in museums and private collec- 
tions. Today’s collector must look to the 
19th century (after 1850) and the early 
1900s. The choices are vast, as these ce- 


ramic animals were made in huge quanti- 
ties at porcelain and pottery factories 
worldwide. Some are no more than 
quaint, crudely modeled pottery figures; 
others are desirable copies of fine early 
porcelain examples from eminent fac- 
tories—still obtainable for under $200. 
At a recent antiques show we spotted a 
fine 19th-century Delft cow creamer for 
$140 and a Czechoslovakian version 
made at the turn of the century for $35. 
We also noted other pre-1900 figures: a 
pair of Staffordshire cats for $424, a 
spaniel-shaped English pottery pitcher 
for $195 and a rare pair of Staffordshire 
donkey mantel figures for $750. 
Porcelain and pottery animals do 
brighten a home. Shelves of books inter- 
spersed with animal-shaped jars and 
banks assume added importance; a group 
of Staffordshire pottery hunting dogs or 
lambs brings English charm to a country 
setting; a fanciful band of Capo di Monte 
porcelain monkeys—musicians with their 
instruments—is an eclectic inclusion in a 
formal living room; and an enigmatic Chi- 
nese cat or a Japanese Kutani cat of typical 
rust or ginger tones is an appropriate fire- 
side companion in a room with Japanese 
prints and other Oriental objects. 
In our home, we take pleasure in placing 
a pretty German porcelain crouching rab- 
bit beside a cut-glass bow] filled with fresh 
flowers as a centerpiece. We also enjoy 
delighting a child by pouring milk from 
our German porcelain cow creamer. Not 
unexpectedly, as inkwell and inkstand col- 
lectors we have an English setter inkwell of 
storybook appeal on one of our desks. 
Recently -we were fortunate to acquire a 
hard-to-find pair of handsome Stafford- 
shire pug dogs and a pair of small Chelsea 
cats posed sedately on blue pillows. Porce- 
lain and pottery cats are now among the 
most avidly collected animals, as are Ku- 
tani and other Oriental varieties. A Kutani 
cat we discovered at a shop about eight 
years ago has more than tripled in price. 
Some collectors seek only elephants, ze- 
bras or such as the Chinese lion (chosen by 
(Continued on page 47) 
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Buddha, it is said, to guard his temples), 
sporting dogs like greyhounds or fox- 
hounds, Royal Dux porcelain animals or 
Staffordshire “‘comforters,’’ a cross be- 
tween a maltese and King Charles spaniel. 

The serious collecting of old Stafford- 
shire animals requires expertise and reli- 
ance upon a dealer specializing in this 
field. Reproductions abound, sometimes 
with blatant staining and crazing to effect 
age. Last summer at a Connecticut out- 
door antiques show, we spotted new Staf- 
fordshire figures. The dealer told us a 
friend in England was making them from 
old molds and shipping them to the United 
States fairly priced ($30 to $50, depending 
on size) as reproductions and not meant to 
deceive. (Their lack of wear, evenness of 
glaze and coloring confirmed their new- 
ness.) Some modern pieces of this pottery 
are marked; reproductions made around 
the turn of the century are rarely marked 
but are collected with enthusiasm because 
of their age. After all, a fine old item of 
Staffordshire with slight damage or repair 
deserves greater consideration than a fig- 
ure of lesser age in mint condition. 

Before you begin collecting in earnest, 
try to learn as much as you can about 
porcelain and pottery. You can become 
visually acquainted by visiting museums 
with large labeled exhibits of various types 
of porcelain and pottery, and by obtaining 
a book of porcelain and pottery marks. 
Scores of ceramists used marks, often dif- 
ferent ones in different periods. To know 
these marks helps you identify and judge 
the age of an item. It also pays to know 
that ceramics imported to the United 
States after 1891 bear the name of country 
of origin and that the words ‘‘made in” 
were added in the early 1900s. 

To develop a “feel”? for old and new 
wares, visit antiques shows that have deal- 
ers who specialize in porcelain and pottery. 
Such dealers should be able to advise and 
guide you in starting a collection. 

Ceramic animals can be found at auc- 
tions, antiques shops and shows, and estate 
sales. As you build your collection, add 
only those animal-shaped figures—steins, 
match safes, pitchers, mantel ornaments, 
boxes—that appeal to you aesthetically 
and that you wish to live with. Don’t be 
surprised if you’re beguiled into possessing 
an animal of unknown porcelain or pottery 
pedigree with an irresistible, beseeching, 
comical or even mournful expression. We 
have been, many times. @

By PAULA J. SILBEY 
etween Green Bay and Lake 
Michigan in northern Wis- 
consin lies a scenic peninsula 
untouched by the modern 
commercialism that often plagues our 
country’s most beautiful vacation 
spots. Door Peninsula, jutting 70 
miles into an inland sea, successfully 
balances its natural beauty of rugged 
cliffs, secluded beaches, quiet covés, 
virgin forests and breathtaking pan- 
oramas with quaint shoreline villages. 

Often described as “Cape Cod on 
an inland sea,” the peninsula retains 
its turn-of-the-century character with 
numerous antiques shops, traditional 
craftspeople, and historic hotels and 
inns. Treasured by Midwesterners for 
over a century, Door Peninsula prom- 
ises a peaceful interlude for anyone 
who wants to get away from today’s 
fast-paced world. 

Its name comes from the grim Porte 
des Morts, colloquially translated as 
Death’s Door, which French explor- 
ers called the dangerous strip of water 
between the peninsula and the islands 
off its tip. But Door Peninsula is any- 
thing but grim. It is full of life. Its 250 
miles of shoreline provide ample beaches 
and harbors for a plethora of water activi- 
ties; four state parks and 15 private camp- 
grounds offer over 3,000 campsites, and 
hotels and motels can accommodate 
17,000 visitors a night. Each season offers 
particular pleasures. Fall is spectacular 
when trees turn red, orange and yellow— 
coior to rival a New England autumn. 
During the second weekend in October the 
Fall Festival in Sister Bay brings together 
75 craftspeople who sell their wares among 
bake sales and art fairs. In winter, sports— 
cross-country skiing, ice skating, ice fish-

year. Summertime cultural programs 

entertain visitors with classical concerts, 

= jazz performances, a month-long music 
festival and professional theater.

I first became acquainted with Door 
Peninsula a decade ago while working in 
Milwaukee. From my first trip there, when 
I camped in 3,767-acre Peninsula State 
Park in Fish Creek, I was enchanted by the 
area’s charms. Whether I camped, luxuri- 
ated at a fancy resort or slept in an historic 
inn filled with antiques, Door Peninsula 
always filled me with a sense of inner 
peace. Returning frequently, I marveled at 
its ability to foster tourist attractions while 
avoiding the glare of neon signs and assem- 
bly-line eating establishments. My recent 
return there after a five-year absence as- 
sured me that despite an increase in the 
number of hotels and even a few small 
condominium developments, Door Penin- 
sula still retains its charm. 

Although its natural beauty and outdoor 
activities offer great appeal, Door Peninsu- 


la’s main attraction for me is its high 
concentration of gifted craftspeople. 
In addition to the artisans who com- 
bine studio and retail space, the area 
boasts several galleries that feature 
works by craftspeople from all over 
America. Many of them work in con- 
temporary styles, particularly the pot- 
ters. However, for those seeking more 
traditional crafts, Door Peninsula has 
plenty to offer. Exquisitely detailed 
decoys, fine handcrafted furniture, 
meticulously stitched quilts and an- 
tique clock reproductions are among 
the most notable traditional items 
found there. 

Anyone looking for wood accesso- 
ries or crafts is bound to find some- 
thing appealing in Door Peninsula. 
For example, wood-carver Keith Bri- 
denhagen, whose work can be seen at 
his studio in Sister Bay by appoint- 
ment, produces about 30 decoys annu- 
ally, ranging from plain wood ones 
($200) to detailed painted ducks 
priced at $800. He carves in two dis- 
tinct styles. Most difficult and de- 
manding are the realistic decoys he 
carves for competitive shows. Each 
may take more than 200 hours to com- 
plete. The second mode involves stylistic 
carving using specific woods chosen for 
their inherent beauty. Rather than work in 
a clear, tight-grained wood such as white 
cedar or sugar pine as he does for realistic 
carvings, Bridenhagen selects black wal- 
nut, cherry, butternut, basswood, cedar or 
locust with flaws. He then incorporates 
these flaws in the final carving. transform- 
ing the wood’s imperfection into a sculp- 
tural form. Pintails, mallards, merganser, 
wood duck, widgeons, green- and blue- 
winged teal and canvasbacks are among 
his favorite varieties. Bridenhagen also 
carves pheasants, hawks and shore birds. 
Phone: (414) 854-5306. 

Although fairly new to decoy carving 
and only able to produce about eight de-

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of over 500 hotels throughout the world—hotels that appreciate your active lifestyle. 
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coys a year, Tom Herlache holds a special 
place among Door Peninsula carvers. His 
works are of museum quality, costing as 
much as $1,800. What makes his carving 
unusual, in addition to its unbelievably re- 
alistic attributes, is that Mr. Herlache 
carves as a hobby. He squeezes the activity 
in between the demands of his job as presi- 
dent of the Bank of Sturgeon Bay. Visitors 
to Door Peninsula got a rare treat in June 
1985 when Edgewood Orchard Galleries 
on Peninsula Players Road in Fish Creek 
presented a one-man show of Herlache de- 
coys. Some of his work is still sold there; 
(414) 868-3579. 

Edgewood Orchard Galleries, which 
carries works of art in all media, occasion- 
ally features traditional handcrafted furni- 
ture by Minnow Emerson, probably the 
area’s most noted furniture maker. His 
large pieces—cabinets, hutches and ar- 
moires—usually combine beautiful leaded 
or etched glass, which he designs and exe- 
cutes, with finely finished wainut, butter- 
nut or cherry. Priced from $3,000 to 
$5,000, many of Emerson’s functional 
works of art are commissioned and several 
have been featured in museum exhibitions. 

Despite this traditional furniture, a ma- 
jority of the work at Edgewood Orchard 
Galleries is contemporary. Gallery owners 
Anne Haberland and her husband, Min- 
now Emerson, represent over 100 of the 
country’s finest glassblowers, potters, 
carvers, printmakers and painters. Of spe- 
cial interest is Edgewood Orchard’s annual 
glass symposium, usually scheduled for the 
fourth weekend in June, featuring lectures 
by the country’s leading artists as well as 
glassblowing demonstrations. 


ANTIQUES AND REPRODUCTIONS 
Less than a mile from Edgewood Or- 
chard Galleries on Route 42, the main 
highway on the Green Bay side of the 
peninsula, sits G. de Fore, Clockmaker, 
the workshop of clockmakers George and 
Kathy de Fore; (414) 868-3682. In addi- 
tion to antique clocks, which they restore, 
their shop features faithful reproductions 
of 17th-, 18th- and 19th-century clocks. 
Clocks range from 19th-century American 
folk-design wall clocks priced at $45 to an 
$1,800 17th-century-style American tall 
case clock made of solid mahogany that 
Mr. de Fore copied from the original in the 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts. 
From the de Fores, Route 42 continues 
into the center of Fish Creek, a coastal

village that retains its turn-of-the-century 
flavor. Here you might wander through 
the dozens of shops at Founders Square or 
visit Sunset Beach, a few hundred yards to 
the left of Fish Creek’s main intersection. 

Before reaching the beach you'll come 
upon the White Gull Inn, (414) 868-3517, 
one of the area’s most delightful places to 
stay. Established in 1896, the inn has been 
beautifully restored and maintained by its 
current owners, Andy and Jan Coulson. 
They have painstakingly renovated each of 
the rooms and four cottages with flowered 
period wallpaper, antique light fixtures, 
iron and brass beds, lace curtains and ear- 
ly-20th-century dressers featuring Eastlake 
carving. 

But the White Gull Inn is known for 
more than its charming accommodations. 
It has perhaps the most famous and some 
say the best fish boil on the peninsula. 
Although its name sounds a bit bland and 
distasteful, the fish boil is a wonderful re- 
gional tradition. Just as it was done 100 
years ago by the Scandinavian settlers of 
the peninsula, baskets of fresh fish chunks 
and small red potatoes are placed in a 
caldron of boiling water, outdoors behind 
the inn’s dining room. Fish oils rise to the 
surface, and when the fish is done to per- 
fection, a small amount of kerosene is 
tossed onto the flames. Great bursts of 
flames cause a boilover, spilling the fish 
oils over the sides of the pots and leaving 
the fish steaming hot and ready to serve. In 
addition to the fish and potatoes, dinner 
includes coleslaw, homemade breads and 
Door County cherry pie. 

By turning right in Fish Creek and fol- 
lowing Route 42, you will find Spielmans 
Wood Works, (414) 868-3488, with one of 
the largest selections of wooden items: fine 
furniture, custom wood signs, rustic cedar 
furniture, handmade toys, lamps and love- 
ly wooden mailboxes and posts. On the 
more artistic side, Spielmans features work 
by several of the area’s decoy carvers. 

Farther along on the outskirts of town, 
Kolb’s Korner, (414) 868-3660, comes into 
view on the right. Marion Kolb, a former 
dress designer, has one of the oldest and 
largest quilt shops in the Midwest. She 
begins each summer with over 200 hand- 
made quilts costing $300 to $750. By the 
end of the season, she has sold them all 
and taken Patterns 
range from the popular multipieced pine- 
apple or flower-shaped Dresden plate to 
original designs. The shop also carries

quilted pillows priced between $25 and 
$30; quilted wall hangings, $60 to $100; 
and baby quilts, $35 to $125. The quilts, 
which are handmade at the demanding 
standard of 10 stitches per inch, are sewn 
by Kolb and a variety of women in north- 
ern Wisconsin. 

Beyond Fish Creek, the highway drops 
down into the picturesque town of Ephra- 
im, a delightful place where one can wan- 
der along the docks or spend a leisurely 
hour or two at Wilson’s Restaurant; (414) 
854-2041. An area landmark that hasn’t 
changed an iota in decades, Wilson’s still 
has the warm atmosphere of an old-fash- 
ioned soda fountain and coffee shop. 

Sister Bay, the next town along Route 
42, has another dining landmark, Al John- 
son’s Swedish Restaurant; (414) 854-2626. 
The lines at its door attest to the fact that 
nearly every visitor to the area seems to eat 
at least one meal here, sampling from a 
large menu that features hearty American 
fare as well as Swedish specialties. In addi- 
tion to such dishes as Swedish pancakes, 
fruit soup and Swedish meatballs, all meals 
at Al Johnson’s include Swedish limpa 
bread and lingonberry jam. The building 
itself, a traditional northern Scandinavian 
log structure shipped from Sweden, is 
topped with a sod roof complete with a 
goat who lives on top to keep the roof 
trimmed! 

Beyond Sister Bay comes the little town 
of Ellison Bay with its ancient cedars and 
weathered pines atop limestone bluffs. Fi- 
nally, the traveler reaches the end of the 
peninsula, Gills Rock, where ferryboats 
depart for Washington Island. Site of the 
largest Icelandic settlement in the United 
States, Washington Island is an idyllic 
place to spend the day bicycling (rent bikes 
near the ferry landing), hiking or swim- 
ming along its tranquil shores. 

Between each village are gorgeous pan- 
oramas of clear blue water, looming cliffs, 
fields of wildflowers and acre upon acre of 
cherry and apple orchards. This spacious 
feeling is particularly apparent on the less- 
developed Lake Michigan side of the pen- 
insula where Route 57 connects Baileys 
Harbor, Jacksonport and other small 
towns. South of Baileys Harbor on the 
estate of Bjorklunden stands a replica of a 
1Sth-century Norwegian stavkirke. AI- 
though only open to the public in summer 
on Monday and Wednesday afternoons 
(1 to 3:30 PM.), the chapel is worth visiting 
because it is one of the most charming

Updating the rooms in grand 
old houses selected for decora- 
tor showcases presents enor- 
mous challenges at all levels.

n one of the most awkward spaces 
in the Kips Bay show house, inte- 
rior designer Albert Pensis created 
a luxurious dressing room/bath.

ost people associate tulips with Holland, but they actually orgi- 

nated in Turkey. In fact, the name tulip derives from a word for 

turban, which the flower was thought to resemble. When the 

tulip was brought to Holland in the 16th century, it was bred 
furiously. Early Dutch settlers probably brought the tulip to America, where 
it was eventually dubbed the “lipstick of the garden.”’ 

Tulips and other spring-flowering bulbs such as narcissus, crocus and 
hyacinth are popular not only for their beauty and variety but also because 
they are easy to grow and are perennial. “Since bulbs contain everything 
needed for a first blooming, the only decision is where to put them,” says 
Tom Pritchard of Madderlake, an innovative New York City floral shop, 
whose photographs are shown here. >

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LANTING AHEAD

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hen deciding where to plant 

bulbs, allow for some sur- 

prises—just as in nature,”’ ad- 

vises Tom Pritchard, whose 
weekend-house garden looks as if it grew 
naturally. ‘““Tuck flowers into unexpected 
places.” Mr. Pritchard also recommends 
planting some bulbs close together to cre- 
ate solid patches of color. “If flowers are 
meant to look wild, massings should be 
varied in size and irregular in layout,” he 
says. “A few strays should also be planted, 
for nature scatters things in odd places.” 
Bulbs best for this kind of planting include 
varieties that have small and delicate flow- 
ers: Some narcissus, muscari hyacinths and 
wood hyacinths, snowdrops, aconite, the 
smaller tulips such as turkestanica, anemo- 
ne, trout-lily and checkered lily. Also con- 
sider the sequence in which bulbs mature 
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so you can plan a garden that will bloom 
continuously. Good companions are tulips, 
which bloom in mid-April and May, and 
daylilies, which come out in June and July. 

It is possible to enjoy these flowers sev- 
eral months early—by ‘‘forcing” them in- 
doors. The process is simple: At the time 
you plant bulbs in the garden, some bulbs, 
potted in shallow containers, can be placed 
outdoors for a “winter period’ (10 to 12 
weeks) to allow a root system to form. 
Move the pots to a cool, shaded room for a 
week, then place them in a sunny spot. 
(For more tips, see ‘‘Planting Fall Bulbs,” 
page 142.) This process tricks bulbs into 
flowering during January and February— 
precisely when their color and freshness 
are most appreciated.

Recalling how she and her late husband, playwright Charles MacArthur, 
found their house, she says it was “magic, absolute magic.”” She shares some- 
thing she wrote about it: ‘He stopped the car with a jerk, we stumbled out and 
stood by a graceful white frame house with a cupola, a front porch with 
Corinthian columns and dark green shutters and that blessed sign stuck in the 
front lawn—‘For Sale.’...In the dim light we could see glittering crystal 
chandeliers, front and back parlors, huge gilt mirrors over marble mantelpieces, 
intricate plasterwork on the ceilings—a little palace. We went around to the 
back. There was the sweeping view down to the Hudson, in all its glory. The 
Sunday sailing regatta was on, filling the river with what looked like white 
butterflies. A huge tanker happened to be sailing downstream toward Manhat- 
tan. Charlie, looking on it all, nodded. ‘It works,’ he said.” 

And work it has, for all her years here since 1932 as a wife, mother, hard- 
working actress (two Oscars, an Emmy, a Tony, a Grammy), author (five 
books), grandmother (of Charles and Mary in their twenties and James, who’s 
just turned one) and as an activist in medical and environmental causes. 
Awarded the Medal of Freedom at the White House last May, she was 
described as “‘a great actress, a great patriot and a great soul.” Such local and

Johnson, a group of young actors called 
Shakespeare & Co., Meals on Wheels, her 
church, the Actors Fund Home in Engle- 
wood, NJ, and many more are, in her vivid 
words, “in the forefront of my mind and 
the top of my heart.” 

Her joyous description of finding the 
house was written as part of an assignment 
for a Nyack club, the Thursday Reading 
Class, which has been meeting the first 
Thursday of the month for nearly 100 
years. Like the other ladies of the club, 
Mrs. Charles MacArthur carries out her 
assignments with seriousness and style. At 
the class she also reported, “There are 
forces of magic in our river valley... they 
have pervaded my life and delayed my 
aging by keeping me constantly surprised. 
Surprise is a better tonic than Geritol.”’ 

Sitting in the cool shade of her back 
porch one afternoon last summer, she 
talked about her life and her love of home. 
There is something long-ago, even faintly 
Southern, about the atmosphere—even to 
the iced tea and cookies on a nearby wick- 
er table. Neighbors drop by, wave and’ 
walk down to look at the rose garden. A 
huge tree, middle-sized when the MacAr- 
thurs bought the house, now towers over 
it, though not quite obscuring the cupola’s 
view on four sides “where I can watch up 
and down the river when I want.” 

“Victorian is my period,’ says Helen 
Hayes. “I lived in this house and it was 
Victorian in style and decoration long be- 
fore it was fashionable. We acquired a very 
good collection and many mementos of 
Queen Victoria, which we often lent out to 
museums. I love to acquire, to buy things, 
find things, pick them up and coddle them.

The house is oriented to take advantage 
of limited light. Instead of facing downhill 
as 1S customary, it faces up—toward the 
sun and a clearing in the forest. A tall, 
semicircular domed conservatory on the 
house’s southern face lets in every bit of 
light. Like the farmhouses in the valley 
below, this has a steeply pitched roof and 
is covered in slate from local quarries. 

The villa steps up the hill. A basement is 
mostly buried in the hillside. On the floor 
above are the entrance hall, four tiny bed- 
rooms—rather like sleeping compartments 
on a train—and two shower rooms. 


The vertical series of windows 
on the house’s northern facade (top) 
lets in light for an interior spiral 
staircase. The formal symmetry of the 
house is evident in the plan (above left).

A staircase made of beech spirals up to the 
living room, a study and a kitchen outfit- 
ted with built-in storage cupboards and 
continuous tabletops. The living room 
seems vast, in part because of its high bar- 
rel-vault ceiling. The conservatory over- 
looks an ocean of leaves. Mr. Albert's 
design is a series of contrasts—of light and 
dark and abrupt changes of scale and di- 
rection—that make the house seem larger 
than its 2,800 square feet. 

The house is based on a very formal, 
symmetrical plan, reflecting Albert’s clas- 
sical training, and the details of its design 
are immaculate. The simple geometry of 
the spiral staircase is a mathematician’s 
delight, and the grid pattern of the front 
door is repeated in the window shutters 
and the sliding screens of the conservatory. 
The total effect is sober and serene. The 
merest touches of color were used. Tiny 
panels of stained glass splash spots of vivid 
red and blue around the rooms. 

The owners have lived in the house for a 
year and say they love it. But there’s a 
puzzle: ‘““We’re stumped about what furni- 
ture to get,” they say. What is there now is 
temporary, some pieces brought in from 
the doctor’s old consulting room that the 
owners say “will have to go’’ —such as the 
modern Italian sofas that fought the archi- 
tecture until they were successfully neu- 
tralized by two large dust sheets. The 
interior bears the Bruno Albert stamp so- 
clearly that pieces by other designers seem 
awkward intruders. The owners realize 
that one solution is to ask the architect to 
design the furniture himself. Residents of a 
home like this can take their time choosing 
the right pieces, however; the design is so 
rich as to not demand embellishment.

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NORWEGIAN FANTASY 


A kinship with Norway's folk arts 






rue collectors will recognize the 
syndrome immediately. For a 
couple who admired Norwegian 
folk art, the purchase of one piece 


of furniture 25 years ago led to the pur- 
chase of another and another until what 
began as admiration became—to put it 
bluntly—an obsession. What sets this cou- 
ple apart from the normal breed of ob- 
sessed collectors is that from chairs, 
painted boxes and portable pieces they 
went on to “collect’”” houses. The whole 
family is dedicated to building Norwegian 
country-style structures for their vacation 
retreat in Door County, Wisc.—a perfect 
setting because it resembles southern Nor- 
way. In fact, Binkhaven Nord, as the re- 
treat is called (the name derives from the 
wife’s nickname, Bink, and from the Nor- 
wegian words for harbor and north), re- 





as 


sembles a Norwegian ‘‘cluster farm” of the 
18th and 19th centuries. Faithful to the 
true style of those country structures, the 
family has made the buildings very rustic 
on the outside—although two authentical- 
ly recreated storehouses have handsome 
carvings—which gives no clue to the elabo- 
rate painting and decorating on the inside. 
Rosemaling, the rose painting of Norwe- 
gian folk art, embellishes hutches, benches, 
chairs, boxes of all sizes, as well as walls, 
ceilings and cupboard beds. 

From the beginning the husband and 


wife (who have had the constant help of 


their parents and their children) knew they 
wanted rosemaling on walls and ceilings, 
and even attempted a bit themselves in the 
first building, which they now call the 
main house. But it wasn’t until they met 
Norwegian artist Sigmund Aarseth that

they could begin to realize their fantasies 
of elaborately painted rooms. Mr. Aarseth 
made his first trip to Door County in 1966 
to paint the living room, dining room and 
kitchen in the main house as well as much 
furniture and many small pieces—a mail 
box, a salad bowl and eight trays. 


t was Bink’s Norwegian heritage (her 

parents were born near Stavanger) 

that began the couple’s love affair 

with Norway, but her husband has 
become, if anything, more passionate. “I 
have been accused by my wife’s family of 
being more Norwegian than they are,” he 
says. He helped build two storehouses— 
the stabbur and the veslebur—and after he 
met Sigmund Aarseth he began making 
furniture—‘‘like mad,” according to his 
wife—for Sigmund to paint.

hen the owners of Binkhaven Nord first met 

Sigmund Aarseth, the master rosemaler from 

the Valdres Valley in Norway, he was demon- 

strating his art in a department store in St. 
Louis. They invited him to Door County to paint their 
house, and what began as a business arrangement blos- 
somed into friendship. The American couple visited Sig- 
mund and his wife, Ingebjorg, in 1967. Although they had 
been to Norway twice before, it was this trip with the 
Aarseths as their guides that inspired their house collec- 
tion. While in Norway they ordered a kit for a stabbur—all 
the logs and carved posts necessary to build the traditional 
two-story storehouse. Later the owners ordered a one-story 
storehouse called a ves/ebur, which they roofed with tradi- 
tional sod. Both storehouses have been furnished as guest 
cottages. 


r. Aarseth has returned five times to Binkhaven 

to paint the interior of each new building as it is 

finished or to embellish rooms he has already 

painted. He mixes his own paints to get the 
traditional colors, and does all the rosemaling, although 
the owners often put on a base coat before he arrives. 
Design decisions are made jointly by owners and painter, 
and much thought is given to using different colors and 
styles of rosemaling in each room. For instance, the lower 
floor of the stabbur was painted pale green so as not to 
repeat the Norwegian reds and blues in the dining room of 
the main house. And in the one-room ves/ebur, walls and 
ceiling are painted in a baroque version of rosemaling. 
According to Dr. Marion Nelson, director of the Norwe- 
gian-American Museum in Decorah, Iowa, rose painting is 
free and flexible art that allows for considerable individ- 
expression.” In the upper room of the stabbur Mr. 
Aarseth took advantage of this flexibility and christened 
his own version Sigmaling.@ Editor BEVERLY McGUIRE

ome people really know how to give 

a party: The atmosphere is warm 

and inviting, the conversation flows 

and the food, of course, is delicious. 
In his new book, Good Parties (Crown, 
$20), designer and cookbook author Lee 
Bailey offers menus and advice for this 
kind of successful entertaining. The author 
believes that the hostess should feel com- 
fortable about the party she is giving: Some 
people are at ease conducting an intimate 
dinner; others prefer to create a swirling 
three-ring cocktail party. If you find a ca- 
sual buffet suits your style better than a 
formal black-tie affair, by all means, do 
what feels most comfortable. “Trust your 
own tastes and instincts,” says Mr. Bailey, 
who believes that what really counts in 
giving a successful party is knowing your 
own style well enough to make things flow 
seamlessly. 

Your guest list is another important con- 
sideration. An outgoing, talkative group 
will help make an evening “go.” ““Howev- 
er,” Mr. Bailey says, “it really only takes a 
single good talker to keep things rolling. If 
one isn’t on your guest list, then you have 
to take on the role.” Another conversa- 
tion-booster is lighting. If your guests 
don’t know each other well, turn up the 
lights during cocktails (bright lights make 
people more talkative), then lower them as 
the party gets under way. 

As for tables and seating, Mr. Bailey 
prefers a round table, which ‘‘democrati- 
cally brings everyone together” and en- 
courages conversation beyond the 
left-to-right, right-to-left orientation. An- 
other advantage: A round table will seat 
more people—a plus where space is limit- 
ed. Don’t forget that crowding can be an 
asset. It creates a festive camaraderie.

Most of the recipes in Good Parties are 
quite easy and reflect Mr. Bailey’s love for 
flavorful food with an honest, down-home 
personality. Examples: deliciously dressed 
salads, make-ahead vegetable dishes (such 
as the leek and squash purée on page 121), 
simply prepared fish, poultry and meats, 
and a lush array of desserts including old- 
fashioned pastries, puddings and cobblers. 

Good Parties is divided into chapters 
that reflect the rhythm of Mr. Bailey’s 
life—from ‘‘The Summer House,” with 
hearty food to nourish body and soul, to 
‘Winter Vacation,” which includes recipes 
he uses in St. Barths every year. An entire 
chapter on raspberries (one of the author’s 
favorite fruits) includes savory dishes— 
such as the pork chop with fresh berries 
and sage (previous page)—plus desserts 
that can be made with whole frozen berries 
if fresh ones are not available. 

Mr. Bailey groups most of his recipes 
into menus and offers a “game plan” for 
each. He indicates how far in advance a 
dish can be made, what can be prepared 
ahead and reheated and which dishes need 
to stand so flavors can “‘mature.”’ 

Many of Mr. Bailey’s menus include 
very simple dishes—such as sliced oven- 
browned potatoes sprinkled with salt, pep- 
per and rosemary—and unusual foods, 
such as mustard greens, which are some- 
thing of an oddity to the Northern palate. 
Although serving out-of-the-ordinary 
foods or very simple dishes requires confi- 
dence, Mr. Bailey believes that the more 
idiosyncratic the party style, the better, as 
it makes for a more memorable affair. Ml

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WINE & Goon Spirits

ost fine old wines are too expensive for everyday drink- 

ing. But there are occasions—a birthday, an anniversary, 

a celebratory dinner—when serving a special old wine 

that costs $50 to $75 a bottle would be well worth it. 
Here are some hints on how to make the right selection: 

@ Stick with the wine types that improve with age and 
purchase only the best vintages. Top choices: red Bordeaux 
(70, ’75), California Cabernet Sauvignons (’74, ’75), Sau- 
ternes (71, 75, ’76), vintage Port (°63, ’66, ’70). 

e Buy from stores that specialize in old wines and have 
good, cool storage—vital for wines over 10 years old. Ask 
how the wine is stored and if it has been tasted recently. 

e@ Look the bottle over carefully. Avoid wines with yellowed 
labels or excessive airspace. (When the bottle is stood up, the level 
of the wine shouldn’t fall below the bottom of the bottle’s neck.) 

e For serving, stand reds and ports upright for a day or two to 


settle. Decant just before serving. 


SPECIALTY AMERICAN BEER 


en years ago, Americans looking 
for flavor in their beer would 
have had to drink imported ex- 
amples. Now there are scores of 
alternative American brews available na- 
tionwide. Many are made by tiny new en- 
terprises (“microbreweries”), others by a 
handful of newly revived historic brewer- 
ies.. Even the giant companies are introduc- 
ing specialty beers. The increasingly

emember when game was exotic 

fare on most American tables? 

It’s now quite trendy. Many fash- 

ionable restaurants feature quail, 
venison and buffalo, and it’s no longer dif- 
ficult to find pheasant in fine meat mar- 
kets. Game cookbooks abound. More and 
more we're asked which wines to serve 
with game. 

All types of game are more intensely 
flavored than ordinary chicken and beef, 
which means you need to serve very flavor- 
ful wines such as the rich, soft reds of 
California. For game birds such as quail or 
pheasant, we choose a medium-bodied red 
Pinot Noir. The 1984 Trefethen ($12) and 
1983 Soleterra ($12) have lots of spice. 
Because duck and goose are particularly 
rich, we serve a lush, deep-flavored Merlot 
with them. Try the 1981 Jaeger Inglewood 
($14), 1983 Pine Ridge ($12) or 1983 
Gundlach-Bundschu ($12). With venison 
we like a fine California Cabernet Sauvig- 
non such as 1982 Clos du Val ($14), a good 
Bordeaux such as 1981 Chateau Cos d’Es- 
tournel ($16), or a top Italian red such as 
the 1980 Antinori Tignanello ($16).

Freshly made pasta has become so popular 
that many supermarkets now carry it. The 
difference between fresh and dried pasta is 
similar to that between freshly picked corn 
and corn that is several days old: There 
simply is no comparison. If you prepare 
fresh pasta the same day you buy it, it will 
taste as wonderful as if you had made it 
yourself. However, if you must buy pasta 
in advance, you can freeze it for several 
months. 

Serve your pasta—fresh or dried—with 
a sauce of fresh vegetables (an autumn 
“Pasta Primavera’’), one of tomatoes and 
hot peppers, or a sauce made with basil, 
garlic and sun-dried tomatoes. (Sun-dried 
tomatoes are a good alternative when vine- 
ripened tomatoes are out of season. Be sure 
to discard the bay leaf often found in the 
jar. Bay leaves are fine for seasoning, but 
poisonous when eaten.)

You can find bulbs at roadside farm stands, 
garden centers and nurseries, or you can 
order them from catalogs. (Make a selec- 
tion soon; many unusual varieties are apt to 
be sold out by early fall.) Here are some 
planting tips that will assure your success: 
Soil preparation; Although the type of soil 
is not important, it must be easily work- 
able and have good drainage. Avoid low- 
lying areas with standing water. Heavy 
clay soils can be spaded up and lightened 
with additives such as sand, perlite, ver- 
miculite, peat moss, compost, rotted leaves 
or a commercial potting mix. Where drain- 
age is a problem, the area to be planted 
should be excavated six inches to a foot 
below the planting depth and you should 
add sand, cinders or gravel. Although 
bulbs require a constant supply of moisture 
to their roots during growing and bloom- 
ing seasons, the bulbs themselves should 
never be allowed to sit in water. 

Light requirements: Most bulbs prefer sun- 
ny locations. Early-flowering bulbs such as 
snowdrops, winter aconite, chionodoxa, 
crocus and early tulips and daffodils are 
relatively easy to place, because deciduous 
trees are still bare at their time of bloom. 
In planting late-blooming varieties, avoid 
areas that will be in dense shade by the 
time the bulbs are ready to bloom. 
Planting depths: Most references indicate a 
planting depth for each type of bulb. A 
general rule of thumb: Smaller bulbs—such 
as muscari, hyacinths, scilla, crocus, and 
chionodoxa—should be planted at a bottom 
depth of about four to five inches; larger 
bulbs such as tulips and daffodils should be 
planted from eight to ten inches down. 
Fertilizer: True quality bulbs contain all or 
most of the nutrients they need for the 
following season’s flower. Therefore fertil- 
izer added to the soil at planting time will 
help prepare the soil for the bulb’s develop- 





ment in the second season. Use fertilizers 
high in phosphorus and potash; follow rec- 
ommended directions. 

Spacing: Spacing bulbs is done according 
to individual preference. Most bulbs divide 
and spread over time; allow room for this 
to occur. Package recommendations usual- 
ly allow for division. If you desire a dense 
massing, plant bulbs closer together. Plant- 
ed shoulder to shoulder, bulbs provide 
dense patches of color and appear to have 
been in the ground for years. 

Forcing bulbs indoors: To force bulbs, you 
need only a little outdoor space to work in. 
Bulbs must endure an extended cold peri- 
od before they are brought into the 
warmth of the house to bloom. A cold 
frame, a wooden box with a lid, is a perfect 
solution, or you can dig a trench in a 
sheltered spot, long enough to house the 
containers and about six to eight inches 
deep with good drainage. Most bulbs re- 
quire at least 10 to 12 weeks of cold before 
they can be brought inside. Pots should be 
set up from October 15th to Election Day. 
The bulbs will bloom for three to four 
weeks beginning around mid-January. 

Plant bulbs in shallow containers, such 
as terra-cotta saucers, or shallow window 
boxes; special bulb pans are available. Cov- 
er the tips of the bulbs with soil or allow 
bulbs to just peek out of the soil, depend- 
ing on preference. 

Once bulbs have good root growth and 
are showing some signs of top growth, 
move them indoors to a cool and shady 
spot for a week until the bulbs become 
accustomed to the light; then place them in 
a sunny location, and keep them well wa- 
tered. Bulbs good for forcing include: 
grape-hyacinth, many narcissus (petticoat 
daffodil and angel’s tears are interesting 
varieties), snowdrops, checkered lily, iris 
reticulata, glory-of-the-snow and others. 
Many tulips can be forced as well.

Maybe I'm fickle, but then I like to divest. 
I find divesting is just as much fun. And 
I’ve given away so much. For instance, 
Charlie had a wonderful painting done of 
this house by Edward Hopper, who was 
born in Nyack. Right down the street is 
Hopper House, which you can visit. I gave 
that painting to Smith College.” (A child 
actress, Helen Hayes was convent-educat- 
ed in Washington, DC, where she was 
born. Miss Hayes never attended college, 
but she has received some 50 honorary 
degrees—one of the first was from Smith— 
and has established many scholarships.) 

She marvels that she ‘‘almost let slip the 
silken cord that has held me in Nyack all 
these years.”” This was in the early 1960s. 
Her son, James MacArthur, was making 
his TV and film career on the West Coast 
and in Hawaii. In 1949 her daughter, 
Mary, a promising actress, had died at age 
19 of polio. This was a blow Charles Mac- 
Arthur never recovered from. After her 
husband’s death in 1956, Miss Hayes 
found herself living alone. Friends thought 
she should sell the house and furniture and 
take an apartment in the city. 

“Tt’s funny that sorrow makes you so 
humble,” she says. ““You just don’t feel 
that you’re as wise as anybody else, be- 
cause you got into such trouble and sor- 
row. So I followed their advice and 
decided I would have an auction and 
move. I wanted the auction to benefit the 
American Academy of Dramatic Art, and 
everything would go—everything except 
the few things we loved the most, things 
Charlie and I had bought or I had had 
even before we were married.” 

But Helen Hayes did not move out after 
all. “I came back to this house. It was 
almost empty, except for personal things 
like that needlepoint stool my mother 
made—and some things I was ashamed to 
sell because they were so tatty, for in- 
stance, that round oak table in the corner 
that I bought for $15 when it was painted 
aquamarine-blue.” As a result of the auc- 
tion, the academy started building a Mary 
MacArthur theater, and Helen Hayes 
MacArthur, at 63, had to start all over. 

To help her restore the house to its old 
beauty and comfort, she called, as always, 
on Laura Mako, an interior designer and 
also a friend. ‘“‘We know each other’s wish- 
es and feelings so well. She lives in Beverly 
Hills but comes from southern Maryland. 
That’s where we knew each other first. My 
father spent his last years there, on the 


Chesapeake Bay, and I used to go down 
for summers with the children.” 

The rose fabric is from a more recent 
refurbishing and also “thanks to Laura. 
Mr. Bragaline [of Kent-Bragaline, Inc.] 
had made it, oh, years ago and he made it 
again for this house. As you can see, I like 
green inside and out, and roses are my 
favorite flower.” 

Helen Hayes says she grows roses “‘for 
my Own amazement,” and despite the asth- 
ma that now besets her when she insists on 
“watering the garden with the sweat-of- 
me-brow.”’ At one time she won ribbons 
from the Rockland County gardening soci- 
eties. Arranging flowers is also a delight, 
“but I’m so mad for the rose itself that I 
don’t like to mix roses with other things. If 
they come in a box with florists’ baby’s 
breath or ferns, I throw it out in rebellion. 
But on a trip to London, someone sent me 
an arrangement of roses with Queen 
Anne’s lace. I loved it.”’ 

Wildflowers are another of her passions. 
She grows them, and she helped found the 
National Wildflower Research Center. A 
whole side yard is devoted to wildflowers 
this year. Miss Hayes also has a fern and 
woodland wildflower garden, and in the 
middle of the rose garden, a lily pond. ‘“A 
friend of mine said, ‘Tell me what kind of 
lilies you have and what you do with them 
in winter.’ I couldn’t tell her a darn thing 
except that they’re ordinary natives, like 
the ones in Monet’s garden. They’ve been 
sitting in tubs at the bottom of the fish 
pond for at least 45 years.” 

The garden for roses and waterlilies was 
designed in the 1930s by Helena Rossi, a 
landscape designer sent over by Queen 
Wilhelmina to do the Netherlands Pavilion 
for the 1939 World’s Fair. (This visitor 
found it magical to think of still another 
queen influencing the actress’s life. Miss 
Hayes had played Shaw’s Cleopatra in 
1925, Mary of Scotland in 1933-34, Vic- 
toria Regina in 1935-38, and would play a 
Russian empress later in the 1956 film An- 
astasia, with Ingrid Bergman.) 

Of her namesake rose, the Helen 
Hayes—described as yellow flushed with 
pink and ‘‘vigorous, with continuous 
bloom” in catalogs when introduced in 
1956—she says: “Helen Hayes has never 
become one of the important roses. It is 
small and not spectacular. Very unobtru- 
sive. But it’s the first rose to bloom in 
spring, for me, and the last to give up in 
the autumn. It outblooms them all. And 
the big peak of its wonders is that it has 
almost no thorns.” 

A rose, it seems, a bit like the small but 
spectacular Miss Hayes herself. @

The figures are dark 
bronze, the trim is gold-colored, the base is white marble. The 
clock is 21 inches long but narrow. What is its value?

The finest clocks were made in France during the late-18th centu- 
ry. Elaborate cases decorated with bronze figures and foliage held 
simple clock faces. Figures usually represented classical Greeks or 
mythological characters. The white enamel dial became popular in 
the time of Louis XV and remained popular for Louis XVI design- 
ers. Clock hands were usually elaborate (the plain hands on your 
piece may be later replacements). Your clock is from c. 1780. 
Clocks of this age are rare today. They were usually finished with 
fire gilding, a mixture of gold and mercury. Louis XVI clocks have 
been copied in recent years, but copies are electroplated and the 
gold is a different color. If your clock has original parts and is 
working, it is worth about $5,000. A 19th-century copy is worth 
about $1,500.

The picture was based on an 1828 engraving 
by Deroy published in a French book. The border with shells and 
seaweed was often used by Enoch Wood & Son. The platter came in 
several sizes. The 15-inch size is worth about $1,000.

here are certain high-water marks 
in everyone’s life that call for cele- 
bration... for taking stock, for 
looking back at where we’ve been 
and where we’re going. And House Beauti- 
ful’s 90th anniversary, certainly an occa- 
sion for retrospection, led us to some 
wonderful discoveries. Buried in our some- 
times yellowing pages we found houses 
whose architecture and decorating were 
not just timeless but surprisingly timely. 

Not only is House Beautiful older than 
the century, we were the first magazine 
devoted to the home. I’m not sure I would 
have relished being editor in 1896 because 
the job called for a crusader against the 
pretentious overdone decorating of the 
day. Back then, tackling good taste in dec- 
orating was no easy task! But our first 
editor, Eugene Klapp, managed to publish 
rooms that weren’t camouflaged by ferns, 
smothered in draperies and plumped with 
Victorian furniture. 

Some of his and other early issues are 
priceless. I must admit that in reading 
them as “homework,” I’d be lost for hours, 
enchanted by articles such as the 1905 
“Poor Taste of the Rich” or “Moral Furni- 


ture” from 1907. The latter, while un- 
abashedly preaching, struck me with its 
opening premise: “When we furnish a 
house, we stamp it with our personality. If 
we like glitter and show, we buy glitter and 
show in furniture.... The man with the 
paste diamond follows the natural laws of 
selection when he picks out a cheap set of 
furniture in plush and gilt.” 

Delving into the past never fails to bring 
you face to face with the old adage that 
“nothing is ever new.”’ To our surprise— 
and delight—we discovered that our cur- 
rent “best small house’? competition was 
actually a revival of a time-honored tradi- 
tion. In 1898 we had launched a very simi- 
lar competition (see page 60). That cottage 
is just the type of design that might find 
itself a winner today—especially if it could 
be built for $3,000, the price in 1898. Its 
ideas draw on landscape architect A.J. 
Downing and romantic Carpenter Gothic 
houses, influences that are having a second 
coming right now. 

Then just as now, everyone wanted a 
country house—and to fill it, they were 
collecting American antiques. In the spirit 
of personal expression, they were reclaim- 
ing windmills and barns and preserving 
tumble-down houses. They were looking to 
other cultures for romantic ideas ... for a 
thatched cottage or a playhouse modeled 
after the Trianon at Versailles. This was an 
exciting age when the best designers—Lou- 
is Comfort Tiffany, William Morris, Josef 
Hoffmann—were also giving furniture and 
objects an extraordinary elegance. 

While many of us are irresistibly drawn 
to the expressive mood of these early 
houses, I wouldn’t for a minute recom- 
mend adopting a 1922 house “‘as is.’’ Main- 
ly, it’s the charm of the early architecture 
that appeals to us. But modernism has 
changed us forever. It’s given us wide open 
spaces, great windows and light and it’s 
broken down the formality of living spaces. 
Now, of course, we take these advances for 
granted. What intrigues us are the warmth 
and tradition, the odd window and the 


eccentric staircase that were left behind in 
modernism’s pursuit of the functional. 

Just as the past is so inspirational today, 
so too are the design legends of the early 
20th century we’re avidly rediscovering. A 
case in point is Gertrude Jekyll. Working 
with Edwin Lutyens, she reigned over gar- 
dening in the early 1900s. Ten years ago, 
not many of us knew who she was, but 
today we’re eagerly buying her books, 
many of which have been reprinted with- 
out a word changed. She’s still the source 
of the best advice on creating a perfect 
English garden such as Orchards, which 
we show you in this issue and which first 
appeared in The House Beautiful in 1903. 

As with any trip down memory lane, 
there are personal discoveries. Each of us 
is reacquainted with the ideas that changed 
our thinking and shaped us as we are to- 
day. For me, there was one room that 
proved a turning point in my life—you’ll 
find it on page 55. Designed by Melanie 
Kahane, it was a showcase room I first saw 
as a student at Parsons School of Design. 
Pumpkin was the very latest color; 
houndstooth check had just come in; its 
black and white toile and graphic floor 
seemed to me to be the pinnacle of chic. I 
was literally transfixed by that room—and 
filled with a dream to create such style 
myself. After I began working in maga- 
zines, I finally met the legend, Melanie 
Kahane. Naturally I told her what a tre- 
mendous impact she’d had on me, and I’m 
pleased to say that a friendship began. Her 
room, which has aged splendidly, is one I 
still love today. 

I hope that, in looking through this 90th 
anniversary issue, you'll find as we did that 
some of the best dreams are timeless and 
some of the most inspiring ideas are actual- 
ly the echo of very wise voices from the 
past.

Timely advice now that deco- 
rating has come full circle, from 
Victorian excesses to 1980s opu- 
lence. Each of those ornamented 
eras at opposite ends of a century 
hark back to the decorative arts 
of Europe, reinterpreted for 
American taste of the moment. 
And each era, it seems, is a reac- 
tion to what preceded—as ob- 
served by our editors through 
their eras. Simplicity, for exam- 
ple, was an antidote for the affectations of 
Victoriana, as noted in 1905: “‘The success 
of a room depends largely upon what it 
does not contain.” 

The crusade for simplicity continued 
with emphasis on comfort and conve- 
nience, “the handmaidens of a well-fur- 
nished house—both of far greater 
importance than expense and luxury.” 

Comfort and convenience translated dif- 
ferently in the ’20s when the Bauhaus de- 
veloped a new and “modern” kind of 
beauty, bridging the gap between artist and 
industry and providing myriad designs for 
mass production. While some embraced 
the Bauhaus aesthetic and its brand of sim- 
plicity, others deemed it too austere and 
insensitive to human comfort. One vocal 
dissenter was ELIZABETH GORDON, House 
Beautiful’s editor from 1942 to 1964, 
whose response to Bauhaus and the Inter- 
national Style disdained “‘less is more’’ as

indoor-outdoor living in all regions, ad- 
vanced lighting design and new style pat- 
terns that blended traditional decorating 
with contemporary surroundings. Thus, 
the ranch house was given raison d’étre, its 
designer, Californian Cliff May, and Miss 
Gordon attributed with its tremendous in- 
fluence on residential style. Not only did 
May’s first design answer the cry for sim- 
plicity, it responded in a most congenial 
way with its basic floor plan (“so simple, 
that it’s almost revolutionary”), garden 
views and snug conversation areas. Many 
of those ranch houses, now over 40, attest 
to the early design’s adaptability, for they 
have proven to be very receptive to new 
decorating schemes and architectural de- 
tails that enrich their character. 

Along with the ranch house and its ex- 
panse of windows came the concern for 
“climate control,’ or energy conservation. 
Miss Gordon dealt with the subject in typi- 
cally thorough fashion, by researching spe- 
cific regions and appropriate siting and 
construction materials. 

Miss Gordon raised other awareness lev- 
els, particularly to the cultures of Scandi- 
navia and Japan, remarkable for beauty in 
the craftsmanship of simple, utilitarian 
forms. The study of shibui, the Japanese 


concept of aesthetic that implies 
quiet beauty, is yet another Eliza- 
beth Gordon legacy. 

Came the ’60s with its rebel- 
liousness and antiestablishment 
trends. (Remember the beanbag 
chair and super-graphics?) Deco- 
rating picked up the beat with 
unrestrained colors, as did this 
magazine under the editorship of 
SARAH TOMERLIN LEE. Articles 
encouraged a “sweet-sharp”’ col- 
or palette and vivid contrasts. 
Mrs. Lee tuned into the youth 
culture, paying particular atten- 
tion to the fresh work of archi- 
tects and designers. Barbara 
D’Arcy’s imaginative rooms for 
Bloomingdale’s established role 
models for style seekers. Another 
leading influence in the decorating gusto 
was Alexander Girard, whose Southwest 
and international folk crafts now fill a 
wing of the Museum of New Mexico and 
whose ethnic sensibility effected decorating 
from coast to coast. 

The fervor for primary color and primi- 
tive flavor resulted in a ’70s decorative 
style termed “Country Chic’ by editor 
WALLACE GUENTHER and defined as 
“chrome and glass with patchwork, acrylic 
with Eastlake, bentwood with Rauschen- 
berg, Breuer with basketry.” 

DORIS SHAW took up the editorial reins 
in the late "70s with an eye toward archi- 
tectural excellence (the work of Ward Ben- 
nett, for example) and the next decade, one 
in which she foresaw a more adventurous 
approach to design. 

With the 80s came a celebration of 
American ingenuity, a passion for collect- 
ing crafts, a thrill for combing flea markets 
and rural antiques shops, an appetite for 
homegrown food and gardening. Decorat- 
ing became an anthem to self-expression, 
with romantic overtones. And the word 
simplicity resurfaced again, only to prove 
that it has staying power and is open to 
interpretation—with a “personal stamp” — 
as espoused by House Beautiful today.

“There really is no such thing as ‘mod- 
ern,” says Philip Johnson, architect. 
“Modern is what I do right now. In terms 
of houses, I’m drawing on three influ- 
ences—shingle style, palatial Louis XVI- 
inspired city houses’ and 
Edwardian town squares. I like the 
gaiety and the richness of the Ed- 
wardian period.” 

Ward Bennett, designer: “In my 
residential work, I’m still plugging 
away for a really personal look. 
Now everything is pattern and 
chintz, and people fall into the trap 
of fashion. A woman I know lived 
in an apartment that was high tech 
Six years ago; now she’s thrown it 
all out and hired an English country deco- 
rator. I've always loved old things, new 
things.

Wendell Castle, furniture artist: ‘In

ironic references. I really like that aspect of 
post-modernism, but I might allude to a 
rubber band rather than a column.” 

Ray Eames, designer; partner and wife of 
the late architect Charles Eames: ‘‘People 
forget that the so-called International Style 
was a reaction against all the fussiness of 
Victorianism. They wanted to get back to 
the essentials but then the spareness got to 
be too much. I think 
there are just waves 
in history, some bet- 
ter, some worse. 
Nothing is really 
new, certainly not 
today’s ‘return’ to 
decoration.” 

Charles Moore, 
architect: ‘“‘Twenty 
years ago there was 
a need to abstract 
architecture to the point of unrecognizabi- 
lity. Today we’re enjoying the whole pro- 
cess of mining the past for stairways and 
towers and windows. I’m also focusing on 





details—the size of a door or window 
brackets. A Dallas house we’re doing 
doesn’t try any big gestures; nothing’s can- 
tilevered. Its special feature is a tray ceiling 
that I’m thinking of pulling down to relate 
to the fireplace as a mantel.” 

Edward Wormley, designer of modern 
furniture for Dunbar, 1931-65: “A lot of 
early modern furniture was so sparely de- 
signed that it wasn’t comfortable to sit on

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MICHAEL GRAVES LIVES WITH, WORKS WITH 
AND USES THE NEOCLASSICAL FURNITURE HE LOVES TO COLLECT

ichael Graves lives 
and works in Prince- 
ton, NJ, at the very 
edge of the town’s 

great university, where he has 

taught architecture since 1962. 

The informal Ivy League influ- 

ence has rubbed off, just a little, 

on this otherwise urbane gentle- 
man. Except on rare occasions, 
his office attire—a button-down 
collar, blue shirt open at the 
neck, sleeves rolled up to the el- 
bow—gives him an air more stu- 
dentlike than professorial. But 
the gray hair is longish and 
combed straight back in a gesture 
toward his creative side whose 
prodigious output includes furni- 
ture, lamps, stage sets, costumes, even 
tea kettles as well as architecture. 
Despite a high-pressure schedule 
that has him continually in and out of 
his sleek Mercedes and on and off jet 
planes, in his surroundings as in his 
designs there.is a strong suggestion 
that Michael Graves’s heart lies in a 
different era. And, indeed, the setting 
for his daily life—both at home and at 
work—is shaped by a superb collec- 
tion of neoclassical furniture. 
Nineteenth-century chairs, tables, 
commodes, secretaries, mirrors and 
decorative objects add to the clutter of 
this busy architect’s offices. In fact, if 
there weren’t two drafting tables 
tucked away in an anteroom, almost 
as afterthoughts, this might be a hom- 
ey antiques shop. The offices them- 
selves—two contiguous buildings; one 
built in 1850, the other 100 years ear- 
lier — reflect Mr. 


Graves’s sensibilities. 
i In this serene ambience it is difficult to 
conceive that so much of his current archi- 
tectural work—the Portland (Oreg.) Build- 
ing, the Humana Corporate Headquarters

Michael Graves’s love of antiques grew 
out of his changing concerns in architec-

tural design—from modernism to 
what has been called ‘‘stripped- 
down classicism’’—and related to 
his desire to find furniture that 
would embellish his new archi- 
tectural aesthetic. While he has 
been interested in furniture since 
his college days at the University 
of Cincinnati, it is only in the last 
10 years that he has focused on 
and collected neoclassical design. 

“In college I made most of the 
furniture for my off-campus 
apartment, and you would call it 
modern,” he recalls. “Then I 
worked a year for George Nelson 
and saw furniture being designed. 
It was modern furniture, and / 
was doing modern furniture and 


’ 


still am, in my own way.” 

Mr. Graves objects to being de- 
scribed as a collector and does not 
regard the pieces he has assembled as 
a collection, since he uses them and 
lives with them. Nevertheless his 
knowledge of the period, his passion 
for discovery and his connoisseurship 
certainly fit the definition. He regular- 
ly visits dealers in New York, attends 
auctions and always drops in on Euro- 
pean dealers when he travels abroad. 

“Looking is a vacation for me,”’ he 
says, and even on vacation he 1s al- 
ways looking. Over the years he has 
become a much more discerning buy- 
er, and now a piece must be unique— 
and he must be able to learn some- 
thing new from it—before he will con- 
sider purchasing it: ““There is more of 
the furniture available now, because 
there are more reputable dealers. | 
buy a lot less and choose carefully.” 


Biedermeier pieces seem to dominate the 
Graves collection, but his interests are 
broad. “All neoclassical styles are compati-

bility—I mix them all together.”’ A special 


signer and maker Thomas Hope, although 
Mr. Graves notes that it is almost impossi- 
ble to afford, let alone find, any of this 
work today. He is even interested in 19th- 
century copies of Hope pieces and recently 
discovered four Hope-inspired chairs in 
Rome. He also admires Russian Bieder- 
meier, which he describes as more embel- 
lished than the Bavarian version and 
brilliantly made. In fact, one of his own 
favorites is a Russian Biedermeier chair 
that he calls ‘‘extraordinary, dreadfully un- 
comfortable but very nice to look at.” 

One aspect of neoclassical furniture that 
attracts Michael Graves is its relationship 
to architecture. In fact, he regards this 
furniture as “surrogate architecture.” Liv- 
ing in what he terms the “green” of Prince- 
ton, where exposure to _ diverse 
architectural styles is limited, he feels that 
his furniture acts in a real way as buildings 
would in a more varied environment. 

“When you look at a Biedermeier secre- 
tary, it is like a building,” Mr. Graves 
believes, referring to the furniture’s tripar- 
tite division, the basic structural element of 
all classical architecture. Referring to a 
critic who likened Philip Johnson’s famous 
AT&T Corporate Headquarters to a Chip- 
pendale highboy, Mr. Graves, with some 
amusement, corrected the critic: “He got it 
backwards. It’s the highboy that always 
looked like architecture.” 

What also pleases Mr. Graves about 
neoclassical furniture is its intrinsic 
uniqueness. Each piece is handcrafted, one 
of a kind. “Biedermeier, for example, 
would seek variations on a theme over and 
over again,” he explains, “‘so there was 
some personality in each chair and each 
chair was a little different from the next 
one. Certainly the grain of wood in one 
chair was different from another. All those 
little subtleties are important to me.” 

It is easy to imagine that a collector who 
is also a world-class architect would design 
a signature building to house the work. 
Not so, Michael Graves. Although he 
bought a “home” 10 years ago and has 
been renovating it sporadically ever since, 
that home is a warehouse, built in 1926 in 
the heart of one of Princeton’s residential 
areas. At present he lives in the ell of the 
building, in space about the size of a stan- 
dard three-room apartment. Into this is 
crammed much of his collection. Elegant 
| chairs and tables vie for space along with 


favorite of his is the English furniture de- 


the range, dishwasher and sink, if only 
temporarily. “I’m still living like a stu- 
dent,” he says, “‘but it’s getting done now.” 

When his home is finished, most of his 
collection will be under one roof. But even 
with museum-quality furniture, Mr. 
Graves has no intention of creating a mon- 
ument. “I’m not here to have people walk 
through my house and say, ‘Oh look what 
you’ve got.’ My house is going to have 
pretty things in it, but it’s not going to be a 
hands-off place.” 

Mindful of the comfort of future guests 
and of his passion for the Cincinnati Reds, 
Michael Graves is designing his own ver- 
sion of an overstuffed Regency club chair 
and also a sofa, going after “in a big way” 
the 45-degree angle at which Americans 
like to relax. “It’s when we want to lounge, 
talking or watching television or whatever, 
that classical furniture is probably not the 
thing to sit on,” he says. ““The overstuffed 
chairs I’m making for my house are a 
substitute for the style of furniture I like 
that simply wasn’t ever produced.” 

As for the pieces that got away, the bane 
of every collector, Mr. Graves has few re- 
grets: “I’ve only given up three or four 
things I really wanted. One was a table 
that was so unorthodox it was classical. I 
didn’t draw it; I didn’t even take a picture 
of it. I only remember it as being incredibly 
special. I didn’t buy it because I couldn’t 
afford it. It stands as a kind of figment— 
like a woman you once saw and later 
thought, ‘My God, why didn’t I introduce 
myself?” Obviously the romance of col- 
lecting has affected Mr. Graves deeply. 

He has never inventoried his collection, 
so he doesn’t know how many pieces he 
owns, but he’s not worried. When the ren- 
ovation of his warehouse-home is com- 
plete, a vast amount of space will be 
available for his furniture. And as with 
many avid collectors looking to improve 
their holdings, there is the possibility of 
trading up or selling off. As Michael 
Graves puts it, “I bought pieces years ago 
that today look crude to me. Someday I 
may try to get rid of some of those pieces.” 

In describing his experiences designing 
and making furniture, Mr. Graves draws 
yet another parallel to architecture. To 
learn, to understand, to get better, to be 
good, you need “practice, practice, prac- 
tice.” That advice can be defined as learn- 
ing the resources, looking at work, 
comparing—educating both the mind and 
the eye. These are the ingredients you need 
to build a fine collection. Though he may 
be reluctant to accept the designation col- 
lector, Michael Graves is an excellent ex- 
ample of the breed.

Bermuda’s only source of fresh water. 
Although the best time to view Bermu- 
da’s beautiful houses and gardens is from 
late-March until mid-May when the Gar- 
den Club of Bermuda holds its Open 
Houses and Gardens Tour (details follow), 
there are several historic residences open 
to visitors year-round. In addition to Tuck- 
er House in St. George, with its antique 
furnishings and paintings, and Verdmont, 
a 17th-century mansion restored and oper- 
ated by the Bermuda National Trust, Cam- 
den in Hamilton provides visitors with a 
view of typical Bermuda architecture. 
Atop a hill in the middle of the Bermuda 
Botanical Garden with a panoramic view 
of the South Shore, Camden was built in 
the early 1700s. Additions to the original 
structure including a veranda, porch and 
bow windows in the dining and drawing 
rooms were added in the 19th century. In 
February 1979, after undergoing extensive 
renovations, it became the official resi- 
dence of the Premier of Bermuda but is 


used for official 
functions only. The 
grounds are open 
daily during day- 
light; the house is 
open on Tuesday 
and Wednesday, 
noon to 2 P.M. 

Perhaps the most 
impressive feature of 
Camden is its hand- 
some native cedar 
found in the grand 
front-hall staircase, 
beautifully carved 
paneling in the din- 
ing room and en- 
trance hall, antique 
furniture and door 
and window mold- 
ings. Other notable 
features include: a 
great Waterford 
crystal chandelier in 
the drawing room, 
inlaid Sheraton console table and cedar 
chest, Adam-style fireplace with fluting, 
cedar bookshelves and “mirror image” 
paneling on the dining room doors. 

The Bermuda Botanical Garden’s 36 
acres of beautifully maintained grounds 
contain a wide variety of gardens including 
separate areas for hibiscus, subtropical 
fruit trees, palms, cacti and succulents, 
plumeria, conifers, woodlands and ferns. A 
formal garden has various annual flowers 
in a breathtaking assortment of colors. 

During the early-spring Open Houses 
and Gardens Tour sponsored by the Gar- 
den Club of Bermuda, three or four dis- 
tinctive private houses and gardens in one 
parish are open to the public from 2 P.M. 
to 5 P.M. on Wednesday. The tours, which 
resemble open houses or tea parties rather 
than formal itineraries, feature homes 
within walking distance of each other. 

Also of note in Bermuda this season is 
the Bermuda International Flower Show

open to visitors at times specified by the 
Bermuda National Trust. The three main 
rooms of Palmetto House, an 18th-century 
cruciform house, are full of fine pieces of 
Bermuda cedar furniture. Located on 
North Shore Rd. in Smith’s Parish, it is 
open Thursday from 10 A.M. to 5 P.M. 
Dating from 1705, The Old Rectory on 
Broad Alley in St. George’s is one of the 
oldest cottages on Bermuda. It is open 
Wednesday and Saturday from 10 A.M. to 
5 p.M. Winterhaven Farm Cottage (Devil’s 
Hole, Harrington Sound, Smith’s Parish) is 
an 18th-century house plus a mini-museum 
that is open Monday and Thursday from 
10 A.M. to 5 P.M. 

In addition, two branch libraries are 
housed in National Trust buildings.

HAWAII 
Most people associate Hawaii with 
thatched huts, hula dancers in swaying 


grass skirts and miles of deserted white- © 


sand beaches. Imagine the shock of visitors 
who arrive at Honolulu’s bustling interna- 
tional airport with its seemingly endless 
concrete corridors and modern facilities. 
Gone are the thatched huts and hula danc- 
ers (except at the free Kodak show in Ka- 
piolani Park and at a few shopping center 
shows). High-rise hotels line the white- 
sand beaches of Waikiki. 

But parts of old Hawaii exist for those 
willing to seek them out. Whether it is a 
visit to Oahu’s quiet and scenic north 
shore or a trip to a less-developed neighbor 
island, it is possible to see Hawaii as it was 
before development overtook Waikiki. Just 
a short drive from downtown Honolulu in 
Nu’uanu Valley rests a turn-of-the-century 
estate that remains virtually unchanged 
since it was purchased in 1938 by the 
Walker family. Known as Pa’ilima (place 
where ilima grows), the Walker Estate is 
an historic site on the National Register, 
representing typical architecture from the 


days of the Hawaiian monarchy, and is 
also listed on the Hawaii State Register of 
Historic Places. It was built by Honolulu 
businessman Charles Rodiek in the early 
1900s and acquired by the Walkers from 
Allen C.K. Wilcox (Mahelona) who had 
inherited it from his mother, Emma Kaui- 
keolani Napoleon Wilcox. 

Situated on six acres of lush tropical 
vegetation, the estate features a Japanese 
garden thought to be the oldest formal 
Japanese garden on Oahu, numerous 
plants and trees unique to Hawaii and 
many trees that are over a century old. 

The house itself, a two-story frame 
structure in the Classical Revival style, is 
set back from the street, protected by a 
buffer of shrubs, trees and lawn. Soffit 
eaves supported by decorative scroll brack- 
ets surround the hip roof. Large covered 
porches on each floor provide cover from 
the tropical rains and access to the cooling 
trade winds. Its entrance is enhanced with 
a hip-roofed porte cochere supported by 
fluted columns that leads to a covered 
porch. Within the house, still inhabited by 
Mrs. Una Craig Walker who supervises the 
gardeners, a grand stairway with wood 
handrail greets visitors. It leads to an up- 
per hall. On the first floor, French doors in 
each major room open to the outside. 





Although still a private residence, the 
Walker Estate is frequently open to the 
public for special garden tours and recep- 
tions. The Outdoor Circle and the Garden 
Club are among the many organizations 
that schedule annual events there. (Groups 
of 20 or more can arrange to visit the 
estate by contacting Mrs. Lawrence John- 
son of the Garden Club at 3541 Kahawalu 
Dr., Honolulu, HI 96817; (808) 595-6725.) 
Members of the Garden Club of America 
can make individual arrangements to visit 
the Walker Estate by contacting their zone 
chairperson. 


FLORIDA 

Florida has become one of America’s 
most popular winter vacation spots. Al- 
though best known for its beaches, many 
Florida destinations feature interesting 
houses and gardens as well. In St. Augus- 
tine there is Sanchez de Ortigosa House, 
and in Palm Beach, the Breakers, but one 
of the most interesting places to visit is the 
Edison Winter Home in Ft. Myers. 

Built on the banks of the Caloosahatch- 
ee River, the rambling 14-acre estate with 
its main house, guest house, laboratories 
and botanical gardens portrays life as it 
was during Thomas Edison’s lifetime. Its 
spacious rooms and original laboratories 


are kept just as Edison left them. 

Designed by Edison and built in sections 
in Fairfield, Me., in 1885, the main house 
and guest house were shipped to Ft. Myers 
by four sailing schooners and erected in 
1886, making them among the first “‘prefab- 
ricated” buildings in America. Expansive 
overhanging porches encircling the main 
house and French doors on the first floor 
provide natural “air conditioning” from 
cool breezes. A cool, tiled colonnade con- 
nects the house and a guest house that was 
used to accommodate visitors for a month 
at a time. These long stays resulted from 
limited access to Ft. Myers; during Edison’s 
first 20 years there, it was accessible only by 
a boat that sailed once a month. 

The interior of the white clapboard Vic- 
torian house is filled with Edison’s inven- 
tions. Original carbon-filament light bulbs 
made by Edison illuminate the living 
room. Despite burning 12 hours a day, 
they have never burned out. Electric chan- 
deliers of brass made by Edison in his 
workshop enhance the living room as well. 
Furnishings remain the same as when the 
Edisons lived here. In the bedroom, for 
example, antique candlesticks and clock 
adorn the fireplace mantel. 

More than 1,000 varieties of plants im- 
ported from all over the world grow in 


Edison’s tropical garden, one of the most 
complete in America. Despite its beautiful 
flowers and flowering plants, Edison plant- 
ed the garden for experimental purposes, 
not for aesthetic value. In one of his most 
important experiments—the search for a 
domestic source for rubber—Edison 
worked with more than 1,700 plants and 
weeds, and he eventually succeeded in 
making rubber from goldenrod. Wild or- 
chids, tall African tulips, flowering mango 
trees and blooming cereus from Mexico are 
among the many colorful blooms on view. 
Of particular interest is a giant banyan 
tree, the largest in Florida, which was 
two inches in diameter when Edison plant- 
ed it in 1925 and now spreads to more 
than 400 feet around its trunks. Also of 
importance are original clumps of giant 
bamboo, which Edison used for electric 
light filaments, and goldenrod weed, 
which Edison experimented with as a 
source of rubber. 

The Edison Winter Home with its tropi- 
cal gardens, museum and laboratory is 
open Monday through Saturday, except 
Thanksgiving and Christmas, from 9 A.M. 
to 4 P.M., Sunday from 12:30 to 4 P.M. It is 
at 2350 McGregor Blvd., Ft. Myers. 

Also in Florida, Key West offers its Old

ST. CROIX 

One of the few U.S. territories in the 
Caribbean, St. Croix in the U.S. Virgin 
Islands offers vacationers an opportunity 
to enjoy marvelous beaches, warm Carib- 
bean waters and a tropical climate without 
the bother of carrying passports and ex- 
changing money. Despite its current ties to 
America, St. Croix’s Danish roots make its 
capital, Christiansted, an ideal place to ob- 
serve the architecture of an 18th-century 
Danish town. 

For a glimpse of what life was like on an 
18th-century sugarcane plantation, a visit 
to the Whim Greathouse on St. Croix is a 
must. Restored in the 1960s by the St.

Croix Landmarks Society, the estate fea- 
tures a main house, small museum, 19th- 
century apothecary, plantation gift shop 
selling 18th-century reproductions, and 
working sugar mill complete with wind- 
mill. The sugar mill, which is typical of the 


more than 115 mills in operation on St., 


Croix during the height of the sugar days, 
was brought block by block to the Whim 
estate from its original location on Nevis to 
demonstrate what a working sugar planta- 
tion looked like. At the time there were no 
working mills in the U.S. Virgin Islands. 

Although the estate dates back to 1751, 
the Greathouse with its three-foot-thick 
walls was built around 1794 by Christo- 
pher MacEvoy, a flamboyant and ostenta- 
tious bachelor. Today, with its antique 
furniture, fine silver and delicate china, it 
recreates the opulent lifestyle typical of a 
plantation owner. Among its treasures are 
the dining room table setting from Bing & 
Grgndahl in Denmark, the beautifully fur- 
nished bedroom with its crystal chandelier 
and mahogany four-poster bed, and 1830s 
sugarcane prints. 

Perhaps the most unusual feature of the 
neoclassical European-style house is the 
moat which surrounds the Greathouse and 
serves as an air shaft for the cellar and as a 
water runoff area. Authorities believe that 


at one time a stream ran under the house, 
joining the rainwater carried from the 
moat to an underground culvert to a well. 
Although Whim Greathouse has no for- 
mal gardens, its grounds are filled with 
lush vegetation including hibiscus, bou- 
gainvillea and dozens of palm trees. A 
short drive from the estate on the same 
road is the Botanical Garden, where a vari- 
ety of tropical plants grow. Whim Great- 
house, on Centerline Rd. two miles east of 
Frederiksted, is open daily from 10 A.M. to 
5 P.M., except in the summer when it closes 
Sunday morning and all day Monday. 
Other historic and modern houses on St. 
Croix are on view annually during seven 
different house and garden tours, spon- 
sored by the St. Croix Landmarks Society, 
on Wednesday from 9:30 A.M. to approxi- 
mately 1 P.M., from January through 
March. A fundraiser for the Landmarks 
Society, the tours make available private 
homes all over the island that are not usu- 
ally on view. Each tour features four or 
five estates and greathouses which either 
hark back to the island’s heritage as a 
Danish settlement or show how modern 
architects have made use of the extraordi- 
nary geographical features of St Croix. 
Among the houses which may be includ- 
ed are the newly renovated Estate Butler

MEXICO 

Believed to be the most populous city in 
the world with over 17 million people, 
Mexico City juxtaposes its rich history 
with contemporary life. Subway tunnels 
tun past Aztec ruins, Spanish mansions sit 
beside modern skyscrapers and ancient In- 
dian artifacts share museum space with 
20th-century murals. 

In the midst of the bustling city with its 
legendary traffic jams, Chapultepec Park 
(meaning Grasshopper Hill) provides a 
quiet respite from the noise and commo- 
tion surrounding it. Dating back to 1435 
when King Izcoatl designated it as a re- 
creation area for Aztec monarchs, it en- 
compasses 2,100 acres and contains five 
museums, four lakes, a large reservoir sys- 
tem, playgrounds, amusement park, zoo, 
botanical garden, restaurants, dozens of 
fountains and miles of walkways.

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Among its most important buildings is 
Chapultepec Castle, open daily except 
Tuesday from 9 A.M. to 5:30 P.M., where 
Emperor Maximilian and his wife Carlota 
lived during their short reign in the mid- 
19th century. Portions of the castle are as 
they were during Mexico’s brief attempt at 
a monarchy. 

Originally the site of an Aztec summer 
palace, the castle was designed in the late- 
18th century as a retreat for Spanish vice- 
roys but was never completed. After 
Mexico declared its independence in 1821, 
the castle served a variety of purposes. It 
was the National Military Academy, the 
site of the deciding battle in the Mexican- 
American War, Maximilian’s palace, the 
official home of presidents. Today, in addi- 
tion to containing Maximilian and Carlo- 
ta’s imperial living quarters known as the 
Alcazar, Chapultepec Castle serves as the 
National Museum of History. 

From the main entrance, you can visit a 
terrace that offers a panoramic view of 
Mexico City in all its grandeur. Capturing 
a similar view from her bedroom balcony, 
Carlota used to watch Maximilian’s royal 
carriage pass down the Paseo de la Re- 
forma on the way to the National Palace. 

In front of the terrace fountain, which is 
decorated with symbolic markings of Cha- 


longer. 


pultepec, are the lower-floor offices that 
were occupied by President Porfirio Diaz 
when he resided at the castle. Also on the 
lower floor is a Chinese room with tapes- 
tries, rugs and furniture that were given to 
Mexico by the empress of China in 1910. 
Just past Carlota’s bedroom and bath is 
her dressing room followed by the music 
room with its fine European tapestries, 
porcelains and high-quality china. 

The lower floor also contains a small 
dining salon and luxurious dining room 
furnished as it was during Emperor Maxi- 
milian’s reign. Adjacent are a waiting 
room with very fine antique furniture and 
a game room decorated with tapestries and 
silk appliqués. 

The East Wing of the upper floor fea- 
tures the bedroom of President Diaz, 
which later served as a guest room for 
distinguished visitors, and other bedrooms 
and offices furnished in the style of the 
19th century. Of particular interest is the 
Ambassador’s Room with Louis XVI-style 
furniture and a magnificent Aubusson rug 
decorated with landscapes of Chapultepec. 

The gardens, which were created by 
Carlota in the French style, stand on the 
site of what was probably an Aztec botani- 
cal garden and feature a wide variety of 
plants and flowers. @

GREAT 
TRAILBLAZERS 


1890s-1950s 


The shapers of American taste, the consciousness-raisers 
whose early decorating prowess continues to inspire 


Isie de Wolfe invented interior decoration as we know it. 

In the late 1890s she transformed her own dark Victorian 

house on New York’s Irving Place, throwing out the Turk- 

ish corner, the cluttering knickknacks and plush draperies; 
painting the somber woodwork white; bringing in lighter, brighter 
furnishings. This created such a sensation in her socialite circle 
that she was encouraged in 1905 to announce that she was avail- 
able to help “do” the houses of her friends. Untrained at that 
point, she was lucky enough to get the commission to decorate the 
brand new Colony Club on Madison Avenue, recommended by its 
architect, Stanford White. She gave it an unprecedented unclublike 
neoclassic look, creating controversy but establishing her own 
undeniable mark. She vacationed yearly in France, acquainting 
herself so thoroughly with French antiques that by 1913 Henry 
Clay Frick had her buy the furniture for his new mansion, now the 
home of The Frick Collection. She soon was sought after by scores 
of wealthy clients who appreciated her favorite palette of pastels, 
grays and beiges and her disdain for clutter. In her 1920s heyday 
she dyed her hair blue and stood on her head to show her vigor. 
She married at 61 and lived to the age of 85. 

Syrie Maugham, wife of Somerset Maugham, 
opened a shop in London in 1922, purveying furni- 
ture that had been stripped and pickled, sometimes 
ornamented with floral painting, and was so success- 
ful that she soon opened similar shops in the United 
States. Decorating for English and American clients, 
she was noted for pale monochromatic rooms that 
she skillfully saved from dullness by using a variety 





of textures. She was most famous for her all-white rooms, derived 
from her own London living room where walls were white, cur- 
tains white satin, lampshades white velvet, with white-painted 
Louis XV chairs and low, cushy sofas—also in white. 

Frances Elkins, sister of the illustrious Chicago architect David 
Adler, began her design career by remodeling her 1824 adobe 
house in Monterey, Calif., so creatively with French and English 
antiques and Chinese artifacts that people flocked to see it. In a 
sense, she was importuned into decorating by friends who asked 
her help. She opened an office in 1927 and soon became the most 
prestigious decorator on the West Coast, not only because she 
popularized Spanish Colonial design, but because of her inventive, 
unlikely but effective mixtures of the rich with the primitive, her 
use of color and texture, and adventurous eclecticism. From de- 
signing great houses in Pebble Beach and Santa Barbara, she 
worked nationwide. She’s credited with introducing the French 
furniture of Jean-Michel Frank to the United States. 

Melanie Kahane, whose credits include a host of homes, hotels, 
and theaters, opened her studio in the °30s, having trained at 
Parsons School of Design and in France. Still mak- 
ing an impact, she is known for her exciting way 
with color and innovative use of materials, as shown 
here (opposite). Some of her “‘firsts” were upholster- 
ing walls with gray flannel suiting, covering

She represented the United 
States on trade missions to 
Southeast Asia, the Soviet 
Union, England and Bel- 
gium, and helped design 
NASA’s Space Lab. 

Billy Baldwin, a Balti- 
morean, studied fine arts 
at Princeton, and in the 
*20s was decorating for a 
local clientele. His work 
was seen by decorator 
Ruby Ross Wood, who 
wooed him to New York 
in 1935 to assist in her 
vast, lucrative practice, but 
after the war he struck out 
on his own. His interiors 
were notably understated, 
using fine furnishings with 
unpretentious quiet. He 
was early to espouse Thai- 
bok silk. Preferring curved 
line and practical comfort, 
he created his own version 
of the armless slipper 


chair, bringing it into the living room. Dark-colored 
walls were something of a trademark—a glossy 
brown black he called Coromandel brown and the 
deep green of a moistened gardenia leaf. His clients 
were many and devoted, among them Mrs. William 
Paley, Diana Vreeland, Cole Porter and Mrs. Thom-

was Jacqueline Kennedy 
Onassis, who commis- 
sioned his services from 
time to time. His book Bil- 
ly Baldwin Remembers is a 
compendium of reminis- 
cences, decorating hints 
and thoughts on design. 
He retired to Nantucket, 
where he died in 1984. 
Dorothy Draper, the 
grande dame of Tuxedo 
Park, saw everything on a 
grand scale. In the ’20s she 
began specializing in posh 
Manhattan apartment 
house lobbies, but was 
soon decorating great ho- 
tels in toto, from guest 
rooms to table linen, giv- 
ing them arresting style 
and amenities not hereto- 
fore seen in hotels. Among 
innovations were sofa beds 
that gave rooms a sitting- 
room function. Dead 
white, dark green and 
rose-red were known as 
her colors, and chintzes 


patterned in huge cabbage roses were considered a 
signature, but her work was far more versatile. 
Among her most spectacular commissions were 
New York’s Hampshire House, the Greenbrier in 
White Sulphur Springs, W.Va., and Dromoland 
Castle, Ireland. She retired in the 50s. Her asso- 
ciate, Carleton Varney, perpetuates her name. 














Daring to be different, they mixed periods, 
tried new colors, experimented with scale and stressed livability 


William Pahimann, who 
paid his Parsons tuition by 
dancing in a chorus line at 
night, won a scholarship to 
France and returned to 
revolutionize Lord & Tay- 
lor’s model rooms with his 
daring mixes and ethnic 
themes: Swedish Modern, 
then brilliant Peruvian, 
which was his own combi- 
nation of Andean textiles 
and Indian artifacts that 
drew great crowds. “He 
nearly invented eclecti- 
cism,”” says a colleague. 
“He’d put anything and 
everything together to 
make a dramatic state- 
ment. A wonderful wacki- 
ness.”” After a wartime 
stint as director of a cam- 
ouflage school, he opened 
a Studio in 1946. His clien- 
tele included the Walter 
Hovings, Bonwit Teller 
stores, Tiffany & Co., the 
Smithsonian Institution, 
New York’s Hotel Pierre, 
a hotel in Hong Kong and numerous enterprises in Latin America. 
He used unusual materials to great effect—tortoiseshell, caning, 
pigskin, heavy raw silks and tweeds. He designed furniture on 
casters for easy, flexible use. Retiring to Mexico in 1976, he had 
completed the biggest job of his career—four theaters, a student 
center complex and tower with 66 guest rooms and the president’s 
house at Texas A&M University.

T. H. Robsjohn-Gib- 
bings, who studied archi- 
tecture in England and 
had a fling designing for 
films, came to the United 
States to work with an- 
tiques dealer Charles Du- 
veen. In 1936 he opened a 
showroom notable for its 
utter simplicity, highlight- 
ed by Greek Klismos 
chairs he had recreated 
himself. Within a year his 
elegantly sparse approach 
to interiors had attracted 
such clients as Elizabeth 
Arden, the Myron Tay- 
lors, Doris Duke, Thelma 
Chrysler Foy, Conrad Hil- 
ton and Neiman-Marcus, 
plus New York’s exclusive 
River Club. He designed 
furniture, especially in 
walnut and birch, sugges- 
tive of Swedish Modern 
but with a handcrafted 
look. One armchair of that 
period became popularly 
known as the Gibbings 
Chair and is a classic today. He later designed furniture for the 
Widdicomb Furniture Company. A witty and articulate man, 
Gibby had few kind things to say about the Bauhaus modernists or 
traditionalist clutter. He wrote articles for House Beautiful in the 
’40s and ’SOs before retiring to Greece. B —MARION GOUGH

traditions.” While Lutyens and Jekyll formed a successful partner- 
ship for many reasons, their respect for the environment must have 
been one of the most important—and it is perhaps their most 
lasting legacy to us. If Mr. Lutyens felt that a Surrey house should 
only be built of Surrey stone (materials for Orchards were quarried 
on the property), Miss Jekyll felt just as strongly about preserving 
the existing landscape. She writes about Orchards: “‘The scheme of 
gardening has been kept very simple. It was evident that the 
beautiful stretch of forest ground deserved to have its own senti- 
ment preserved as much as possible, and that where it met the 
garden it would be well that the two should join easily without any 
sudden jolt. Therefore the planting between wood and lawn is of 
easy groups of such shrubs and trees as first suggest woodland, 


crabs and amelanchier, with plantings of double-flowered bramble 
and double gorse, and some of the wilder of the rambling roses.” 

Miss Jekyll writes just as eloquently about the wild ground 
under the oaks: “Wide stretches of pale daffodils are planted in 
those long level drifts that Nature has taught us are the best ways 
of disposing these flowers in such places.’’ And in the kitchen 
garden bloom those borders of subtly contrasting flowers that were 
Miss Jekyll’s specialty: ““The borders are a blaze of late summer 
flowers, while the brighter colored groups have their brilliancy 
enhanced by judiciously planted regions of gray cineraria mari- 
tima, gypsophila and lavender-cotton. It is one of the unending 
pleasures of a garden to seek out every spot that may be beautified 
by vegetation and to find the right plant for the place.” @ 





BEST SMALL HOUSES 


1898 and 1986 


Two prizewinning designs, 88 years apart, reflect 
the enduring American quest for space, light and workability 
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Halcyon, architect Richard Philipp’s prizewinning small house in 1898, gave a surface suggestion 
of an old English cottage, but its plan presaged design elements that are standard today.

look back at House Beautiful’s roots tells a story of 
mind-boggling technological and sociological change. 
But along with this comes the surprising discovery that 
history seems to repeat itself, or at the very least, reveals 

an abiding consistency in what our readers find most desirable as a 

living environment. 

In 1898, just as in 1986, we invited a group of architects to 
compete in the design of a small house. The early-day contest 
required that special attention be given to “the convenience and 
originality of the plan.’ Also stipulated: ““Ornamen- 
tal features must not be given prominence at the 
expense of the practical.’’ And in that bygone day, 
the house must not cost more than $3,000! 

First-prizewinner, shown above, was a six-room 
brick and plaster-and-lath cottage called Halcyon, 
designed by Richard Philipp of Milwaukee, Wis., 


published in our August 1898 issue. Mr. Phi- 
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lipp’s prize was $50, for which he produced a plan unquestionably 
ahead of its time, hinting at many of the elements we would 
automatically demand in a house today. 

For instance, he dispensed with the time-honored front veranda, 
giving the turn-of-the-century family a back porch off the living 
room with an extended terrace with a view to the garden instead of 
street traffic. Rather than spotting walls with single windows, he 
grouped three or more together to bring in more light. Downstairs, 
he kept the customary wide hall with living and dining rooms at 
either side, but gave these rooms broad doorways, creating a sense 
of flowing spaciousness in small quarters. Saving 
space, he built in bookcases and china cupboards 
and turned nooks into window seats. He foresaw the 
coming of the iceman and delivery boys with a 
special kitchen entrance, screened by hedges from 
the family terrace. The ground floor had the luxury 
of a lavatory. Not unusual for its time, there was 
only one bath for the three upstairs bedrooms, one

of which had a fireplace. Another, described as a “sensible” maid’s 
room, was noted as the kind of accommodation that would attract 
domestic help. Translated into today’s terms, Halcyon foreshad- 
owed the free flow of rooms, the generous volume of light, the 
close relationship of outdoors to indoors and the carefully engi- 
neered saving of space that made our most recent “Best Small 
House”’ a winner. 

Prizewinner of this year’s small house competition, cosponsored 
by House Beautiful and the American Wood Council, was de- 
signed by Shope Reno Wharton Associates, whose ingenious ar- 
rangement of fenestration fills the house with light and seems to 
almost double its 1,500 square feet. The facade, suggesting a 
cottage just as the 1898 winner did, would seem to have an age-old 
appeal. (See the house in its entirety in our March 1986 issue.) 

The house is basically a cube, with a sweep of space that treats 
its first floor almost as one room, facing the outdoors. Acknowl- 
edging the timeless, nostalgic appeal of the window seat, the 
architects incorporated one into a corner of the living room, 


making practical seating use of a bay window area that is part of 
their ploy for adding light. Kitchen and dining room are basically 
one, separated only by a counter. 

Downstairs, the library is a snug retreat that could also be a 
music room, a sewing room or study. Upstairs, what would once 
have been a maid’s room is another all-purpose room, a guest room 
or home office when the need arises. 

“Small Things That Are Large” was the headline on an 1898 
story we published, and the words apply equally well to both of our 
award-winners. Though nearly 90 years apart in conception, the 
two designs are markedly similar in spirit. For what we wrote then 
would be apt today: ‘““The ornaments which form the finishing 
touch of every room are small in themselves, but their effect upon 
the final impression which the room is to give is decidedly great.” 
In directing today’s architects in designing submissions, we urged 
them to incorporate details that would make restricted spaces live 
big, just as our editorial forebears gave recognition to “Small 
Things That Are Large.’ We’ve come full circle.@

1930s 


What Noel Coward and Sinclair Lewis repaired to 
in their heydays, we yearn for in the ’80Os

oel Coward, that city-bred genius of theater and song, 

used to take to the misty, reed-grown flats of Romney 

Marsh in Kent whenever he was world-weary. He found 

his comfort in an old farmhouse, first thought to be 
Victorian, later discovered to be a 16th-century Tudor cottage 
replete with original beams. It soon turned out to be too small for 
his hospitable leanings, so every year he added to it—guest rooms, 
a library, a dining room, a bar—until his Goldenhurst Farm had 
17 bedrooms and a high-ceilinged studio (formerly a garage). With 
its uneven roofline, it looked rather like a compact 
Elizabethan village. 

In expanding this vacation home, Coward pre- 
served the 16th-century atmosphere—as far as com- 
mon sense permitted. For instance, he kept the 
diamond-pane mullion windows but made them tall- 
er and wider than authentic Tudor to let in light and 

. And in decorating Coward strove for comfort. 


Shintz covered cushy sofas, and Staffordshire china, 


> 
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Bristol glass and 18th-century landscapes accented the fabric col- 
ors. The furnishings came from Coward’s forays into every an- 
tiques shop he could find time to investigate. He claimed he had 
depleted the stock of all antiquarians in the marshland area. 

In his own room, at a secluded end of this linkage of buildings, 
he worked at a fine oak table. Floor-to-ceiling windows on three 
walls opened to the bracing sea breezes he loved. Coward’s four- 
poster was Regency, draped like the windows in blue and white 
stripes. Window draperies were slender, however, to provide clear 
views of 600 acres of marshiand and the sea beyond. The marshes 
had a romantic appeal for him, for in bygone days they were the 
stamping grounds of smugglers. 

Goldenhurst Farm, nicknamed the African Vil- 
lage because of its accumulation of buildings, includ- 
ed a bar papered in manuscripts of Coward plays. 
The studio, which boasted two frequently used pi- 
anos and was set up for games of bezique and back- 
gammon, had provision for movies and dancing. The 
room was whitewashed, depending for color on a 
brilliant green screen designed by Syrie Maugham.

inclair Lewis, the Sauk Centre, Minn., boy who won fame 
and fortune by relating the foibles of his town in his novels 
Main Street and Babbitt, was married to Dorothy Thomp- 
son, a foreign correspondent, political columnist, lecturer 
and author of several books on international politics. Both had 
grown up in small towns, but their careers took them traveling the 
world and their busy lives were loaded with the tensions of the late- 
1920s and ’30s. As a place to relax and catch their breath now and 
then, they found an old Yankee farmhouse in the hills of Vermont. 
In remodeling it, they created this house, open to great views. 
What particularly attracted 
the Lewises to the place was a 
decrepit carriage house at- 
tached to the main house via 
the kitchen—an old New En- 
gland custom. There was a rab- 
bit sitting in one corner of the 
cobwebby place when they first 
looked at it, but they could vi- 
sualize what this space might 





become. The one great room with a hayloft became living room, 
library and dining room. The hayloft was transformed into a 
gallery for the writers’ accumulation of books. The old rafters were 
left untouched, and the carriage-house door became the entrance 
to the house. 

The farmhouse and the upstairs rooms provided a guest room 
and separate bedroom-studies for the Lewises, hers planned around 
an heirloom quilt. Floors throughout were covered in rag and 
hooked rugs to preserve the farmhouse quality of the place. Other 
than that, furnishings were a marvelously eclectic assortment of 
souvenirs from quarters they 
had previously lived in, notably 
Biedermeier pieces Mrs. Lewis 
had collected in her days as for- 
eign correspondent in Vienna. 

The descending lawn ter- 
races, banked with rocks, were 
her particular pride and joy; so 
was the upper terrace with its 
view of the hills. @

THE IMPACT OF GENIUS 


Fallingwater, 1936 


Frank Lloyd Wright designed houses he thought would please 
his clients, says an architect who worked at his side for many years 


In 1896 Frank Lloyd Wright and two partners printed 90 
copies of a book of essays on design in the basement of his 
first commissioned house. The title of this small folio, The 
House Beautiful, and many of its tenets were embraced by an 
entrepreneur Starting a magazine devoted to home building, 
decorating and gardening. Half a century later Mr. Wright 
reestablished his involvement with House Beautiful, spend- 
ing time in our offices when he was in New York. Thus his 
ideas shaped the birth and development of this magazine as 
well as the history of architectural design in America. 





henever Frank Lloyd Wright walked into the drafting 
room at Taliesin, his architectural complex in Wis- 
consin, he seemed primed to make a statement. After 
giving us all a resounding hello from deep in his 
chest, he made his way from one drafting table to 
another. To us draftsmen/apprentices it appeared 


that he had just rested and was now raring to reach 





the next creative plateau. We always rose to our 
eet as he entered—the automatic courtesy given 
he master—and made way for him as he moved 
about to review our drawings. During c

him as Mr. Wright, never as Wright or Frank. (He called me 
Edgar, accenting the second syllable. But once, in correcting a 
drawing, he whimsically said, ““That’s the way it should be, Mr. 
Tafel,” and I replied, ““Yes, Frank.”’ This was the only time I ever 
used his first name.) 

As he reviewed our drawings, he would comment on the clients 
and how he envisioned them in the houses he was designing for 
them. “Malcolm and Nancy will be sitting around the fireplace” — 
referring to the Willey house in Minnesota; “Katharine and Lloyd 
will be watching the river and birds from the balcony’”—the Lewis 
house in Illinois; ““E.J. and Liliane will walk across the bridge and 
into the woods together’—the Kaufmann house (Fallingwater) in 
Pennsylvania 

Mr. Wright would offer his view of how each couple should live 
in their new home. In this way he always designed for the individ- 
ual couple, keeping in mind how He thought the house would make 
them happy. From the beginning of his career in 
the 1890s until 1923, Mr. Wright designed hun- 
dreds of buildings, most of them houses. Between 
1923 and 1933 his practice declined; only two 
houses were completed. By 1933, two years after I 
began working for him, the practice had started to 
rebound. In my nine years with Mr. Wnight, I 
Supervised construction of seven of his houses in- 
cluding Fallingwater, which was the most famous 
one, in 1936. I also worked as a draftsman on 








many of his other houses during 
that period. 

Mr. Wright insisted that each 
house be tailored to the clients; it 
had to have its own grammar—its 
own atmosphere, angle, color 
scheme, style. He went so far as to 
design the furniture—built-in and 
movable—and to envision its 
placement. If he imagined the Wil- 
leys sitting around the fireplace, he 
would picture that setting in all its 
detail, determining how the chairs 
would look and where the chairs 
would be and how Mr. and Mrs.

site; he looked around and told 
me—on the spot—where the pool 
would go and how everything else 
would be altered to accommodate 
it. (Never was the builder’s profit 
his concern!) Mr. Wright’s motto, 
so often stated to us, was, ““The 
architect’s two most important 
tools are the eraser in the drafting 
room and the wrecking bar on the 
job.”” He told us that if he had to, 
he would tear down a brick wall 
on a job site. In Japan he once 
started to do just that, noting that 





Willey would look sitting in them. 

Even in the earliest stages of developing a plan for a house, the 
placement of furniture was always penciled in. When I worked 
with Mr. Wright, he insisted on lavishing a great deal of time and 
attention on each client. Standardizing even the most mundane 
details was anathema to him. 

Sometimes he would make changes well after construction be- 
gan. Such was the case with a house whose construction I super- 
vised: Wingspread, the Herbert F. Johnson residence in Wind 
Point, Wis. After construction had begun, the client decided he 
wanted a swimming pool. I accompanied Mr. Wright to the job 


a wall of one of his buildings was 
badly laid. Seeing him, a mason on 
the job threw a brick at him, only narrowly missing. 

Like all good architects, Mr. Wright interviewed his clients to 
determine what he should design for them. He didn’t query them 
at length, though. He just tried to get some sense of what they were 
like and what their needs and idiosyncracies were. He would ask 
them for a budget, of course. Then he would try to determine how 
much they real/y could spend—and became notorious for going 
over budget. On one project, Mr. Wright was given a budget of 
$35,000, but the house ended up costing $80,000. The client, a

hen The House Beautiful was 

born 90 years ago, the deco-

table practitioners, save for 
Elsie de Wolfe, America’s first woman to 
make a career out of fashioning rooms for 
a select clientele. An instinctive, self- 
taught arbiter of taste, her criterion was 
adopted from the words of novelist Edith 
Wharton: “The essence of taste is suitabil- 
ity.’ Over a half-century ago, another 
woman determined to be a rival for the 
standard-bearer of ‘‘suitability” and con- 
summate taste. Dorothy Kinnicutt Parish, 
nicknamed Sister by her four brothers, an- 
nounced during her honeymoon in Paris, 
“Tm going to be a decorator, just like Elsie 
de Wolfe!” At the time she was 19. 

Like the legendary figure she planned to 
emulate, Mrs. Parish inherited a taste for 
quality, a lust for travel and a high appre- 
ciation for home as a diary of one’s roots. 


Her particular roots were well established 


in Dark Harbor, Me., at her grandfather’s

neration—her grandchildren. Talk about 
ts, family ties, animals, and Mrs. Parish 


lights up, for these are what touch her soul 
and what elicit quick response. “‘One of the 
troubles with this nation,’ she contends, 
“is that many of the children have no 
roots.”’ She considers herself lucky to have 
been born with the privilege of back- 
ground, something she has in common 
with clients the likes of the Mellons, Get- 
tys, Astors and Rockefellers. 

But Mrs. Parish is not given to dropping 
names or to regaling you with intimacies. 
And although she feels she has “so much 
to tell young people that would be helpful’ 
about her profession, she says, “I couldn’t 
divulge information that would reveal my 
clients’ lives. The people I’ve worked for 
are very private—and powerful. They must 
be concerned with privacy.” 

While most of her clients do qualify for 
the rich-and-famous roster, Sister Parish’s 
influence encompasses a much _ broader 
scope, and her name is almost generic for 
timeless quality. Her partner, “best friend 
and the best decorator I know,” is Albert 
Hadley, who in 1962 left an equally re- 
markable decorator, Eleanor Brown of 
McMillen Inc., for “Sis,” as he calls her. 


Ironically, the first New York apartment 
of Sister Parish and her husband, Henry, 
was decorated from top to bottom by 
McMillen, replete with parlormaid courte- 
sy of Sister’s parents. The lap of luxury, as 
it turned out, had some loose springs. Mrs. 
Parish chose to go to work in the early 
*30s, after her husband’s salary was cut, to 
“make both ends meet.” Today she de- 
scribes her work as a “wonderful habit.” 
That all her domestic interests coalesce is 
due to extended-family relationships with 
clients and associates. 

“I’m as much a part of her family as 
anyone could be,” says Mr. Hadley, whose 
first collaboration with Sis was to complete 
President Kennedy’s breakfast room at the 
White House. (Mrs. Parish had refur- 
bished the Oval Room and family quarters 
to historic proportions.) It was an auspi- 
cious start—and another illustrious project 
for the firm whose staff now numbers 30 
talented people including Bunny Williams, 
a 20-year veteran and an esteemed decora- 
tor in her own right. “Above everything, 
Sister Parish loves her home and translates 
it to her work,” says Ms. Williams. “It’s

what this office is founded upon—a classic 
point of view.” And contrary to some out- 
side assumptions, “‘not all clients have big 
budgets,” Ms. Williams goes on to say. 
“Some of my best clients have been ones 
with small budgets. It might be a slow, 
painstaking job, but the relationship grows 
over a long time.” 

Whatever the budget, the philosophy 
never wavers: Invest in the best sofa and 
chairs money can buy and build from 
there. And, she adds, ““You must love it.” 
That decision-making process, the educa- 
tion of a client, is “half of decorating” to 
Ms. Williams and “hard work” to Sister 
Parish, both of whom steer clients to a 


level of confidence in their own judgment. 

Of her own education, Ms. Williams 
says, “Albert is probably the best teacher 
we've ever had.’’ Her view of an incompa- 
rable pair who energize Parish-Hadley As- 
sociates Inc.? ‘‘He’s intellectual; she’s 
totally instinctive.’”’ The more things 
change, however, the more Mrs. Parish 
“clings to old ideas. .. warm, dignified sur- 
roundings.”’ Mr. Hadley explores fertile ar- 
eas of creativity. Under his guidance and 
the direction of Harold Simmons (a vice- 
president), a young team of architects is 
adding residential design to the firm’s im- 
primatur, one that for, lo, these many de- 
cades has integrated custom furniture, 





signature fabrics, handcrafted details, 
handmade objects and all the amenities of 
a home to the Parish-Hadley-manner born. 

In the words of one of her ardent admir- 
ers—and imitators—Sister Parish is “the 


godmother of us all.”

In an echo of sentiments 
from the 1890s, 
European manor houses are 
again the catalyst 
jor American 
decorating and design 


By NORMA SKURKA 
esign and decoration have 
weathered a stormy century. 
Style proved so fleeting that a 
new label dawned practically ev- 

ery decade—the Roaring °’20s, the Art 
Deco ’30s, the Streamlined ’50s, the Psy- 
chedelic ’60s, the Minimalist ’70s and now 
the Opulent ’80s. Some of these trends can 
be explained by social changes or by new 
materials and technology. But each new 
wave brought its reaction. We have come 
full circle to the luxuriant excesses of the 
turn of the previous century. Rooms can- 
not be foo opulent. 

What is American style? In a surprising 
echo of sentiments from the 1890s, design- 
ers are looking backward and abroad for 
inspiration, especially at the stately En- 
glish home. Each of the nation’s leading 
designers has his or her own signature 
style. Yet today their work bears more 
similarities than differences. All agree on 
one point, the return of classicism. They 
speak with one voice of 
respect for the past, the 
importance of investing 
in antiques, good paint- 
ings and carpets while 
avoiding anything fad- 
dish. “The word ‘mod- 
ern’ has become an 
embarrassment,” says 
designer John Saladino. 

Minimalism is the 
2 latest design victim. 
“The high-tech look 
didn’t last because it 
demanded too much of 


people,” says designer 





Mark Hampton. ‘‘You had to be very dis- 
ciplined to live with it. Like Shaker design, 
people love its purity, but ultimately the 
sense of deprivation turns them off.”’ 

Indulgence, rather than deprivation, is 
today’s key word. The stylistic role models 
are the 18th-century mansions of aristo- 
crats whose lifelong avocations were art 
and architecture. Their edifices are para- 
gons of taste and tradition, built up over 
the span of many generations in each fam- 
ily. Americans, of course, want it all over- 
night. They are younger and better 
traveled if not more knowledgeable about 
design, no longer embarrassed by how syb- 
aritic it can be. The new affluent genera- 
tion is flocking to art, beauty and the ideals 
of civilized living. ‘““We are all secretly 
Yuppies,” says Mr. Saladino. 

It might explain the trans-Atlantic deco- 
rating trend to keep in mind that many of 
its advocates either worked for or knew the 
late John Fowler. Mr. Fowler helped pop- 
ularize the style through his work for the 
British National Trust 
and the private homes 
decorated by his Lon- 
don firm Colefax and 
Fowler. Designer Keith 
Irvine, a Scot who 
worked for Mr. Fowler, 
claims that the British 
manor house is more 
American myth than 
reality. “Many of these 
houses were uncomfort- 
able, cluttered with too 
much furniture, and 
cold. It’s an American 
fantasy.” >

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n the chorus of voices decrying modern 

design, JOHN SALADINO is one maver- 

ick. “The underlying philosophy of my 

work is minimalism,” he explains. ““The jux- 
taposition of furniture shapes—spheres, circles, 
cubes, rectangles—within a space is modern. I 
think of interior design as fine art and the room 
as a walk-in still life.” 

“My bible for design is to do what is appropri- 
ate,” he continues. ‘“‘Why put an English country 
house in Arizona where people want a cool oasis 
from the bright sun? I do think we are taking a 
whole new look at the past. But the past always 
teaches us to go forward.” 

Designer MARK HAMPTON notes a new 
freedom in the way people feel about design in 
general. “In my seventeen years in business, I 
find that people today are braver and more toler- 


ant of extremes. Tastes are less conservative and 
more sybaritic. Victorian repression is gone. My 
clients like quirky things, wayward furniture like 
the odd Regency chair or a Victorian hall table, 
Biedermeier and painted furniture.” 

MARIO BUATTA’s admiration of the late 
John Fowler shows in his signature rooms, with 
walls glazed a luscious color—yellow, peach, au- 
bergine or rose—flouncy draperies, patterned 
carpet, plump sofas strewn with pillows in botan- 
ical prints. Taste hasn’t really changed all that 
much in the past 20 years, according to Mr. 
Buatta, nor does he foresee any radical changes 
on the horizon. “Decorating is a major invest- 
ment and people want to know that things will 
last. No designer can guarantee that something 
you love today, you will love ten years from now, 
but if it 1s classic—it is timeless.” >

Designers basically 
did set pieces of period rooms that were 
true recreations. These days, decorating 
is more eclectic.

II1I—is the direct result of the cost of 


great English and French furniture. But 
one can pull off La Belle Epoque with 
furniture that has not yet reached the 
peak of the market.” 

BILL HODGINS, whose firm is lo- 
cated in Boston, sees his area as more 
conservative and home-centered than 
New York. “Fewer people live in apart- 
ments. In five minutes, you are in sub- 


urbs. By its nature, Boston doesn’t want 

) be flashy or glittery.” 

‘We try to do interiors that are clas- 
sic and yet light and airy, with some 
traditional things—a respect for antiq- 
uities but still making the room feel 
useful for today. We mix modern things 
with antiques for obvious contrast.” 

Men are also more involved in deco- 
rating decisions, according to Mr. Hod- 
gins. ““They don’t want to be there for 
everything, but they do like to see what 
is going on. I take them shopping for a 
day in New York and many seem to 
enjoy it. When they know that they 
have set the day aside and it is out of 
their business life, they relax. Their 
wives love it, too, because they enjoy 
making decisions together.” 

The firm of IRVINE & FLEMING, 
INC., would like to see the English 
country house “style under a tomb- 
stone. As a protégé of John Fowler, Mr. 
Irvine has probably been at it the lon- 
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aling books—and talk about it at dinner’ —Tom Fleming

gest on western shores. In the firm’s 
opinion, the American version is an 
overstatement and mostly surface deco- 
ration. “It’s basically a feminine ap- 
proach with ribbons and ruffles,” says 
Mr. Irvine. “The English rooms are 
stately and masculine.” 

‘“Americans have the desire to pre- 
sent to their world a set facade of how 
they think they should be seen,” he 
continues. ‘“The English do exactly the 
opposite, trying the hardest to make 
everyone think that they’ve done noth- 
ing at all. To be observed as having 
made an effort takes you back three 
steps. That’s the big social difference 
between the two countries.” 

Mr. Irvine is also amused by the new 
American passion for gardening. “It’s 
an extension of what I call ‘the curse of 
the English country house.’ When they 
couldn’t do ruffled pillars outside, they 
figured they'd line the walks with flow- 
ers.” Tom Fleming sees a positive out- 


come for architecture. ‘We are moving 
toward a new classical spareness. Ar- 
chitecture is changing—for the better.” 

GEORGINA FAIRHOLME, who 
was also once associated with Colefax 
and Fowler before locating in New 
York, views the urge to update as a 
unique American trait. ‘Europeans 
tend to have a lot more possessions. 
They are more acquisitive by nature,” 
she observes. ‘Things stay in the family 
longer. Furnishings tend to be reused 
and rooms are refurbished rather than 
starting from scratch.” 

“In this country, people wake up one 
morning and can’t stand their apart- 
ments. They clear out and start over 
again in some new place. Europeans 
don’t live like that,’ she adds. “They 
buy things they find appealing and sur- 
round themselves with things they love, 
adding over the years. They make a 
base for themselves and for their pos- 
sessions.”

ings, but price is forcing them to search out 

other antiques. ““We now look at the more 
decorative pieces that don’t necessarily have pedigree. 
There is greater interest in Scandinavian antiques, very 
simple but very elegant, and painted furniture.” 

“When a client told me recently, ‘Please don’t show me 
chintz,’ I knew something was changing,” says DAVID 
EASTON. “‘That’s a real bellwether.”” There will be, he 
predicts, a reaction against the overstuffed, overdraperied 
decorating that has passed as the English country house 
style. ‘This is not a reaction against English decorating, 
per se. But design is becoming more dependent on classi- 
cism—simpler, more subtle. There is more emphasis on the 
architectural orders of Palladio.” 

The office of David Easton, Inc., can talk about Palladio 
because more than 50 percent of its work is the architec- 
tural design of large private residences. “I am constantly 
amazed at the extremes, the time, endless effort and money 
that people expend today to create beauty,” says Mr. 
Easton. 

The underlying reason, he believes, is the sociology of 
design. ““We have greater economic wealth, a better-edu- 
cated, more sophisticated society. Even the designers are 
infinitely more knowledgeable and educated. These are the 
same sensibilities that created design for the 18th-century 
upper class in England. And all of those magical elements 
exist in America today.’

In an American tradition of looking to Europe, 
this house is reproduced from a Burgundian maison 


t first glance this Atlanta house 

with its perfect proportions and 

exquisitely detailed French 

doors appears to be at least 50 
years old—if not older. That it was built 
only 12 years ago proves the grace of the 
past can still be recreated, given an archi- 
tect who knows old houses and clients who 
know their own minds. It is precisely be- 
cause the owners knew their minds so well 
that they chose the architect in the first 
place. James Means, who had built many 
distinguished houses in Georgia, was most 
famous for his early American structures 
and restorations. “Although he had de- 
signed fewer French houses, we wanted 
Jimmy Means because his sense of propor- 
tion was so wonderful,” says one of the 
owners, a confirmed Francophile. ““When 


he showed us photographs of a house in 
Vézelay we told him, ‘It’s exactly what we 
want—but with all the openness and light 
you get in a contemporary house.’ We had 
lived in a formal, demanding Georgian 
house that didn’t fit the pattern of our life. 
We didn’t want a copy of an old house but 
the feeling of one.” 

As much thought and attention to prac- 
tical details went into making the Atlanta 
house easy to keep and up-to-date as went 
into creating the true French atmosphere. 
For example, there are no gutters to main- 
tain on the outside because rain runs off 
onto stone paving. Exterior and interior 
walls are stucco and seldom need painting. 
The two first-floor rooms opening to the 
garden have tile floors that can’t be dam- 
aged by dirt or water.

Ithough dressmaker fabric effects are popular, there’s 

probably nothing more luxurious and lasting than 

antique furniture. The enthusiasm for French and 

American country heirlooms has spawned an afford- 
able collection of carved and painted country pieces from the 
Robert Elmore Collection by Davis Cabinet Company. Their 
sophisticated continental flavor “inspired a much more inter- 
national country look than an American one,” explains this 
room’s designer, Paul Leonard. The Queen Anne tea table, 
wing chairs and smartly tailored barrel chairs live comfortably 
with the more ornate French-inspired pieces.

ike the clients, the house has a public and a private side,” says the 
architect, Bruce Beinfield of Beinfield Leth Wagner. “One side is 
proper, the other playful.’ This dichotomy was the result of two 
somewhat contradictory requests from the owners: a house that 
would respect the traditional New England style of the surrounding 
area, as well as one open to the sea that would express the family’s 
love for sailing. The owner says, ““We wanted the house designed 
to use its seaside site so we would not only live by the sea but with it.” 

Having known the owner since his teenage years, Mr. Beinfield was familiar with 
his client’s preferences. However, the architect did not leave anything in the design 
to chance. From Colorado, where he was working at the time, he sent the owner a 
detailed questionnaire to uncover all the family’s needs and dreams. “So that he 
could really mold the house to us,” the owner explains, “we taped the spontaneous 
discussion the questionnaire provoked.’ So successful was this approach that there 
were few changes from the initial model Mr. Beinfield produced. >

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ruce Beinfield fulfilled the 
owners’ desire for discrete 
quarters by creating a 
master suite on the third 
level separated from the 
four guest rooms by a lev- 
el containing the kitchen, 
living, dining and music rooms. This living 
level, with all areas open to each other, 
suits their informal seaside life. 

The family’s dream of a house that 
would be respectful of the New England 
vernacular architecture as well as open to 
the sea was also achieved through vertical 
layers that create a strong demarcation be- 
tween the private front and the more pub- 
lic, open back. In Mr. Beinfield’s words, 
“The scale and starkness of the front of the 
house are a slight exaggeration of the ro- 
mantic notion of the New England home. 
It represents my dreamlike recollections of 
New England while I was living in Colora- 
do.” But the real surprise comes on enter- 
ing the front door centered in this almost 
childlike abstraction of a colonial facade. 
“You're greeted not by a formal colonial 
entryway, but by a ray of light pouring 
down from above and a staircase beckon- 
ing upwards,” says Mr. Beinfield. “The 
house is organized into a series of zones 
from front to back: a circulation zone, a 
service zone and an activity zone.” 

Windows open the south side of the 
house to the view of the windswept water. 
Decks cantilevered out over an aqua pool 
also reach toward the sea, alluding to the 
owners’ passion for sailing. Additional al- 
lusions include the outdoor spiral staircase 
resembling a gangplank, the chimney 
painted like a smokestack and the “steer- 
ing” deck off the dining room. “The family 
relished the sailing metaphors and wanted 
them to go even further,” says Mr. Bein- 
field. ““So the house operates much as a 
sailboat does. A passive-solar system and a 
window system that maximizes natural 
ventilation allow the family to harness the 
incident energy, as a sailor uses the ele- 
ments.” Unlike a sailing vessel, however, 
this house has a fore and aft of totally

By M.F.K. FISHER 
nce on a time and long 
ago... yes it must be at

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uckily there’s enough new and wonderful wine para- 
phernalia around to make a gift giver’s task fun and 
easy. Here’s our selection from current offerings. In the 
essential (and inexpensive) category, we’d put the latest 
development in how to keep wine cool at the table—the no-ice, 
no-drip cooler that’s now used in many restaurants because it 
requires no chilling or other advance preparation to use. The 
Glacier Professional Cooler is a double-sided shell of clear 
shatterproof Lexan plastic with an insulating air pocket be- 
tween the sides that acts as a thermal barrier. Just put in a 
chilled bottle of wine and it will stay cool for more than an 
hour. It’s available at fine department stores for about $25. 

Wine glasses are another essential, but we like to give ones 
that offer a touch of elegance. We’d choose Ulrica, classic long- 
stemmed handmade crystal from Kosta Boda of Sweden, avail- 
able at fine stores for about $22.50 per glass. 

An extravagant “essential” for wine lovers is a temperature- 
controlled unit in which to store their best bottles. The Vino- 
theque is the best-designed wine storage unit we’ve seen. It 
provides easy access to every bottle, is vibration free, plugs into 
an ordinary household wall outlet and takes up very little floor 
space. It comes in three sizes: the Petite (holds 120 
bottles; $1,445); the Cadette (holds 240 bottles, 
$1,545); and the regular (holds 360 bottles,

Perhaps it is the saddest at home, and most discouraging. I 
am certain that if I had to cook even one meal a day that was 
eaten without comment or appreciation or any sign of faint 
excitement, I’d wonder what to do to bring my board to life 
again. 

The most obvious remedy is to break away from routine and 
serve new things to tease the palate. I’d do that, always in 
moderation to preserve my familiars from a shocked rebellion, 
for nothing can bring out reactionary tendencies at the table as 
too stiff a dose of exotic dishes. 

I think I’d change the order of a meal, rather than its 
content. I’d recall the way a dinner seemed exciting, somehow, 
at Madame Duflos’, a students’ cafe in Paris, even when it had 
nothing extraordinary about any part of it. Then I’d decide that 
if meat and potatoes tasted good enough to dream about at 
Madame Duflos’ Golden Snail, meat and potatoes could still 
taste that way in my home. 

I'd serve them in the finest Duflos fashion. . . and because I’d 
want the meal to be fun, and charming, it would be. The people 
who ate it would come alive again, willynilly. Suddenly we’d 
not be eating another routine meal. We’d be dining. . . . 

The hors d’oeuvres would be as simple as possible: thin slices 
of salami, some sardines, bitter wrinkled olives, perhaps a bowl 
of pickled mushrooms, or cucumbers in cream. The wine (an 
unpretentious sturdy one) would taste at its best with those 
flavors and the crusty bread. 

The steak, well hung even though perhaps not one of the 
nobler cuts, would have lain at room temperature for several 
hours, and for the last hour in a bath of strong plain French 
dressing with plenty of garlic in it. At the last it would be patted 
dry, and then slapped onto a grill as hot as hell-fire and as 
searing. No turning-fork would ever prick it, and when it would 
finally be carved into long thin slices at the table, its juices 
would gush from it the color of garnets. 

The piles of watercress on the platter would be tossed in the 
cooling juices, and then served with the steak. And there would 
be the bread. . . the wine. . . and no potatoes! 

That, I think, is one trick of Madame Duflos’ which we could 
copy oftener here at home: to serve potatoes or vegetables in a 
separate course. It makes the meal last longer, all to the good in 
this over-hurried life. It adds an almost ceremonious note to a 
very simple menu. It dignifies a dish which too often is eaten 
from habit alone, without appreciation of its flavor or its style. 

For this dinner, then, the dinner to prove to myself and my 
chosen circle that a banal menu can be stimulating and amusing 
and full of poise, I would make a soufflé of the good old mashed 
potatoes which otherwise would trot humbly along beside the 
steak, and I would serve it on clean hot plates after the meat 
course had been cleared away, and only the bread and wine 
stayed faithfully on the table. 

And after that, as naturally as if we all were really back at the 
Golden Snail instead of sitting in unaccustomed mellow ease at 
our own table suddenly grown jollier, would come a bowl of 
chilled grapes and pears and figs, and a plate of some gentle 
cheese: a Monterey Jack or a Port Salut, to blend with the ripe 
fruits and the last bite of bread, the last swallow of wine. 

And then coffee. .. and I think the magic would have hap- 
pened, and we'd sit for a long time with our elbows on the table, 
talking easily, hearing and seeing more than we had for some 


time because of the way we’d tasted more.

Add stuffing mix, oysters with their liquor, 
egg, salt and pepper; mix well. Add 
enough clam juice to make stuffing moist. 
Spread evenly in casserole. Cover and mi- 
crocook on high 8 minutes. 

[_] Place casserole under preheated broiler 
1 to 2 minutes or until top is crisp and 
browned. Makes about 8 cups stuffing. 


BAKED SWEET POTATOES 


[_]Scrub 6 medium sweet potatoes and 
prick several times with fork. Arrange on 
microproof rack. Microcook on high 8 
minutes. Turn potatoes over. Microcook 
on high 6 to 8 minutes or until soft when 
pierced with fork. Let stand 3 minutes. Cut 
in half lengthwise and serve with butter. 

Note: For 1 potato, microcook 5 to 6 
minutes. Add about 2 minutes for each 
additional potato.

Pecan crumb crust:

[_]To make crust, place butter in 9-inch 
microproof pie plate. Microcook on high 
until butter is melted. Add cracker crumbs, 
ground pecans, brown sugar and cinnamon; 
stir until thoroughly blended. Press crumb 
mixture evenly over bottom and sides of pie 
dish. Microcook on high 2 minutes. Press 
crumbs firmly against pie dish. Cool on 
rack completely before filling. 
[_] To make filling, place sweet-potato pulp 
in medium bowl. Add eggs, molasses, va- 
nilla, cinnamon, ginger, nutmeg and salt; 
beat until blended. Add cream and beat 
until well mixed. Pour filling into cooled 
crust. Microcook on high 6 minutes, rotat- 
ing dish half-turn after 3 minutes. De- 
crease power to medium-high (70 percent 
power) and microcook 8 to 10 minutes or 
until center is barely set, rotating dish one- 
quarter turn every 4 minutes. 
[_] Garnish with pecans. Cool and chill un- 
til ready to serve. Serve with whipped 
cream or ice cream. Serves 6 to 8.

retailer, was so overextended he had to sell 
one of his stores. When Mr. Wright in- 
spected the finished house, he put an arm 
around his client and said, “Isn’t it a great 
country we live in where a small business- 
man like you can afford to build such a 
beautiful house?” 

Another time, Mr. Wright agreed to de- 
sign a house for Sidney Bazett in Hillsbor- 
ough, Calif. With a budget of $7,500 in 
mind, Mr. Wright drew up plans and de- 
livered them to Bazett, who sent them out 
to contractors for bids. The lowest bid was 
$13,000. Mr. Wright said, ‘““We’ll revise the 
plans. The house shouldn’t cost that 
much.” Bazett said it was all right, howev- 
er. He knew all along that the house would 
be twice the budget; that’s what he was 
prepared to pay. When Mr. Wright heard 
this, he became furious. 

To better reflect the individuality of 
each house he designed, Mr. Wright liked 


to give it a name. Sometimes these names 
were obvious expressions of the houses’ 
dominant physical characteristics—such as 
Honeycomb House, Skyview or Wing- 
spread. Often the names were Welsh—Mr. 
Wright’s ancestral nationality—and in 
these cases the names seemed chosen less 
for what they signified than for their pure- 
ly euphonious qualities: Mantyla, Tirrana, 
Glenllyd. Mr. Wright’s own house, Talie- 
sin, means “shining brow” and is also the 
name of a Welsh bard. Mainly, however, it 
was a word he liked to say. When he built 
a second home for himself and his appren- 
tices, in Scottsdale, Ariz., he had a hard 
time finding a name that was suitable. He 
tried Rockledge and Aladdin before set- 
tling on Taliesin West. 

Mr. Wright felt that a name made a 
house more of a home, and the idea of 
home was what he cherished most. He 
impressed on us his belief that every per- 
son must have a home on his own land, a 
base, a place where he was needed. And 
this home should be beautiful and tailored 
to the preferences and loves of its owner. 
When I asked him which of his houses he 
thought“ the best, he exclaimed without 
modesty, ““My next one.” 

He always wanted to be involved in ev- 
ery detail, from landscaping to kitchen 
cabinets. He liked color to come from nat- 
ural materials, for he believed that “nature 
knows best.” Sometimes he would put col- 
or directly into the plaster that was being 
used, rather than put up the plaster and 
then paint it, because he felt that color

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should be integral and not applied. In se- 
lecting fabrics, he was partial to gold. I 
remember him telling me that goid was the 
one color that harmonized with all others, 
almost as though it possessed some magi- 
cal property. When he bought cars and 
trucks for the Taliesin Fellowship, he had 
them painted an orangey Cherokee red. 
Most of the apprentices’ private cars were 
Cherokee red, too. That way the parking 
lot had a harmonious appearance instead 
of looking like a used-car lot. Mr. Wright 
felt Cherokee red was a color that blended 
with the natural landscape, and that was 
why he particularly favored it for cars, 
which he felt should bow to the landscape 
through which they are driven. 

When Fallingwater was being built, Mr. 
Wright arrived at the job site one day in 
his Cherokee-red car. I was there, serving 
as project architect, which meant I was in 
charge of everything from overseeing the 
plumbing and wiring to working with the 
masons and picking out the plywood 
flitches for the doors and cabinets. I clearly 
remember Mrs. Kaufmann exclaiming, 
“Mr. Wright, what a terrible color for an 
automobile!”’ “Liliane,” he replied, ‘‘that’s

the color of all the sash in your new 
house.”’ And it was. 

The Kaufmanns had requested a week- 
end cottage in the wilds 60 miles south of 
Pittsburgh. What Mr. Wright ultimately 
gave them was a dynamic composition of 
reinforced concrete slabs cantilevered over 
a waterfall, the house appearing as natural 
a part of that rock ledge as the waterfall 
itself. The form of the house hugs the con- 
tour of the rock formation, with two con- 
crete slabs projecting horizontally, one 
atop the other, from the vertical section set 
into the precipice. The slabs provide ter- 
races off the living room and, above it, the 
bedrooms; a stairway leads directly down 
to the stream from the living room. 

Fallingwater, one of the most dramati- 
cally sited and technologically most inge- 
nious houses in history, is 50 years old this 
year. Although it was designed to be lived 
in, the Kaufmanns’ son, at one time a 
Wright apprentice, donated it to the pub- 
lic, and now each year, 70,000 visitors tour 
the house and experience its organic splen- 
dors. Frank Lloyd Wright began with a 
vision of Mr. and Mrs. Kaufmann walking 
across a bridge and into the woods togeth- 
er. He ended with a house that perhaps 
more than any other carries the legacy of 
his genius to posterity. @

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The rewards of 
“heirloom gardening” 
as popularized by 
Gertrude Jekyll

An old House Beautiful cover in a simple 
gold frame hangs on the wall of my potting 
shed. This giant image dating from 1928 
features a painting by Pauline Montgom- 
ery of “posies” in a window garden. It 
heralds the ‘Fall Planting Number.” The 
opening page of that issue shows a Mount 
Kisco, NY, peony walk in a garden de- 
signed by landscape architect Ellen Ship- 
man, whose work is renowned today. 

House Beautiful always recognized the 
importance of decorating outside spaces as 
well as indoor spaces. And the work of 
women artists and designers was acknowl- 
edged from the beginning. When The 
House Beautiful began to publish 90 years 
ago, anew movement in American garden- 
ing was under way, one that owed much of 
its influence to a woman. Today, Gertrude 
Jekyll, who popularized the perennial bor- 
der, is again in the news (page 5‘). 

Around the turn of the century the great 
American estates, such as Filoli on the 
West Coast (HB, May ’83) and Old West- 
bury Gardens on the East Coast (HB, Oct. 
*81), included vast English-style borders. 
What began with the grand estates ulti- 
mately filtered down to everyone, and until 
the 1929 stock market crash, humble cot- 
tage gardens in America were blooming 
with a profusion of plants that would have 
delighted Miss Jekyll. 

Hollyhocks, old roses, peonies and pop- 
pies blossomed in doorstep gardens and 
were motifs for designs from book covers 
to clothing, and especially home furnish- 
ings. Colorful wallpaper and floral chintz 
“bloomed” in homes throughout the coun- 
try. Today, we’re experiencing another 
garden revival. 

In a small area of your yard, perhaps by 
the kitchen door, you can create your own 
“heirloom garden.” Plants can be collected 





with names that conjure as many memo- 
ries as do the flowers: love-in-a-mist, John- 
ny-jump-up, lamb’s scarlet 
pimpernel, tansy and curly mint. 

My friend Jean Pope discovered an an- 
tique garden of another kind. On the site of 
the old Cross estate that is now part of the 
Morristown (NJ) National Historical 
Park, she found an old walled garden that 
had become completely overgrown. After 
obtaining permission, she began to unearth 
the “‘ancient ruin.”’ She solicited the help 
of friends, and soon volunteers gathered 
every Wednesday to work on the formal 
garden. It was discovered through one vol- 
unteer that Alice Dustan Kollar, a former 
garden editor of House Beautiful, had ear- 
ly photographs of the garden. A detailed 
plant list was made from the photographs, 
and old plant varieties were donated for 
the garden. Today, the Cross estate garden 
blooms very much as it did when the origi- 
nal owner, Julia Appleton Newbold Cross, 
a former president of the New York Horti- 
cultural Society and the Morristown Gar- 
den Club, practiced her art. 

Old-fashioned flowers are hard to find. 
Sometimes they come from the gardens of 
neighbors and friends, as in the case of 
Jean Pope’s restoration project. Seeds can 
be gathered or cuttings made. But many of 
today’s hybrids will not “come true”’ from 
seed. Happily, they revert to the original 
species. Patti Hagan, an avid old-fash- 
ioned-plant gardener, encourages plants 
such as petunias to return to the parent 
species. She collects seeds and sows the 
progeny. Small magenta petunias bloom 
across her garden today, along with sun- 
flowers and Queen Anne’s lace. 
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A good source for old-fashioned-flower 
seed is Heirloom Gardens, PO Box 138, 
Guerneville, CA 95446.

My teapot once belonged to a collector of old European porce- 
lain, {t is only 4 inches tall, white with gold and colored enamel on 
the raised decorations. Should it be insured? 

—L.G., Plantation, Fla. 


Europeans were fasci- 
nated by the porcelain 
that arrived from Chi- 
na in the 1500s. They 
wanted to make por- 
celain to export to im- 
prove their balance of 
trade. A German sci- 
entist and alchemist, 
Johann Friedrich 
Bottger, began doing 
experimental work at Meissen, and by 1708 had developed stone- 
ware and, possibly, white porcelain. Eventually a factory was built, 
and Bottger made the first Meissen china. Your teapot was made 
about 1725. The shape of the spout, raised decorations and coloring 
are typical. (Teapots were small then because tea was expensive.) 
Your teapot is very rare and worth at least $5,000. It should be 
insured on a fine arts policy, not just as part of your household goods. 





L The top of this rosewood table tilts so it can be moved near a 
wall. It is 54 inches in diameter. I was told that it is from the 
William IV period, but the library books don’t mention that 
period. When was it made? 

—L.P., Bowie, Md. 


William IV, King of England from 1830 to 1837, ruled between 
King George and Queen Victoria. The decorative arts historians 
who name periods of furniture have ignored William. Furniture 
from his period is usually called Late Regency. It was a time of 
classical influence on design. The triangular base for the table, the 
carved border on the top and the rounded feet are all typical 
features. The tilt top was a practical idea. Tables and chairs were 
usually kept against the wall, and it was customary to have the 
servants put the table in place at meal or tea time. Your table dates 
from about 1830. It is worth $3,500 to $4,000. 





LJ How was my armoire originally used? I want to put shelves 
inside and use it for a television set. 
—S.F., Allentown, Pa. 


They say the armoire was made in the Middle Ages to store arms 
and armor. By the 17th 
century it was used as a 
clothes closet. (The bed- 
room had no built-in closet 
so everything was stored in 
drawers or cupboards.) 
One side of an armoire 
usually had shelves, the 
other side had pegs for 
hanging clothes. The ar- 
moire remained popular 
into the 20th century and 
can still be found in many 
small European inns. 
These later examples usu- 
ally had some interior 
drawers and a mirror on 
the inside of the door. 
Your armoire is in the 
style of the best French 
pieces of the late-1700s. The slightly arched top and doors, the 
paneled and carved doors and the S-scroll feet are desirable fea- 
tures. If your piece is original and is more than 100 years old it is 
worth $5,000 at an antiques shop. If it is a later copy it is worth 
$1,000. If you plan to alter the armoire try not to do any work that 
cannot be reversed by the next owner. 





el Is there any way to tell the age of my brass door knocker? It is 
supposed to be more than 100 years old. 
—V.A., Piedmont, Calif. 


In early centuries the front door of the house was designed to keep 
out intruders. It had heavy metal 
bolts, studs and strapwork. A large 
bell-pull was on the outside of the 
door to ring the bell on the inside 
announcing someone at the door. The 
bell-pull ring eventually inspired the 
ring-shaped door knocker. Most 
churches and homes in England- had 
door knockers by the 17th century. 
By 1800 door knockers were made of 
brass or bronze. Your knocker is like 
one pictured in an 1800 catalog. Look 
at the iron bolts that held the knocker 
to the door. Old ones would be irregu- 
lar and handmade, and old brass is 
heavier than 20th-century brass. An old 
brass knocker would also show signs of 
wear. A knocker dating from c. 1800 is worth more than $700.8 
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"Twas the holiday season, and in the spirit most apt

suppose that in everyone’s family al- 
bum there is a series of photographs 


like the ones in mine . . . the tree 

being trimmed, the cookies baked, the 
stockings hung. It’s a snapshot vision that 
helps me keep Christmas in my heart year- 
round. 

Often when I look back through these 
three-by-five memories of Christmases 
past, I have to smile. I don’t think there’s a 
year when we didn’t tell each other that 
the tree never looked more glorious or the 
mantel had never been more cleverly deco- 
rated. However, in my album, while the 
trimmings have the same magic, what 
catch my eye are the changes in the people. 
Children grow; relatives who used to be 
near have moved; neighbors and friends 
have come and gone. But I am heartened 
by the knowledge that wherever we go, the 
enchantment of Christmas finds us .. . 
and often provides the inspiration we need 
to write, to call and to strengthen our very 
special family ties. 

I love the dazzle and exuberance of 


stmas, but I think the real reason I 
herish holiday time is that it brings our 
g again. These days, it seems 


that we all have to work harder to stay 
close, something I began to think about a 
decade ago when I realized how quickly 
my children were growing up and heading 
off in their own directions. I thought we 
needed one wonderful place to be together 
that was not my city apartment. So I built 
a snug house in Vermont ski country and 
modeled it after a sugar barn. I suspect 
that in the back of my mind I knew this 
was a house no one could possibly resist at 
Christmas. And sure enough, the children, 
nieces and friends have all flocked there 
year after year. Especially at Christmas, 
the snow and the mountains and the small 
New England church where everyone car- 
ols on Christmas Eve is like a storybook 
dream come true. Friends tease me and 
call the barn my “Christmas house,”’ be- 
cause they know this is my favorite season. 

Wherever we live, we all develop our 
own ways to celebrate Christmas, and 
these traditions, usually simple and some- 
times quirky, are our ways to reforge our 
family bonds each year. That’s why we still 
hang the old knit stockings on the mantel- 
piece even though we know no one will 
come down the chimney to fill them. My 
daughter, Alison, and I like to decorate my 
Victorian dollhouses, a ritual I hope will 
be carried on by grandchildren some day. 
And we still listen, spellbound, to a record- 
ing of Dylan Thomas’s lilting rendition of 
A Child’s Christmas in Wales, even though 
the “children” are grown up. These tradi- 
tions are our link to the past; we cherish 
them because we cherish each other. 

For decorating ingredients, we like to 
wander in the woods behind my house. We 
never can tell what treasures we’ll find 
. . . blackberry branches with berries the 
birds have missed, grapevines to wind up 
freestyle for wreaths. It’s become a family 
tradition to bring in armloads of beautiful 
grasses and lacy cedar, and rather than 
wire them into formal arrangements and 
garlands, invent new ways to festoon the 
house with greens laid on the mantel, 


tucked behind paintings or wrapped 
around banisters. Each year, it seems, we 
come up with wonderful new ideas in the 
inspiration of the moment. 

I must confess that, though I love 
Christmas, I enjoy the anticipation as 
much as the actual day with its flurry of 
present unwrapping and its groaning- 
board dinner. Christmas to me isn’t a mo- 
ment but a process. . . of decorating and 
planning surprises. I love to go into my 
closets and rediscover the folk art houses 
or animals that I haven’t had room to 
display, and bring out a// my collections to 
adorn mantels and tabletops. I even enjoy 
the brain-wracking quandary posed by gift 
giving. Since the ordinary will never do, 
we're forced to stop, think and delve into 
each other’s personalities. Gift giving at its 
best is always a process of unlocking the 
secret parts of each other. 

Christmas is also the inspiration we of- 
ten need to try on the largest possible 
dreams—whether baking up an abundance 
of presents or hosting a gala party—with 
the insurance that if our intentions aren’t 
realized perfectly, it really won’t matter. In 
the spirit of generosity of the season, the 
need to be perfect is thrown to the wind. 
It’s the exuberant thoughts of giving and 
sharing that count. 

What will my photo album hold as 
memories of this Christmas? Hopefully, a 
frosty celebration in Vermont, perhaps 
with a cross-country ski picnic inspired by 
the one on pages 52 to 57. I know, howev- 
er, that I need never worry about extrava- 
gant plans, because everyone arrives with 
ideas and once again we'll enjoy a whirl- 
wind of activity. We'll hike through the 
woods and trim the tree. . . and without 
even needing to say a word, share our love 
for each other once again. @

ry to imagine Christ- 
mas without the fire- 
place mantel. Where 
would you _ string 
Christmas cards, pile boughs of 
evergreen and holly, hang 
stockings for Santa Claus? 

“In the past attention was 
lavished on the mantel because 
houses were cold and people 
were drawn to the fire,” ex- 
plains Francis Purcell, a Penn- 
sylvania dealer in antique 
mantels. The mantelpiece con- 
tinues to be a symbol of the 
warmth of the home, even 
though the fire is no longer 
needed for heating. But the 
mantel is also important as a 
design element—it sets the ar- 
chitectural feeling of a room 
and is a focus for decorating. 

“Mantels give a room char- 
acter,” says Blanche Green- 
stein, partner in Thos. K. 
Woodard Antiques who has five of them in 
her Federal house. ‘““They add a sense of 
history.” 

And a fascinating history it is. The first 
mantels appeared some time after the Nor- 
mans invented the chimney in the 11th 
century, moving the fire from an open 
space in a room to a niche in the wall. On 
the inglenook, the roomy heating and 
cooking fireplace in English farmhouses, 
the “mantel tree’ was no more than a 
broad horizontal beam over the fireplace 
opening. It sometimes had simple carvings 
of animals or hunting scenes. 

Chimney-pieces of the great houses and 
palaces of Tudor England were as grandi- 
ose as the inglenook was simple. The stone 
or wood structures were enormous—some 
could hold logs eight feet long—and every 
inch was elaborately carved with battle 
scenes, scrolls, Tudor roses and puffed-up 
classical detail. A family’s coat of arms or 
motto might be inscribed. And a large 
square or rectangular space on the chim- 
ney breast was often left undecorated to 
accommodate a portrait. So personal was

the mantel that it was taken down when a 
family moved—a practice from which the 
term “dismantle” might have derived. 

In time the chimney-piece incorporated 
the design trends of the day. For instance, 
when France’s Louis XIV became enam- 
ored of mirror, panels of it were set into 
the chimney breast. (Eventually the king 
had mirrors stretching to the ceiling, but a 
more modest dose on the mantel spread 
throughout Europe.) With the interest in 
classicism in the late-17th and early-18th 
centuries, chimney-pieces became smaller, 
simpler, their flues buried deep into the 
wall so that the chimney breast was elimi- 
nated. Mantels by the best classical design- 
ers such as Inigo Jones and William Kent 
were, according to The English Fireplace 
by Nicholas Hills, like ‘miniature archi- 
tectural studies,” complete with columns, 
caryatids, entablatures, pediments and 
sculptural detail. A favorite material for 
the classical mantel was marble, preferably 
white: Those who could not afford marble 
had carved timber painted in imitation of 
marble or of a more expensive wood. 


The styles popular in 18th- 
century England were brought 
to the American colonies. Well- 
to-do colonials had mantels 
sent from the mother country. 
When American craftsmen first 
began to make mantels here, 
they relied on pattern books 
from England. 

“Early American mantels are 
really take-offs on English man- 
tels,” says Christine Johnson of 
Danny Alessandro, Ltd., a New 
York dealer in antique mantels 
and accessories. Soon Ameri- 
cans developed their own styles. 

In the most fashionable 
houses, those styles changed 
quickly. Although the simpler 
mantels for the upstairs bed- 
rooms—essentially three pieces 
of wood nailed together—were 
usually left alone, ‘the more 
elaborate drawing or living 
room mantels were ripped out 
with vigor,” emphasizes Mr. Purcell. “Ev- 
eryone threw out their mantel every thirty 
or forty years and replaced it with one that 
was in keeping with the new style of the 
day. I was in a house built around 1790 
where a new mantel was installed in 1830, 
1870, 1910, 1940 and 1980.” 

If all those mantels were lined up, you 
could trace the evolution of design. Early 
examples were plain, paneled like the rest 
of the room, and had no shelf. The period 
from 1780 to 1830 was “the golden age of 
the American mantel,” according to Mr. 
Purcell. Mantel makers in cities such as 
Philadelphia, Boston, Newport and 
Charleston built the frames. Molded orna- 
mental features—neoclassical swags, fruits 
and flowers—from firms that specialized 
in mantel ornaments were then glued on. 
In this period builders, not homeowners, 
usually picked out the mantels for a house. 
“Nice ones were a selling point,” says Mr. 
Purcell. 

Craftsmen of the countryside borrowed 
the neoclassical motifs of the city, and

their methods of wood carving produced 
charming naive versions of the more citi- 
fied designs. When the Pennsylvania 
craftsmen of Germanic background who 
did “‘chipwork”’ or “gouge carving’’ tried 
to make a neoclassical swag, it came out 
looking like folk art. Itinerant gouge 
carvers wandered the countryside, and in 
exchange for food, lodging and a little ex- 
tra, they decorated farmhouse mantels. 

Eventually a narrow shelf was added to 
the mantel, and by the Victorian period the 
shelf was 18 inches deep. In many houses it 
was heaped with candlesticks, framed pic- 
tures and knickknacks. Some carved oak 
mantels looked as if they were modeled 
after church altarpieces. Stone was also 
popular. One fashion imported from Vic- 
torian England was to swath the mantel in 
material matching a room’s upholstery. 
Elaborate versions had curtains that were 
drawn back when the fire was lit but hung 
down, hiding the fireplace, the rest of the 
time. Seemingly it was impossible to lavish 
too much attention on the mantel. 

Today, mantels are among the hottest 
items in antiques shops and architectural 
salvage houses ($300 to $25,000). And 
many companies make reproduction and 
contemporary mantels ($350 to $2,000)— 
some let you design your own. 

The pieces are being sought by owners 
of old and new houses—even people who 
don’t have fireplaces. Many use mantels as 
a decorative focal point in a room. (Some- 
times a fake fireplace or chimney breast is 
built first, but often the mantel is set 
against a flat wall, the interior space paint- 
ed black, tiled or stenciled.) 

“Mantels can center a room,” observes 
architect Bernard Wharton of Shope Reno 
Wharton Associates. ‘““The important thing 
is to get the size right. The mantel should 
not be too high,” he warns. “I like to be 
able to put my elbow on it with my arm 
extended horizontally, and feel comfort- 
able leaning against it.” 

The size and location of the mantelpiece 
will often dictate the placement of furniture. 

“When I design I start with the architec- 
ture,” says designer Mariette Himes Go- 
mez. “In an intimate space the furniture 
must be placed in relation to the mantel. In 
a large room the fireplace will determine a 
furniture grouping.” 

That makes sense, since the fireplace is a 
natural congregation place. “People gravi- 
tate to the mantel and the fireplace,”’ Mr. 
Wharton says. “It’s a place of refuge, a 
haven.” —JANE MARGOLIES

ur bedtime inventory at Thorn- 
hill includes blankets once woven 
from the wool of our Hampshire 
sheep. In springtime we hang the 
blankets, like banners, from the windows 
to air them, and in the winter they give the 
warmest of comfort. But over the years our 
source has diminished simply because our 
shepherds, our sons, have gone off to other 
pastures. As they grew older, our flock 
grew smaller, even faded for a while from 
the landscape. 

But once again, a country circle has 
been repeated. Once again there is the fa- 
miliar sound, the early morning plaintive 
“baa” of sheep in the barnyard, the an- 
nouncement. And the reason—we have 
just inherited a bounty of the country, bun- 
dles of wool, a flock of Suffolk sheep, 18 of 
them. 

This is a circle within a circle as well. 
Jerry, who owned these Suffolk and who 
died with great courage a few months ago, 
gave us our very first gift when we moved 
to Thornhill 32 long years ago. It is a sad 
thread of continuity that we hold, but one 
to treasure. 

During the first week at Thornhill Jerry 
and his wife, Frances, presented us with 
two handsome gray and white Toulouse 
geese. We were grateful, of course, but 
terrified. Geese, unlike sheep, are not the 
least bit shy. Quite the contrary. These 
strutted around the barnyard with elegant 
arrogance, dared us to come through that 
gate. I must admit, for all my fear, they did 
add style, and made us realize that at last 
we really lived in the country.

< country hand, thought of it as a small joke,

his eye, the twinkle. Later another gift was 
to his goddaughter, Beth. 

Who else, long before Women’s Lib, 
would have given a punching bag to a 
four-year-old girl for Christmas? Beth, the 
youngest of our own flock of four, loved it. 
It gave her power, definitely the upper 
hand, especially that holiday. 

To us, Jerry’s Suffolk are just as special. 
The Hampshires we owned before were a 
mélange, looking as though they had just 
gamboled out of a nursery rhyme. But 
these Suffolk are the aristocrats, our first 
purebreds, their lean faces and ears black 
as a Satin ribbon. 

On Christmas Eve Jerry often brought 
in the newborn lambs to show his nieces 
and nephews who were gathered at his 
farm, Western Run House, for the family 
dinner. The kitchen became a manger. 

His sheep, now in residence, haven’t 
quite figured out the perimeters of Thorn- 
hill. At first they huddled frightened in a 
corner of the barn like a huge woolly 
mushroom. Now they venture forth at 
dusk, leaving for the upper pasture, one 
after the other, returning at dawn. 

We expected this. Sheep are bashful, 
timid. They don’t come up to you as a 
pony might, licking your outstretched 
hand, expecting some sweet reward or a 
friendly carrot. Sheep have their own club, 
like it that way, and now the ground rules 
are a little different. 

When our sons, Todd and Tommy, were 
younger they had a Christmas ritual. They 
always prepared a wonderful mush, a 
child-concocted “‘paté” of honey and grain 
for the sheep on Christmas Eve. This 
Christmas we’re making that same recipe 
for Jerry’s sheep. We're bringing it to the 
upper pasture in a big tin bucket, and then 
together, perhaps, we’ll look for the star.

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CHRISTMAS MARKETS IN THE ANCIENT TOWNS OF BAVARIA ARE AN 
ORNAMENT COLLECTOR’S PARADISE

Ithough Germany has giv- 
en us the Christmas tree 
and most of the trimmings, 
she has kept one of her 
oldest and jolliest holiday customs 
at home. Every year, from the end of 
November until just before Christ- 
mas, in glittering cities and tiny me- 
dieval villages, cobbled market 
squares fill up with striped awnings, 
evergreens, lights, music and all the 
bright, twinkling treasures and plea- 
sures of the Christkindlmarkt, or 
Christ Child’s Market. Visiting one 
of these delights is just what you’d 
expect. It’s like stepping into an Ad- 
vent calendar and getting to keep 
everything behind the little doors. 

Last year, in my capacity as orna- 
ment-collector, Christmas-lover and 
general market hound, I couldn’t re- 
sist sneaking a week in the middle of 
prime holiday time and making a pilgrim- 
age to the source. Happily, Christmas mar- 
kets are a peculiarly southern tradition, 
and most of them are nestled near each 
other in picturesque Bavaria. The five I 
chose—the oldest and the largest plus 
three in charming, special old towns—fell 
in an easy northwest to southeast swoop, 
no more than a short train hop from one to 
the next. Since my first stop was Heidel- 
berg, I decided to fly to Frankfurt, and 
almost before I knew it I was winging 
through the night sky on Lufthansa, 
tucked in with down pillows and ginger- 
bread cookies, listening to “Stille Nacht” 
on the headphones, and worrying that I 
was going to see the whole thing through a 
veil of tears.... 

HEIDELBERG has been a university 
town since 1386, which means that the Old 
Town, with its cobbled streets and Renais- 
sance squares, is also the student quarter, 
complete with bicycles, a Benetton, boys in 
those belted gray European-student rain-

ting for the youngest and craftsiest of the 
ChristkindImarkts. 

Here, in about 30 rustic wooden stalls 
swagged with greens and set among groves 
of fresh-cut spruce trees, are red-faced 
glassblowers puffing out swirly Favrile 
globes, knitters knitting, potters among 
their °50s free-form pots, handcrafted

wooden toys with a certain zany Pe- 
ter Max quality, enameled earrings, 
macrame thingummies. The Muzak 
in the big central booth (which is 
full of suspiciously Taiwanese-look- 
ing ornaments) plays ‘“‘Frosty the 
Snowman.” For one heart-sinking 
moment there, I think, uh oh, 
they’re all going to be just like those 
block fairs back home in New York. 

They’re not, of course. You can 
start cataloging differences right 
away. German cotton candy is 
white. German Tannenbaums are 
swoopy, feathery, open—so that’s 
where the traditional zigzag outline 
comes from!—whereas our trees are 
clipped and conical by comparison. 
A German friend tells me that the 
greater distance between branch tips 
is One reason why they don’t worry 
the way we do about using “live 
candles.” The other reason is that on 
Christmas Eve German families sit quietly 
and read aloud or sing carols or listen to 
the younger children recite poems memo- 
rized for the occasion, while the candles 
burn down. Germans have electric tree 
lights that look exactly like candles and are 
spaced two to three feet apart on the wires. 
The local dime stores have these lights 
along with bins of metallic ribbon, rain- 
bow-hued tinsel garlands, rolls of double- 
sided foil for making tree ornaments. 

The air is cold, and spiced with the scent 
of gluhwein, the hot mulled wine that 
fuels every Christmas market. In a far cor- 
ner of the square, past the bratwurst stand, 
past the booth devoted to little trees made 
of lichens, pods and odd fungoids, is an old 
man with baskets of delicately painted wax 
ornaments. (Always look for the oldest 
person at the market. He or she will be 
selling the best stuff.) The shapes of these 
curious little bas-reliefs (roosters, mer- 
maids, hunters on horseback, baskets of 
fruit) and the detailing may remind you of 
old engravings. In fact, molds go back to 
the 17th century—pre-tree!—and were 
(Continued on page 30) 
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originally used for cookies and altarpieces. 
Anyway, Heidelberg is the place for wax 
ornaments, which are scarce in the States 
because they don’t sell very well and have 
a habit of melting in transit. 

If you’re not in Heidelberg while the 
market is, you can immerse yourself in 
Christmas any time at Strick-Kunst KG 
Volkskunst (177 Hauptstrasse), a store 
that has hundreds of different wax and 
pewter ornaments, plus the most pyramids 
and nutcrackers I’d ever seen. But that was 
before Rothenburg ob der Tauber. 

You don’t go to ROTHENBURG for 
the market, you go for an incredible store 
and a town that Walt Disney would have 
had to invent if it didn’t exist already. 
Billed as the most perfectly preserved 
13th-century village in Germany, and 
small enough to explore in an afternoon, 
Rothenburg is cobbled, gabled, spired and 
turreted, full of arches and alleyways, pas- 
tel facades and fancifully painted shutters. 
At this time of year, each of its curlicued, 
polychromed shop signs sports a tiny cand- 
lelit tree. It is almost too perfect. (I did, in 
fact, hear this voiced as a complaint.) 
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Stop at the tourist office in the Rathaus 
(town hall) for a map and a calendar of 
events. Rothenburg is not unmindful of 
tourists, and there is always something 
charming going on. The day I was there it 
was the children’s candlelight procession, 


but neither it nor the market started till 


dusk, leaving plenty of time to prowl about 
town, acquire a marzipan menagerie at the 
local Konditorei, and spend hours at Kathe 
Wohlfahrt’s, reputedly the largest Christ- 
mas store in the world. 

Wohlfahrt’s occupies two old mansions 
on the Herrngasse. One handles overflow 
crowds (worst on weekends). The other 
has been hollowed out and transformed 
into a fantasy version of a Bavarian village. 
The streets are alive with animated stuffed 
animals, whirling pyramids, tinkling music 
boxes, chomping nutcrackers, and every 
storefront carries a different kind of 
Christmas decoration. Velvet-robed Nu- 
remberg angels with wax faces and spun- 
glass Farrah Fawcett tresses are arranged 
according to dress color: one room of 
browns, one room of pinks, one of greens. 
Angels start around $10 (the smallest 
worthwhile size is $20) and soar into the 
hundreds. The variety of little wooden or- 
naments verges on the surreal (a chimney 
sweep rides a dolphin; Santa climbs a rope 


ladder up to a window cut out of a crescent 
moon). There are bins of solid glass icicles 
(plain, iridescent; more twisty, less twisty; 
sprinkled with glitter, unsprinkled) and a 
wall of Advent calendars. I pounce on the 
one depicting a Bavarian Christmas mar- 
ket. “You should see us in August,”’ said 
the manager. “That’s our busy season.” 
At dusk, the children assembled outside 
the Rathaus, their solemn faces lit from 
below, their small hands carefully holding 
paper lanterns with lit candles inside. You 
could tell what their school crafts projects 
must have been: leaves pressed into paper 
cylinders; egg cartons with the bottoms of 
the egg spaces cut out and colored tissue 
paper glued in, like stained glass. Carols 
were sung. St. Nicholas addressed the 
crowd. As the children filed out of the 
square, waiting parents blew out the can- 
dles—whfft! whfft!—and the air was filled 
with the smell of burning wax. 
Wohlfahrt’s is a hard act to follow, and 
the market doesn’t try. It has about 15 
booths, some nice, middle European-style 
folk pottery, a group of blue-coated, white- 
trousered, tall-hatted strolling brass play- 
ers (they looked just like toy soldiers), and 
I guess you haven’t really had the Bavarian 
Christmas market experience until you’ve 
heard “Winter Wonderland” played by an 














oompah band. Behind me, a distinctly 
American child’s voice: “I’m going to buy 
one more thing. Christmas is a biggie here, 
right, Mom?” 

Christmas is even bigger in NUREM- 
BERG, whose market, from November 28 
to December 24, may not be the oldest (a 
mere 500 years compared to Munich’s 600) 
but is hands-down the hugest. It has more 
than 135 booths (I lost count) and four 
distinct specialties: toys (Nuremberg has 
been the toy capital of Germany since the 
14th century, which is how the market got 
started); lebkuchen (gingerbread); Nurem- 
berg angels (browse around and you'll find 
not just Nuremberg angels but Nuremberg 
fairy-tale characters, such as a Puss in 
Boots with a little wax cat’s face and velvet 
pantaloons and a Slovenly Peter, his bright 
tinsel hair standing straight up); and the 
odd Zwetschgenmannlein, or prune men. 
These are doll-size stick figures made of 
dried fruits with walnut heads and all man- 
ner of costumes—peasant, chimney sweep, 
St. Nicholas—that never manage to dis- 
guise their essential pruniness. The prune 
people are not blessed with looks—you 
read about them; you never see a picture— 
but they have been a fixture here forever. 
Personality, maybe. 

This was the first market where I saw 


more than a few of what collectors call 
figurals—blown-glass ornaments in all the 
great, traditional shapes from turn-of-the- 
century trees: tootable trumpets and bu- 
gles; ringing bells (tiny glass clappers); 
glitter-frosted snowmen; classic wire- 
wrapped boats and balloons, each with its 
scrap-angel passenger. And suddenly here 
they were, piled in baskets and boxes or 
strung from long paper ribbons—a spar- 
kling, swaying fringe for the front of the 
booth—so you had to jump for them, like 
brass rings. 

The market is full of scheduled events— 
parades, puppet shows, concerts—and ad 
hoc entertainment. I listened raptly as a 
bunch of young men rendered ‘“‘O, Tannen- 
baum” on kazoos; as Die Heils Armee 
(Salvation Army—only the names and the 
instruments are different) cranked out car- 
ols on a hurdy-gurdy; as a tall, somber St. 
Nicholas in bishop’s kit strode across the 
square booming out what sounded like “A 
Mighty Fortress is Our God.” 

The Opera House has something Christ- 
masy going on most of the season. I 
watched a good-natured Nutcracker in 
which two of the best dancers were dressed 
as prune men. Tickets are booked months 
in advance, but due to last-minute cancel- 
lations, seats can sometimes be had. Ho- 
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tels, too, should be booked ahead in the 
larger cities. I spent two nights in Nurem- 
berg, then bundled up my increasingly 
fragile and unwieldy load and moved on. 

For anyone who “collects” wonderful 
old towns, REGENSBURG is a present in 
itself. Built by the Romans 2,000 years ago 
on the site of an even older Celtic settle- 
ment, it still has part of its Roman wall 
and a Roman gate. (“Any time you want 
to build,” said one native, “first you must 
let the archaeologists come in.”) When the 
Romans “went away,” as the Regens- 
burgers like to put it, a Romanesque layer 
was added (many arches, columns and 
vaulted ceilings survive from that period). 
This was followed by Gothic (carved stone 
and spires), and a frenzy of building during 
the Renaissance, when the local merchants 
grew rich trading with Italy. Then business 
got slow and nothing much was built, ex- 
cept for a couple of rococo churches, until 
recently. Then the preservationists moved 
in, and the whole architectural layer cake 
was very tastefully spruced up and put to 
good contemporary uses. 

It doesn’t matter that the Regensburg 
Christkindlmarkt (open November 28 to 
December 24) has only about 25 booths. It 
has its own special charms. Here are three

niture of the area. Under another red and 
white striped awning (colors of Bavaria), 
the oldest lady at the market sells spools of 
tinsel and iridescent ribbon in every color; 
twisty tinsel icicles; envelopes of heavy, 
leaden tinsel rain; and bags of thin, worn- 
looking old-fashioned tinsel garland (guar- 
anteed not to upstage ornaments the way 
the bushy stuff we get at home does). 
There are plenty of historische Wurst- 
ktiches (historic wurst kitchens) in this 
part of the world, but none as historische as 
Regensburg’s, built in the 1200s to feed 
bridge builders and placed just outside the 
town walls. Nice view of the Danube (look 
at an aerial photo sometime; you'll see why 
they named a waltz after it). Nice wursts. 
Supersonic service. ““Hoppla!” said the bal- 
loony waitress, whisking away my soup the 
split second Id finished with it, and sliding 
in a plate of my steady diet. 
On the way back up the hill, I spotted a 
sign saying “Floh Markt” (right, flea mar- 
ket) and darted in. A place like this is pure 


traveler’s torture: a stripped pine sleigh 
bed for-$86, a kas for $225, a funny little 
two-room dollhouse with Gothic windows 
and picket fence for $23—and no way to 
get any of it home. I consoled myself at an 
antique linén store (Ingrid’s Mott’ Shop, 
Fischgassel 3) with $14 white cotton pan- 
taloons dripping with handmade lace and 
cosy under a skirt in this weather. 

At the Handwerkermarkt on the Haid- 
platz, where a bearded youth was playing 
medieval recorder music, the handworks 
included beeswax candles, mead and honey 
from the Black Forest and the pomander 
bouquets—silk roses and cloves wrapped 
in stems of golden wire—that seem to be a 
local specialty. 

Weekends may be crowded in other 
towns, but they’re delightful in Regens- 
burg. It’s off the beaten track. Saturday is 
Floh Markt day. And Sunday the faithful 
are rewarded by getting to hear the pure, 
clear, absolutely heartbreaking sopranos of 
the Regensburg Cathedral boys choir, also 
called the Sparrows of Regensburg Cathe- 
dral. To keep from dissolving completely, 
think about how they’re all wearing sneak- 
ers under their robes; study the gorgeous 
wedding-cake-Gothic interior; try to figure 
out how you're going to get all your fragile 
loot to Munich. (A little dramatic irony 





here because the best shopping lies ahead.) 
MUNICH’s Christmas market is not 
only the oldest in Germany, it is also the 
southernmost. And the farther south you 
go in Europe, the deeper you get into 
créche country (culminating in the elabo- 
rate presepios of Naples and Sicily). To find 
Munich’s specialty, from the Marienplatz 
(where the market runs from November 29 
to December 24), you duck into the Rat- 
haus, under the giant tree with its 2,000 
white lights, under the clock tower with its 
pirouetting automata, under the balcony 
where every evening at 5:00 a different 
group sings carols of its region; you turn 
left in the courtyard, through the third 
world market (two booths of African/Ca- 
ribbean crafts, still underdeveloped, but a 
nice idea) and emerge in a semicircle of 
stalls devoted entirely to créche makings. 
Here in the Kripperlmarkt (crib market) 
are rustic moss-frilled mangers of all sizes, 
creatures great and small, donkeys and 
oxen, roosters and elephants, kings, pages, 
farmhands—not just the main characters, 
you understand, but a Christmas-pageant 
cast of thousands, as Cecil B. De Mille 
might have assembled it. There are even 
milkmaids, cherubs and innocent bystand- 
ers plus all the props a weli-furnished man- 
ger needs: tiny scythes, buckets, milking 





stools, rusticated wells, glowing bonfires, 
lanterns that really light (with threadlike 
little wires). The carved wood figures are 
expensive; those in well-modeled mystery- 
material less so; and the luminous wax 
people dressed in cloth a la Nuremberg are 
available in eerie-looking but inexpensive 
kits. Heads, hands and feet on wire stems 
are $2 to $5, and there’s no reason why a 
crafty shopper couldn’t convert them to 
Nuremberg angels. For inspiration, you 
might want to see the 17th- to 19th-centu- 
ry Nativity scenes at the Bavarian Nation- 
al Museum. 

Turn left again and you’re back in the 
Marienplatz, where the main body of the 
market spreads its blue and white (colors 
of Munich) tents. Here one finds the fanci- 
est snacks (baked apples with whipped 
cream and Cointreau), the plainest pottery 
(handsome yellowware) and the most daz- 
zling assortment of glass figurals yet. 

I pluck my prizes as blissfully as a game- 
show winner. For $4, Ill have the glass 
Santa-in-a-basket dangling on velvet rib- 
bons from a huge glass balloon. For less 
than $2 each, the teddy clutching a valen- 
tine, the roly-poly Keystone Kop, the clip- 
on cockatoo with spun-glass crest. Every 
year, the best booth is in the same spot: at 
the end of the square facing off against 


Ludwig Beck. Beck’s department store is 
to a glass-ornament hunter what Wohl- 
fahrt’s is to the collector of little wooden 
ornaments. I mean, three kinds of police- 
men plus its own collection of deliciously 
pale swans and balloons, encrusted with 
twisty gold wire. Beck’s also sells sheets of 
Glanzbilder, embossed gold-paper trims 
that can be snipped and glued into approx- 
imations of old Dresden ornaments. 

Regarding crafts: Out in the artists’ dis- 
trict of Schwabing is the most sophisticat- 
ed Handwerkermarkt 1 encountered: 
surrealistic etchings, feather headdresses, 
fancy-dressed marionettes ready for the 
revels of Fasching, and fantasy tree-bau- 
bles made of jeweled and gilded seed pods. 

it occurs to me that if you were starting 
with a large, bare tree and wanted to fill 
every twig, the trip might almost pay for 
itself. And if you threw in a few stocking 
stuffers (Swiss Army knives, Swatch 
watches and bath gel are a third of Ameri- 
can prices) and a couple of square down 
pillows (an amazing $20) to go with the 
antique shams you picked up in Regens- 
burg....How you’d get it all home, of 
course, would be another story.@

ot until Thanksgiving did we get 
into the true Spirit of Christmas. The 
sausage was made, and the hams were 
hanging in the Meat House. The persim- 
mons were put in stone crocks with cin- 
namon and brown sugar. The plum 

puddings and fruitcakes were made and the 

chestnuts had been drying in the attic. For decoration we 
brought from the Mountain Farm laurel and crowfoot.” 
Plum puddings and fruitcakes are no longer made at 
Oatlands, the Virginia house where Elizabeth Grayson 
Carter, who related these memoirs to her daughter, was 
born in 1867, but the “true Spirit of Christmas” is re- 
created each year. Thanks to the vivid memories Grace 
(as she was called) had of her childhood Christmases, the 
curatorial staff knows just how to deck walls and por- 
traits with holly, crowfoot and ivy, where to hang kissing 
balls and exactly how to decorate the tall pine tree that 
often comes from the Mountain Farm. “The only time 
we emphasize the post-Civil War period is at Christmas 
because we have the memoirs to focus on,”’ says Barbara 
Dombrowski, Oatlands’s house manager, explaining an 
1880s Christmas in rooms furnished in the 1920s. “But,” 
she continues, “the house has several layers of history so 
it all works beautifully.”’ One layer is the building, which 
has changed little since George Carter (Grace’s grandfa- 
ther) finished it about 1830, and another is the furniture 

from the last occupants. >

fter much excitement, blowing of horns, and 
shouting of Merry Christmas, we had to get fully 
dressed before we came down to breakfast,” re- 
called Grace Carter. And it is this feeling of excite- 
ment that the staff at Oatlands decided to convey. 
“Christmas at Oatlands has been going on for ten 
years,” says Barbara Dombrowski, “but about a year 
ago we decided to strew things around and rumple beds—to create a 
stage set and make it look like a real Christmas.” To have enough 
things to strew, Mrs. Dombrowski borrows from all over the county: 
quilts, toys, books, nightgowns and underclothes. “I keep everything 
I borrow to the period between 1880 and 1900,” she says. Although 
some furniture like the sleigh bed and the Empire chest (overleaf) 
looks as if it could have belonged to the Carters, everything was 
collected by Edith and William Eustis when they owned Oatlands 
from 1903 to 1965. When the Eustis daughters gave the house to the 
National Trust, they gave all the furniture, ornaments and por- 
traits—like that of their mother in the drawing room and the 
painting of their grandmother in the master bedroom.

f you heard that the owners of this folk art-filled house never 
gave each other Christmas presents, you might think their 
last name was Scrooge. However, there isn’t a hint of “bah 
humbug” about them. Their house hums with present-wrap- 
ping and surprises, all for the children and grandchildren. For 
themselves, Christmas, birthdays and anniversaries are celebrated 
with a splurge—a major folk art acquisition 
that might happen at any time of the year. 
“Ever since I was 12 I knew I wanted to 
collect folk art more than anything in the 
world,” says one of the owners, whose first 
purchase came in 1961 “when no one even 
knew what to call folk art.” She bought an 
Amish farmer weather vane, now beside the 
mantel, for $75. “For a long time we lived in a 
house that didn’t have much furniture because 
we’d rather have nothing than a reproduction,” 





she says. ‘““We only buy one or two things a year—every surplus 
cent goes into collecting—and before you know it, 25 years have 
gone by and the house is nearly full!’ 

Among their folk art treasures, which have been lent to numer- 
ous museums, is the Indian weather vane in the window that 
depicts Chief Massasoit, who shared the first Thanksgiving with 
the Pilgrims. Over the mantel is an early land- 
scape painting rescued from an old house where 
a folk artist had originally painted it right on 
the wallboards. >

FOLK ART IN FESTIVE DRESS 


ith its abundance of folk art animals 

and naive paintings, this Midwestern 

house exudes a celebratory air year- 

round. At holiday time, decorating is 
simply a matter of adding greens and flowers, here 
the artistry of Tom Pritchard of Madderlake in 
New York. “We roamed the woods looking for 
branches and berries,’ he says. ‘““And even when 
we went to a garden center, we made it a mission 
to look for things people might not think of using.”’ 
For example, lacy cedar that adorns the dining 
room chandelier was clipped from 
the owner’s yard. 

Following the shapes dictated by 
nature is the essence of Mr. Pritch- 
ard’s work. For the wreath on the 
front door he simply wound grape- 
vine gathered from the woods into 
an impromptu circle. “If it’s a little 


yblong, so be it! I like irregular 
hapes,” he says. The hollows in 
e twig circle are his cue for add- 
g bayber rose hips and flow- 





ers; ribbons are wrapped and bows are tied to hide 
bare spaces. Even a formal centerpiece, like the one 
in the dining room (above), evolves by “feeling 
your way.” Mr. Pritchard eschews florist’s oasis 
because “‘it makes you lazy—it’s too easy to create 
something contrived.’ Instead he made the center- 
piece’s “frame” by crisscrossing branches of dog- 
wood. Sprigs of azalea and cyclamen cut from 
potted plants around the house were added “like 
pick-up sticks.”” Mr. Pritchard also arranged roses 
in a blue and white vase “‘just as if they’d been cut 
from the garden” and decorated a 
candlestand with potted miniature 
roses that “are wonderful to clip 
for arrangements.”

he wonder of Charlotte Moss’s treasure-filled New York shop is that it feels like the 
absolute essence of Christmas—without a single poinsettia, ornament or string of colored 
lights. What she relies on instead is the richness and abundance of her wares plus “lots of 
little surprises. I like to tuck nuts behind a tea cup,” she says, “‘or line a ledge with lady 
apples and oranges.’ Good scents from the ripening fruit, combined with fragrant pine and 
flowers, put Christmas distinctly in the air. Ms. Moss’s requirement for her wreaths and garlands 
is “nothing expected,”’ which is why she called on florist Paul Bott. “I first saw his work in an old 
Christmas issue of House Beautiful. I cut out the picture—and saved it!” At the time Ms. Moss was 
working on Wall Street, but as a “closet decorator,” dreamed of opening a shop, something she 
finally did as an early Christmas present to herself last year. Her motto: “I only buy what I love, 
for a shop or a friend. If something has your conviction behind it, that gets communicated.”

ranches have a natural grace,” says Paul Bott of Twigs. “Sometimes you lose that 
wonderful elegance when you wire them together.” Thus to decorate the mantel (above) 
and the picture ledge (below) he created a free-form garland by laying down branches of 
eucalyptus, mimosa and pine and adding fruit and pinecones to fill in the hollows. For 
the wreath (/eft), Mr. Bott wound red dogwood twigs around a wire form and then 
tucked in pink rambling roses in water vials, white lilacs, mimosa, eucalyptus and red- 
tinged cyclamen which, amazingly, had survived “cold and utter neglect” 
and were growing in Ms. Moss’s backyard.» 
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hen Paul Bott arrived at Ms. Moss’s shop, he felt, he says, “a little like 
a Christmas fairy. I had armloads of mimosa and pine plus branches 
of berries gathered from Charlotte’s backyard, and I just began to play.” Within 
an hour, he had festooned the plate racks, decorated the mantels and draped the paintings 
in red curtain tiebacks and ribbons. “I raided Charlotte’s basket of trims,” he says.

and her husband, who are both excellent bakers,’’ says 

Mrs. O’Brien. “For more elaborate picnics, we take a 
slightly different approach. Everything—food, drinks, plates—is tak- 
en up to the cabin (previous page) before we start. We wind through 
the woods, traverse the lake, then—four hours later—end up back at 
the cabin. After all that hard work (and fun) we’re famished! 

“To stave off hunger pangs, we have soup from a thermos and 
munch on vegetable pockets and beaten biscuits with cheese while we 
prepare the rest of the meal. I always pack foods that cook quickly or 
just need warming up, such as grilled chicken breasts and rabbit, two 
of our favorites, which we usually serve with potato salad, home fries 
or grilled winter squash (all from my garden). A variety of potables— 
beer, red or white wine, champagne, mulled cider or hot chocolate— 
make the meal. One of our favorite desserts is quince tart, made with 
homegrown fruit that I preserve myself. No one worries about calo- 
ries, but you don’t want to eat too much since you have to ski home! 
Often we invite friends and neighbors to join us. If they aren’t skiers, 
they go sledding, skating or toboganning. And if we’re lucky, they'll 
set up the entire meal so that when we return, everything is ready to

garnet red for the walls because in an 
apartment this small—only 15 by 23 feet— 
he feels the coziness should be emphasized 
rather than camouflaged.

“In a 
small place I can’t have everybody coming 
at once,” he explains, “so I put a wide 
range of hours on the invitations—three 
o'clock until seven.

That Mrs. McAdams knows 10 children 
who would love to come to her Dutchess 
County, NY, house for a black-tie dinner 
and who would feel right at home gives 
some indication of how friends and neigh- 
bors of all ages feel about Walter and Alice 
McAdams. With their effortless generosity 
they have created a hospitable atmosphere 
of the highest order in their clapboard 
house, sections of which date from 1785. 
Everyone feels at home ali year long— 
whether for a summer lunch down in the 
glen or an impromptu dinner of Mrs.

friends to bring their jugs to fill and take 
home. From that it evolved into something 
resembling a circus.” 

The annual Christmas party has evolved 
over the past 25 years, as well, with new 
desserts added each year. In recent years a 
lamb cake with coconut icing, replacing a 
gingerbread house, has reclined under one 
of Mrs. McAdams’s own paintings. This 
year the McAdamses will have a “steam- 
boat roast” (a leg of beef) from one of their 
own Hereford steers. Two things, however, 
have remained constant over the years: 
The McAdamses always serve a suckling 
pig, and their friends always love to come. 
In fact, invitations to the party are coveted 
throughout the county. The McAdams 
children, now grown and moved away, al- 
ways return. “The final date hinges on 
when they can come,” says their mother, 
“and so far no one has missed one.” 

The night before the party, the whole

family pitches in to set up card 
tables, round tables and folding 
chairs all over the house: four ta- 
bles in the library, three in the 
wide front hall, four in the mud 
room, three in the room beyond 
the kitchen. “I used to want to do 
everything myself so the whole 
party would be a surprise,” says 
Mrs. McAdams, “but the older I 
get the more I let anyone help who 
wants to!” 

Mrs. McAdams still does all the 
cooking, however, with only one 
person to help on the day of the 
party. “When you cook everything 
yourself—rather than have cater- 
ers come in—then you are really 
giving of yourself. I think people 
feel that and it’s the main reason 
they love to come. 

“Tt takes about a week to get 
everything together, and I usually spend a 
day in New York buying hors d’oeuvres— 
salmon, sturgeon, caviar, foie gras and Stil- 
ton. Of course, I make all the plum pud- 
dings in late summer, and the buches de 
Noel I make ahead and freeze, letting them 
harden in the freezer before wrapping 
them in foil. Most of the cooking is done 
on the day of the party. We start about 
nine o’clock preparing the beef and the 
suckling pig for roasting, then go on to the 
vegetables. Some years I serve the wild rice 
in a salad instead of hot. We line the laun- 
dry room with hot trays to put everything 
on, and by six o’clock the decks are clear 
for the people who come in to serve.’ The 
hors d’oeuvres are arranged on the dining 
room table before guests arrive at 7:30, 
then about 9:00 the table is cleared so that 
dinner can be set out.

Iderney, the most windswept 
of the Channel Islands off the 
coast of France, isn’t even on 
some maps. Barbara and Di- 
dier Wirth chose it as their family 
“hideout”’ precisely for that reason. Al- 
derney’s tidy, pastel-painted farm- 
houses (the Wirths’ dates from the 18th 
century) are a civilized contrast to the 
rugged terrain. The island attracts sail- 
ors, fishermen and vacationers who 
love water and wind—people whose 
lives are unfettered by convention and 
routine. And the Wirths’ home reflects 
this nonchalance. “I couldn’t do any- 
thing very sophisticated because the 
house is very old,” explains Mrs. Wirth. 
“Since the walls are stone, there are 
no even, flai surfaces. The best solution 
was to paint everything white to keep it 
fresh and simple,” with white curtains 
to match. Color, primarily yellow, is 
used as an accent.

Iderney’s only link to civiliza- 

tion is a boat that comes each 

Thursday loaded with every- 

thing an islander could ever 
need. Until the boat comes, people 
make do with what they have. This 
hardy way of life encourages thriftiness, 
resourcefulness and an appreciation for 
simple, natural things. Barbara and Di- 
dier Wirth have no silver to polish, no 
antiques to worry about. Everything is 
simple and easy to use. When a Staf- 
fordshire pitcher Mrs. Wirth bought 
proved too fine, she decided that all 
accessories should be at “the same lev- 
el, or the whole look breaks down.” To 
simplify decorating, she sticks to one 
color scheme—yellow and white. “If I 
don’t find the right color of something, 
I do without.” 

The garden fends for itself. Because 
the wind and salt air are so fierce, cer- 
tain plants can’t be grown. Every 
spring, the garden must be washed 
down to remove coats of salt. However, 
the courtyard offers some protection 
from the wind and provides plenty of 
wall space for hardy climbers. Teak fur- 
niture, built from a kit, was chosen be- 
cause it, too, weathers well. 

One of the greatest worries for this 
sea-conscious family is whether the fish 
are biting. If the fishermen are lucky, 
the Wirths will enjoy bass fillets baked 
with tarragon branches, butter, pepper 
and white wine, served with new pota- 
toes and a green salad. All are simple, 
natural ingredients—like the decorat- 
ing—and just as inviting.

estled on the crest 

of a hill in the mid- 

dle of two hayfields, 

this group of build- 
ings was designed by Keith 
Hone to look perfectly natu- 
ral on the New Jersey farm- 
land. Yet as one approaches 
what appears to be a barn, 
shed and silo, the clean ge- 
ometry of the stripped-down 
structures becomes appar- 
ent. And once inside the 
compound, you understand 
its purpose. The ‘“‘barn’”’ 
houses the main living 
space; the silo serves as ad- 
ditional sleeping quarters; 
and the shed contains the 
garage and work space. 
These buildings were born 
out of Basil and Rilda 
Hone’s desire for a smaller 
house to suit their retire- 
ment. However, when their 
house hunt brought them to 
this desirable site, they 
chose to be more adventur- 
ous. “It suddenly dawned on 
us,’> Mrs. Hone recalls, 
“that in our son Keith, an 
architecture student at Co- 
lumbia, we had an in-house 
architect.” 

Before the project was 
over, the whole family was 
participating, many with 
very newly acquired build- 
ing skills. Mr. Hone, recent- 
ly retired, was recruited 
when a new general contrac- 
tor was suddenly needed, 
though, according to his 
wife, he had never so much 
as changed a light bulb. 
“The most exciting mo- 
ment,” Mrs. Hone recalls, 
““was when the whole family 
gathered and the first tall 
beam was raised. Keith qui- 
etly took charge, and it was 
then I realized that Keith 








had become a professional 
architect and was no longer 
my student son.” 

For Keith the process 
proved inspirational. “I 
came to see the making of a 
home as a group of individ- 
uals coming together in a 
particularly dynamic way,” 
he says. His parents wanted 
a house that could serve as a 
gathering place for friends 
and family on holidays and 
weekends, yet still be inti- 
mate for the two of them. 
Placing some of the bed- 
rooms in the separate silo 
structure was his solution. 

Moreover, it was an ex- 
pression of his contempla- 
tions of the dualities of man 
and nature, individual and 
society suggested by the 
landscape. ‘‘Each of the four 
dominant views from the 
building site came to hold 
specific symbolic meaning,” 


Keith explains. “The east- 
ward view of the town, dom- 
inated by the white steeple, 
is associated with notions of 
society. To the west, a gentle 
meadow rises above eye lev- 
el, inviting introspection and 
symbolizing the place of the 
individual. The southern 
view of a single barn and 
gridded orchard speaks of 
settlement, the sublimation 
of nature to the individual. 
Finally, the north is domi- 
nated by a single range of 
hills, a place of mystery and 
unchecked nature.” 
Windows were placed 
with care to frame these 
views. ‘“‘The house has 
brought us closer to each 
other and to nature,” Mrs. 
Hone says. “We are con- 
stantly in contact with the 
life of the fields and sky.” @

Silver luster was much used to 
create “poor men’s tea sets,’ but we 
prefer the copper alloy, which on china 
produced pink tones, on earthenware, a 
rosy copper. This bone china tea set 
from Charlotte Moss (below) has luster 
shell decorations. It was made by Min- 
ton in the early 1800s, and as was typi- 
cal, included both tea and coffee cups. 
Look for lusterware jugs, jars and vases 
when you travel here and abroad. As your 
eye for it develops, you'll easily recognize 
and appreciate the more refined pieces. 
Note how pieces of fruit interspersed with 
the china add life to the collection.

CALIFORNIAS NEVV SUPER CABERNETS 


ow that just about everyone has 

learned that California’s best 

wines are labeled with the name 

of the grape used to make it, 
there’s a new trend: super Cabernet Sau- 
vignons that don’t say Cabernet on the 
label. The reason is that more and more 
California wine makers want to blend Ca- 
bernet with generous amounts of Merlot, 
Cabernet France and other grapes, as is 
done in Bordeaux. They feel restricted by 
varietal labeling, which requires that at 
least three-quarters of the wine be from the 
grape on the label. So they’re offering these 


blends under proprietary or trade names. 
These bottlings may state nothing more 
informative on the label about the grapes

For a special splurge, the answer is yes. 
The granddaddy of these luxury blends is 
the Insignia bottling, first produced by Jo- 
seph Phelps in 1974. Depending on the 
year, the blend may be predominantly Ca- 
bernet or Merlot, as is true of cru classé 
Bordeaux. The *82 (about $25) is superb. 

The most publicized of these tip-top reds 
is the Opus One, produced from California 
grapes by Robert Mondavi in a joint ven- 
ture with Baron Philippe de Rothschild of 
Chateau Mouton-Rothschild. At $50 it’s 
also the most expensive, but it does taste 
the way a $50 wine should taste: wonder- 
ful. (The ’81 is especially fine.) Joining this 
select company are Rubicon (about $30) 
and Dominus (about $35) as well as two 
that offer especially good value: the elegant 
Lyeth red (the ’82 is about $15) and the 
rich Carmenet (the ’82 is about $20). If 
you’re curious about how good a California 
wine can be, try the new super Cabernets.

e always wait until Christmas Eve to

A special Christmas gift from your micro- 
wave oven: a traditional fig pudding that 
cooks in 23 minutes instead of the usual 2- 
1/2 to 3 hours it takes to steam on top of 
the stove.

Simmer gently, 
uncovered, turning pears occasionally until just 
tender (this may take as long as | hour). With 
slotted spoon, transfer pears to 1-quart canning 
jar. Boil syrup until reduced to 2 cups or enough 
to cover pears. Pour over pears. Keeps about 8 
weeks in refrigerator. 

[_] To serve, drain pears and boil liquid until 
reduced to 3/4 cups. Pour over pears in serving 
dish. Cool, then chill. Serve with ham, turkey or 
game.

{_] With sharp knife, peel oranges to the flesh, 
removing all white pith. Squeeze juice from peel 
and reserve.

[_] In large saucepan, combine 2-1/2 cups wa- 
ter, reserved orange juice and sugar. Bring to 
boil, stirring to dissolve sugar. Add pomegran- 
ate juice and boil hard, skimming as necessary, 
until reduced to 3 cups, about 4 to 5 minutes. 
Add kirsch, boil briefly. Cool slightly, then pour 
over oranges. Cool, then cover and refrigerate. 
To serve, slice 1 orange per person and spoon 
syrup over each. Serves 8. 


PISTACHIO COOKIES 


2 cups shelled, unsalted, natural pistachio 
nuts (1 pound unshelled) 
2-1/4 cups all-purpose flour 
1/2 pound Unsalted butter, room temperature 
1/3 cup sugar 
2 teaspoons kirsch 
Pinch salt 
1/2 teaspoon finely grated orange zest 
1-1/2 cups confectioners’ sugar, sifted 
Large pinch ground cardamom 
Small pinch ground cloves 








{_] Spread nuts on baking sheet and toast in 
300° oven 7 to 10 minutes. When cool enough to 
handle, rub nuts together to dislodge skins. In 
food processor pulse peeled pistachios with 1/2 
cup flour until finely chopped. 

[_] In bowl cream butter and sugar. Add kirsch, 











salt and orange zest. Beat to combine. Beat in 
nut mixture. Sift and mix in remaining 1-3/4 
cups flour. Wrap and chill dough 1 hour. 

[_] Pinch off walnut-sized pieces of dough, roll 
into balls, then roll in confectioners’ sugar. 
Place 1-1/2 inches apart on parchment-lined 
baking sheet. Press lightly to flatten slightly. 
Bake in preheated 350° oven 14 to 16 minutes, 
or until light brown on bottom. Gently transfer 
to cooling rack. Combine remaining confection- 
ers’ sugar with cardamom and clove. Sift over 
cool cookies. Makes about 6 dozen. 


GINGER POUND CAKE 


5 ounces candied ginger (large pieces), 
rinsed of sugar and cut into 1/3-inch 
cubes 

6 dried (not glacéed) pineapple slices, cut 
into 1/3-inch cubes 

2 ounces good quality bourbon 

2 ounces good quality dark rum 

1-1/4 cups unsalted butter, room temperature 

1 cup sugar 

3/4 teaspoon ground ginger 
1/2 teaspoon salt 

5 large eggs, separated, room temperature 

2 cups sifted all-purpose flour 

2 tablespoons cornstarch 

2/3 cup coarsely chopped, lightly toasted 
macadamia nuts (if salted, wipe off salt 
before toasting) 

Julienned candied ginger, chopped 
macadamia nuts, to garnish, optional 


[_] In medium bowl combine ginger and pineap- 
ple. Cover with liquors and let stand about 48 
hours or until 75 percent of liquor has been 
absorbed. 

[_] In medium bowl cream butter until fluffy. 
Add sugar and beat well. Add ground ginger 
and salt. Beat in egg yolks one at a time. 

[_] In another bowl mix flour and cornstarch. 
Dust buttered 9 by 5-inch loaf pan with one 
tablespoon of the flour mixture. Beat flour mix- 
ture into butter mixture. Stir in ginger, pineap- 
ple and any remaining liquor. Add nuts. 

[_] In separate bowl beat egg whites into stiff 
peaks. Mix one-fourth of the egg whites into 
batter to “lighten” the mixture; fold in remain- 
ing egg whites. Fill pan with batter and bake in 
preheated 275° oven 1-1/2 hours, or until skew- 
er inserted at center comes out clean. Cool on 
rack and let stand 48 hours. Top with candied 
ginger and macadamia nuts if desired.

The following is a better description of how to 
make the classical shell motif shown in “‘Close- 
Ups,” September 1986, page 87. 

Using plasteline* non-hardening clay, sculpt a 
model that looks exactly like your finished product 
on a flat board. Paint the finished model with 
shellac; when that dries brush on layers of Pliatex 
mold rubber,* allowing each coat to dry between 
applications. When the mold is about an eighth of 
an inch thick, allow it to dry thoroughly. Then peel 
the rubber mold off the model and turn it over so 
that the depression side is up. Fill a shallow box 
that is slightly larger than the mold with just-mixed 


plaster, and press the rubber mold—negative side 
up—into the plaster mold-support. When the plas- 
ter has hardened, coat the inside of the rubber mold 
with mold release* and pour mixed plaster into ihe 
mold to make as many castings as you need.

The first barometer was made about 
1600 to find out if it was possible to 
create a vacuum. Then the inventors 
realized that it also helped to show 
changes in air pressure and weather. 
The rising or falling mercury in the 
glass tube indicated changes in air pres- 
sure, and as we now know, this helps to 
forecast advancing storms. 

Barometers like yours were rare and 
expensive in the 18th century. Some 
had a second tube that was a thermom- 
eter. The style of your barometer indi- 
cates that it was made about 1775. The 
label suggests it was made in Holland. 
Early barometers in working condition 
or even in restorable condition are rare 
today. Because of its elaborate case and 
age, your barometer is worth more than 
$5,000. 


[_]My soup tureen is marked with the English hallmarks for 
Edward Farreh, the year 1846, and the lion mark of solid silver. 
Where should the hallmarks appear? What is the tureen worth? 


—Mrs. W.E.B., Greenwell Springs, La. 


The silver soup tureen was used in England starting in the 1720s, 
and became popular after 1760. The most stylish shape was much 
like yours until a classical form appeared about 1790. The silver 
guild rules required hallmarks on each part of a piece of 18th- 
century English silver. The lid and base on a tureen should be 


marked. The top han- 
dle, if detachable, 
should also be marked. 
There are few faked 
marks on important 
pieces of silver. Fake 
marks are sometimes 
cut from spoons and tn- 
serted into the leg of a 
tureen—not where an 
authentic hallmark 





would be. Fakes are usually marked with an important maker 
whose name adds great value, not someone of limited fame like 
Edward Farreh. Your tureen would sell for about $4,500.

silk fans were common. The elaborate fan reappeared about 1840, 
and ivory, mother of pearl, and painted vellum fans were popular. 
Artists made small copies of important museum paintings on fans. 
After 1860 lace or ostrich feather fans became popular. Fans 


declined in popularity during World War I. 


Your fan is from the 1880s and worth about $650. Deep fan- 
shaped picture frames are available at custom framing shops. The 
fabric should not touch the glass, and the frame backing should be 


acid free.

The double bed of 
the 19th century 
measured 54 to 60 
inches in width. 
Your bed is in the 
rococo revival style 
popular from 1840 
to 1860. It was prob- 
ably made in Ameri- 
ca but would have 
been sold as a 
‘‘French’’ bed be- 
cause of the style. 
Large rooms and 
high ceilings were 





common in the South, and the beds were often made with high 
carved posts or canopies. Crotch mahogany or other woods with 


attractive grain were often used as veneer. 


Today, beds are often found without the tall foot posts. They 
have been altered to fit into rooms with lower ceilings. Your bed 
dates to about 1850. If it is all original the value is about $2,500. A 


mattress can be ordered from a department or bedding store. 


UMENT CONSERVATION CENTER

The natural acidity in 
paper, especially paper 
made since the mid-19th 
century, renders it vul- 
nerable to discoloration, 
cracking and crumbling. 
Paper conservation ex- 
perts can now deacidify 
paper to control yellow- 
ing of maps and prints 
and foxing (brown spot- 
ting) in old books. Better 
methods of framing or 
encapsulating ancient 
documents and valuable 
works of art can virtual- 
ly reverse the deteriora- 
tion of paper.
